By virtue of the gen- 
tle rain and mist and beneficent 
influence of the gulf stream, all 
Ireland is a garden place. The 
rolling hills of these Emerald 
Isles are edged with endless 
stone walls, and brightened with 
ferns, flowers, and brilliant yel- 
low gorse. There are carpets of 
bluebells here, and sweeps of 
wild iris. There’s native rhodo- 
dendron, heather, broom, and the 
wild anemone. 

And what variety there is to 
see! Plants from all over the 
world thrive in this temperate cli- 
mate and grow to impressive size, 
especially the evergreens.

Yet the overall 
effect, wandering from path to 
path along the stream past the 
brick wall coves and flower bor- 
ders, is absolutely right. There’s 
no straining for effect, no arti- 
ficial formality. It all seems as if 
it had always been there. 

This is the genius of the Irish 
gardener: to understand and ap- 
preciate the best of plants from 
all the world, to combine them 
with the plants of his native 
heath, and to make it all seem 


as beautifully inevitable as the 
green of the land itself.

There are gardens of every size 
and kind. Fortunately the cottage 
gardens in the villages are in 
front of the houses and can be 
enjoyed by all. Even a_ small 


patch of soil a foot wide between 
the house and walk is filled with 
color—usually the shining yellow 
and brown of wallflower. Or there 
may be a narrow trellis with a 
cascade of Paul’s scarlet climber 


. roses over a front door. The 


grounds of hotels, inns, churches, 
and even the railway stations are 
colorful testimony to a national 
pride in the growing of plants. 
There is amazing variety in 
design. There are gardens to be 
seen in the “style” of almost ey- 
ery country. And gardens that 
specialize in almost every imagin- 
able plant. There are magnificent 
collections of clematis, 
iris, azaleas, rhododendrons, rock 


roses, 


plants, and even cactus, succu- 
lents, and bonsai. And here, of 
course, are the classic examples 
of great lawns and_ naturalized 
parklike plantings that mark the 
English style of landscape design 
so widely copied abroad. 

Another English specialty is 
the perennial border, the develop- 
ment and maintenance of which 
calls for the utmost care and 
knowledge of plants to make it 
a success. 

At Wisley Gardens, north of 
Ripley, is the experimental sta- 
tion of the Royal Horticultural 
Society. Among the other horti- 
cultural triumphs of this 150-acre 
showplace is a perennial border 
twenty feet deep, and perhaps 
the finest to be seen anywhere. 

In the London area are three 
of the most famous gardens in 
the world. Kew Gardens, the 
Royal Botanical 
some 300 special 
plantings of bamboo, herbs, iris

Punch Bowl, where thousands of 
azaleas cover the slopes of the 
valley with vibrant color from the 
end of April to mid-May.

Sissinghurst Castle, Cranbrook, 
has an exceptional garden de- 
signed by the owners, writer- 
designer. Sir Harold Nicholson 
and his late wife, the author Vic- 
toria Sackville-West. Among oth- 
er delights is an all-white garden. 
This is a dream in June with 
white roses, regal lilies, and 
gypsophila shimmering under a 
canopy of almond blossoms. 

If there is a paradise on earth 
for visiting gardeners, this pleas- 
ant land must be the place. 
There is no other country with 
such a variety of magnificent 
plants and plantings so readily 


open to the visitors’ view.

France. The French put their 
gardens together much as they do 
their food—with careful attention 
to detail, complete concentration 
on the desired effect, calculated 
logic, and an occasional burst of 
genius. 

They trim and shear and cut 
back their trees and shrubs to 
formal patterns. Garden plans 
are laid out with ruler and com- 
pass. This approach to garden- 
ing is sometimes difficult for 
Americans to understand, 

We feel more akin to the Brit- 
ish, with their love of color and 
devotion to the development of 
every flower and shrub. But there 
is more to enjoy and admire in 
the gardens of France than first 
meets the eye. 

The French have a great. pas- 
sion for roses, for iris (their 
fleur-de-lis), and = for dahlias. 
Three of their finest rose gardens 
are in Paris: the Musee Rodin, 
with works of the master shown 
in a setting of 2,000 rosebushes: 
the Bagatelle, an 18th-century 
garden indescribably colorful all 
year with a marvelous rose gar- 
den display of iris and the best 
of French horticulture; and the 


Roseraie Hay, an ultimate trib- 
ute to the rose. Here there are 
wild species, Orientals, Polyan- 
thus, roses of historical impor- 
tance, and all the modern ones. 
There are some 4,000 varieties— 
plus a rose museum. 

The Luxembourg Gardens in 
Paris is probably the loveliest ex- 
ample of a 17th-century French- 
style park. Here, and in the Tuil- 
eries, are the typical formal par- 
terres of sheared boxwood filled 
with colorful flowers and changed 
at every season. 

The private gardens of France, 
like the homes, are usually walled 
in for complete privacy, and rare- 
ly opened to strangers. The only 
concessions to the passerby are 
the rows of potted plants between 
the house and sidewalk in the 
villages and the delightful flow- 
er boxes overflowing with color 
at windows and _ balconies. 

A new development in France 
is the Pare Floral d’Exposition 
Permanent in Orléans. This is a 
magnificent series of permanent 
display gardens by the best grow- 
ers in France. There is a rose 
garden, special gardens of iris 
rhododendron 
walk, and decorative beds over-

The characteristic formal French 
style was set by Andre Le Notre. 
the 17th-century landscape arch.

tect. His works, from the very 
first, have had a strong influence 
on garden design. Three of his 
greatest gardens are Versailles, 
Chantilly, and  Vaux-le-Vicomte 
at Maincy. 

Versailles is an overwhelming 
tour-de-force, but Chantilly, some- 
what less grand in scale, is a 
more understandable display of 
his mastery of form and propor- 
tion. 

Vaux-le-Vicomte, the first of 
his gardens, clearly shows the 
typical use of the landscape as 
a series of related outdoor rooms. 

Of the many gardens in the 
Chateau country of the Loire Val- 
ley, Villandry is the most inter- 
esting. The parterres and kitchen 
gardens, first planted in the 16th 
Century, are beautifully restored. 
The crisp geometric outlines of 
the sheared boxwood is as it al- 
ways was. Only the flowers within 
are changed. Even the vegetable 
garden is carefully designed to 
play the contrast of the dark 
bronze beet leaves against the

In contrast to the French gar- 
dens of Le Notre, which were ley- 
eled off as much as possible to 
reveal the distant views, Italian 
landscape designers retained and 
used the hilly sites to good ad- 
vantage. 

They developed dramatic pro- 
gressions of ballustraded terraces 
looking downward, 


with vistas 


and back up to the crowning 
building at the top. 


The great dark trees of Italy 





are ideal to frame and accent all 
the architecture and elegance, 
and to lend the gardens dignity 
and even solemnity at times. 
The sharp spears of the al- 
black

most cypress, the great 
pine, the weeping evergreens, the 
prim box and yew that can be 
clipped into formality—these are 
the ingredients that characterize 
the typical old gardens of Italy. 

These gardens are essentially 
studies in black and white—dark 
trees and shrubs. relieved by 
white statuary and staircases. For 
any designer, they are a never- 
ending casebook of balance, sym- 
metry, and proportion, using the 
forms of nature in man’s con- 
trolled plan. 

Most of the formal villa gar- 
dens lack flowers and color, but 
beds of 


bloom and vivid tropical plants. 


there are others with 
Some of these are briefly men- 
tioned here. 

At Villa Hanbury, in northern 
Italy at Ventimiglia, there is a 
superb garden called La Mor- ~ 
tola. Sir Thomas Hanbury, after 
many years in China, started this 
garden on 100 acres in about 
1867. 

There is a scented garden in 
front of the 14th-century villa, 
and a long pergola covered with 
brilliant flowering vines from 
Mexico, Brazil, and Peru. A par- 
ticularly lovely planting is the 
collection of mimosa, some. of 
which begins to bloom here in 
January. 

In Rome, one should not miss 
the beautiful municipal rose gar- 
den, the Villa Borghese, and the 
Villa d’Este. In Florence the iris

Also not to be missed is the 
Villa Tranto on the north shore 
of Lake Maggiore. It was cre- 
ated, beginning in 1930, by a 
Scotsman, Captain Neil McEach- 
arn, and is now the property of 
the state. Among its glories are 
a magnificent display of mag- 
nolias, a man-made valley full of 
daffodils, lilies, hostas, and aza- 
leas, five rock gardens, a_ pool 
of lotus, and a heather garden— 
to name a few. It is certainly the 
finest modern garden in Italy, 
and one of the greatest gardens 
in the world.

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


By HELEN McCULLY 


Haz should yeast be dissolved? Both active dry yeast and 
compressed yeast dissolve best in water, or the water in which 
potatoes were cooked. If a recipe calls for milk, substitute 14 
cup water or potato water for 14 cup of the milk. Then sprinkle 
or crumble in the yeast and stir until dissolved. But note well: 
The liquid (either water, or water and milk) must be warm 
(105°F. to 115°F. on the thermometer) which is actually /uke- 
warm. Lacking a thermometer, test milk as you would for a 
baby’s bottle: a drop on the inside of your wrist should feel 
warm, not hot. To maintain this temperature, measure liquid 
into a warm bowl (rinse bowl in hot water, then dry) before 
adding yeast. Temperature is of the utmost importance when 
cooking with yeast, because it is a living organism: if the liquid 
in which it is dissolved is too hot, it will “kill” the action of the 
yeast; if too cool, slow it down. 


W hat is the difference between beef fat and suet? Beet fat 
comes from the flank of the animal and is generally used for 
rendering. (Rendered fat is nothing more than solid fat cooked 
slowly on top of the stove or in the oven until it melts.) Suet. 
a hard, crumbly fat from around the kidneys and loins, is used 
in making steamed puddings, such as plum and mincemeat, ete. 


I, barding the same thing as larding? No. To bard means to 
wrap meat with a fat such as salt pork, suet, or bacon, Lean 
meats are usually barded to keep them from drying out while 
cooking. To lard means to insert thin strips of salt pork or 
bacon into the flesh of meat. This is done with a special Jarding 
needle. 


W hat does “spin a thread” mean in cooking? Its an old- 
fashioned term rarely found in modern cookbooks. What it 
means is that the syrup (a combination of sugar and water) 
is cooked to the point where, when you drip it from the tip 
of a spoon, it makes long, gossamer threads—230°F. on the 
thermometer. Thermometers are usually marked “thread” to 
guide you. If you don’t own a thermometer, we recommend your 


buying one to take the guesswork out of your cooking. 


W hat is celeriac? A root vegetable and a member of the celery 
family, also known as celery root and celery knob. Widely used 
in France and Germany as a vegetable, cooked (see Nov. issue). 
and as a salad, raw, it is perfectly delicious either way. Since it is 
in season now through March and into April, we suggest you try 
it. Don’t be put off by its knobby appearance, which is far from 
attractive. You'll find recipes in good standard cookbooks, such 
as Joy of Cooking, The Good Housekeeping Cook Book, The New 
York Times Cook Book.

PORTUGAL DIARY: Part! 


fn American, having rented a house in Portugal, 


reports on life as she lived it and the land 


as she explored it as a sight-seeing visitor 


It’s better than we’d dreamed it could be. A pale honey- 
beige house with a spacious air of relaxed elegance and no 
pretensions. The staff apparently worry over how much work 
they will be permitted to do rather than how little is required.

There are two significant differences between the 
places that the modern European and the modern 
American call home. And both differences suggest 
some patterns of living that are relatively new to 
Americans and might give us an idea or two that 
could dramatically affect the direction of domestic 
architecture in the U.S. 

Before we go into these differences, one point 
should be made: Not nearly as many Europeans—we 
haven't quite thawed yet, so we are talking about 
West-of-the-Elbe—not nearly as many of our friends 
can afford to live in single, detached, custom-designed, 
modern houses, surrounded by an acre or two of 
protective land, as can Americans. This is not because 
West Europeans are so much less affluent than we are 
(obviously, they are not). It is, for one thing, because 
shortages of building materials in the early years 
after World War II led to severe restrictions on any 
sort of luxury building and, for another, because the 
shortage of available land, especially near cities, 
made the kind of seclusion that may be routine in 
Fairfield County quite unattainable to any but the 
wealthiest or most fortunate Europeans. 

Indeed, the two fairly significant European con- 
cepts of living referred to earlier are a direct out- 
erowth of Western Europe’s key fact of life: the fact 
that four or five times as many people live on each 
European square mile as live on each American square 
mile. Not long ago, an English critic pointed out that 


if one were to build one of those expansive, sweeping 


—— 


Frank Lloyd Wright houses in Yorkshire, say, its 
extremities might well project out over the Irish Sea. 

All of this means, quite simply, that Europeans 
for centuries have been forced to develop a sort of 
house entirely different from that familiar to most 
of us. From the villages and towns along the Mediter- 
ranean to those on the North Sea and the Baltic, the 
idea of houses tightly clustered together, rather than 
freestanding and spaced far apart, has long been 
accepted, largely because of necessity (defense, 
leaving the countryside to farming, or having a cen- 
tral market place), partly because clusters seemed 
to offer a perfect mix of privacy with community. 

Clusters of houses—attached, superimposed, ar- 
ranged to form terraces or public squares or wide 
and narrow streets—may have started as necessary 
solutions to problems of survival. But by now the 
best of these clusters of houses are a good deal more 
than that. They are wonderfully successful and highly 
sophisticated architectural compositions and they still, 
incidentally, provide a good many of the answers 
to shortages of land and to the need of both privacy 
and community that clusters have always provided. 

What is more, such house clusters tend to be less 
expensive to build and to maintain than our long, 
strung-out suburban developments. They require much 
shorter utility lines and much shorter roads, leaving 
more of the countryside unspoiled and accessible. 

So you will find that all over Europe, families of 
above-average income live not in more or less isolated 
“ranch houses” scattered through more or less spa- 
cious developments, but in communities of row houses 
or patio houses or terraced houses. All benefit from 
central utilities; all group together to form common 
play areas and public squares; all leave the sur- 
rounding, unspoiled countryside a park available to 
any member of the community; and all are planned 
to reduce walking distances to a minimum and _ to 
keep cars out of areas that should be exclusively 
pedestrian. In addition, each house within such a 
cluster may have its own easily maintained, private 
(perhaps walled-in) outdoor space—a patio, terrace, 


or screened roof garden. (Please turn the page)

One of the best examples of this sort of community 
was built not long ago by a group of seven Swiss 
architects near Bern (photos, page 100). It consists of 
about 80 houses, ranging from four to seven rooms. 
Each house is privately owned, and though the houses 
look almost identical, they are, in fact, greatly varied 
in plan. Some have double-height living rooms with 
mezzanine studies or studios; some face upon interior 
patios, planted and paved; others open out upon 
private terraces that are actually the roofs of the next 
row of houses downhill; and all are linked by pedes- 
trian passages and a few open, public spaces. There 
are shops, a big outdoor swimming pool, a restaurant. 
a parking garage and service station, and a central 
heating and hot-water plant. The whole place has a 
nice, urban scale—it is a small town, not a slurb— 
and yet it is just seconds away from unspoiled forests 
and the banks of the River Aare. 

The first lesson we might learn from modern living 
in Europe is that of the traditional house cluster 
brought up to date. The second lesson seems to be 
almost the direct antithesis of the first: It ean be 
learned from a new kind of high-rise apartment house 
that is appearing all over Europe and looks very dif- 
ferent indeed from the blocks of apartment houses 
that are going up in most American cities nowadays. 

Our apartment towers—even the very best ones in 
terms of design—generally consist of hundreds of 
almost identical apartments, repeated floor after floor 
after floor. There may be slight variations in the 
number of bedrooms, or in the number of closets. 
or in the exact orientation. That is, you may be fae- 
ing exactly the same sort of thing about 60 feet away, 
on the other side of the street, or you may be facing 
exactly the same sort of thing about 10 feet away, 


next door. This sort of arrangement has the distinct 








advantage of enabling you to find the icebox or the 
bathroom whenever you visit a neighbor, for it is just 
exactly where you left it in your own place. Beyond 
that, the advantages of such standardized apartment 
planning, especially if the standard is esthetically and 
structurally deplorable, seem limited. 

The new European apartments beginning to go up 
here and there demonstrate, fairly conclusively, that 
apartment towers need not be file cabinets in which 
to stash people away. 

Perhaps Europeans are particularly sensitive to 
the monotony that can be a part of high-density living. 
In any event, whether they are rich, moderately solvent, 
or poor, they have begun to demand apartment build- 
ings that offer an enormous variety of plans, includ- 
ing splayed, curved, interlocking, recessed, or pro- 
jecting rooms. Some of the response to this growing 
demand has been truly fantastic. The little apartment 
house by the German-based, Chinese-born architect, 
Chen Kuen Lee, in Stiittgart, is so non-standardized 
that it is hard to believe, even for a professionally 
trained observer, that any two or three of its floor 
plans could possibly exist one on top of the other 
within one building (photos and plans, page 101). 

Also in Stittgart, the two extraordinary apartment 
towers by the famous Professor Hans Scharoun, who 
built the tentlike Berlin Philharmonic a couple of 
years ago, are so free-form in plan that each tenant 
feels that he occupies a custom-designed home quite 
different from those of his neighbors, yet a home with 
the advantages of centralized services (opposite, top). 
In fact, it differs from a private house in only one 
respect: It happens to be located along an elevator 
shaft instead of a street. For reasons possibly best 
known to himself, Professor Scharoun calls these 
two buildings Romeo and Juliet, the taller one being 
Romeo, the one almost crescent-shape in plan being 
the lady. These two buildings are not “low-cost,” but 
Professor Scharoun has built many others like them, 
in both Stittgart and Berlin. And some of them are 
decidedly low-cost—yet maintain the same sense of 
individuality in the apartment layouts. This almost

Vintage years—and it has become 
quite fashionable of late to talk 
about vintage years, with a wintry 
little smile of one-up-manship— 
have been a topic of conversation 
since the days of Rome.

Quite probably people then, as 
now, developed their own pet theo- 
ries as to when and why the great 
wine years, or “‘vintages,’’ came 
along, and tried to develop a pattern 
they could go by. This is as hard as 
predicting the path of tropical hur- 
ricanes, or making a quick killing 
in Wall Street on the basis of the 
Dow-Jones average.

selves to be convinced, pretty much 
ever since World War II, that odd 
years are better than even years for 
wine; they remember °45, °47, 749, 
°53, °59, °61, and conveniently for- 
get some others—'41, °51 and “63.

“miserable” ’65 to deal with, and 


will need new superstitions. 


The meaning of “vintage” 
PS Se 


Actually the word “‘vintage”’ has 
a variety of different meanings in 
Knglish, and only in the last century 
or so has it come to connote superior 
quality. We now have “vintage” 
books and “vintage” tobacco and 
even “vintage” orange marmalade, 
but the word, properly speaking, 
simply means grape harvest. and by 
inference the unblended wine of a 
specific grape harvest, eood or bad. 
In a few wine districts, notably the 
Port country and Champagne. the 
wines of mediocre years are tradi- 
tionally blended, and only those of 
superior harvests carry a date. But 
this is not true in Bordeaux or Bur- 
gundy or the Rhineland, nor in Italy 
or California for that matter, and a 
poor 1963 red Bordeaux, by any 
sensible definition, is no less a “‘vin- 
tage” wine than an admirable 1959, 


although it will be much cheaper. 


The arrival of a new “great” vin- 
tage (or “year of the century,” as 
it is all too often called) now gets 
the sort of publicity send-off re- 
served until recently for a ten-mil- 
lion-dollar Hollywood production. 
It is declared to be of incomparable 
quality even while the grapes are 
still green on the vine, presold at 
high prices often before the wine is 
made and certainly before it can be 
tasted or judged, given its three 
stars, and described as “long-lived” 
a year or even two years before its 
first public appearance. 

Luckily, the prophets of such 
good things to come have recently 
had the cards stacked in their favor. 
It is rather surprising, but true, that 
since the end of World War II, we 
have had a far higher proportion of 
goed and great vintages than during 
any two decades of recorded history. 
Let the cynics smile. We have also 
produced more wheat, more corn, 
more potatoes per acre than ever in 
the past, and for precisely the same 
reasons. Even the small French peas- 
ant grower boasts today a techui- 
cal skill and knowledge and has 
expert agricultural advice at his 
disposal far beyond the range of his 


grandfather’s dreams. 


Old problems, new solutions 


The insect pests, whose appear- 
ance once called for prayers and 
religious processions in the vine- 
vards, have largely gone the way of 
the anopheles mosquito. Mildew sti!1 
regularly appears on the vines dur- 
ing warm, humid weather but is 
promptly controlled by copper sul- 
phate sprays. The local official ex- 
perts set the date for picking, and 
hot weather is now rarely a grave 
hazard, as it always was before, at 
vintage and fermentation time. A 
young wine that seems to be behav- 


ing oddly is sent for analysis and 





recommendations to the regional 
government laboratory. 

Even that immemorial annual 
bugaboo, spring frost, which caused 
centuries of sleepless nights when 
the ‘“‘days of the Ice Saints” rolled 
round in mid-May, has lost most of 
its terror. Chablis was: ravaged in 
1960 and Pouilly-Fumé in 1961, 
but most of the progressive growers 
now have smudge pots or little fuel- 
oil stoves among their vines and fear 


this disaster no longer. 


Catastrophes unlikely 


Thus many of what were all too 
often the entries on the debit side of 
a year’s ledger have simply ceased 
to exist in France, as in Germany 
and California and to an increasing 
extent in Italy and Portugal and 
Spain. There is not of course as yet, 
nor likely soon to be, a preventive 
for hail, but this at least is a local 
and not a general catastrophe— 
Soave, near Verona, lost most of its 
1965 crop when its vines were 
whipped by hail on July 4th last 
summer; yet Valpolicella, 20 miles 
to the west, was untouched. 

What remains is weather in gen- 
eral: the Germans call the vine a 
Sonnenkind, a “child of sunshine,” 
and there has never been a great 
vintage which was not prevailingly, 
if only locally, a warm and sunny 
year. There must be sunshine, to 
begin with, in the flowering season 
in late May, for cold or rain during 
these critical days prevents polliniza- 
tion and provokes coulure, where- 
by the small unfertilized grape ber- 
ries fall from the vine. Even more 
important, there must be dry and 
sunny weather during the ten-day 
vintage period: 1964 in Bordeaux 
proved an uneven rather than a very 
great year only because a few un- 
timely days of rain caught many 


pickers with work only half done. 


'{ the wine grape requires sun- 
shine, it is nevertheless most decid- 
ediy a creature of the temperate 
zone. Perversely, it produces best 
where it produces least and gives its 
finest quality where climatic condi- 
tions are extremely unfavorable to 
it but not quite hopelessly so. In all 
of the superior vineyard districts of 
the world, temperatures during the 
four months of growing: season, 
June -September (or September - 
June in the Southern Hemisphere ) 
average between 62 and 75 degrees. 
Thus the mean, over the years, for 
Germany’s Rhine and Moselle val- 
leys is 62.4°; for Bordeaux and 
Burgundy, 66.3°; for California’s 
north coast counties about the same; 
for Italy’s Chianti country, 73.9”. 
Obviously, the five- or six-degree 
difference between a warm summer 
and a cold one can bring about, in 
any of these areas, an enormous 
variation in the quality and even in 
the character of the wine produced. 

Yet in any given summer the 
weather varies in Europe from one 
country, one district, even from one 
village to another, just as it does 
here. California, where, we have 
been taught, “‘every year is a vintage 
year,” suffered a disastrous frost in 
its Napa Valley vineyards in April 
1964. Chateauneuf-du-Pape, with a 
climate at least as consistent as Cali- 
fornia’s, made better wine in 1965 
than in °64 and in *60 than in 759. 


Variety in a vintage 


Thus it is a great error to imagine 
that a widely publicized year like 
1964 is necessarily a great vintage 
year everywhere. We are inclined 
to take a pocket vintage chart fo: 
gospel; once we are told, for exam- 
ple, that 1964 is an outstanding 
year, we tend to vote the straight 
ticket: all the candidates ave para- 


gons of probity and wisdom: all the 


’64’s must be virtuous and good, and 
all of them immediately ready to 
drink. We shall be hearing a great 
deal about 1964 in the months and 
years to come, but if we want to be 
intelligent about it we are going to 


have to do a little homework. 


Reds and whites differ 


We should remember, for exam- 
ple, that years very great for red 
wines are not always so for whites 
(the two do not require the same 
cipening conditions: *64, in France, 
was better for reds); that the wines 
first ready—the early charmers— 
are rarely those one should lay 
down for drinking five or ten years 
from now (764 produced some in 
both categories: it is important to 
know which you are buying before 
you buy); and that many wines in 
an over-publicized vintage are in- 
evitably over-priced and should by 
no means be bought blindly. 

This said, perhaps we may pro- 
ceed to a closer examination, dis- 
trict by district, of the many delights 
and the possible occasional disap- 
pointments that 1964 has in store. 

But let us not forget that in today’s 
expensive world there is probably 
no better way of spending $10-$15 
likely to give great enjoyment to 
four or five discriminating people 
than to serve a couple of bottles 
of fine vintage wine. You can pay 
your friends no higher yet less ex- 


pensive tribute than opening such 


bottles for then; you will find there 


are few seemingly ephemeral pleas- 
ures ft! vill remember so long. 
So! wine aficionados take such 

rs very seriously indeed—one

because it is an architectural 
sport. This is gutsy stuff, an orgy 
of sculptured stone most often ap- 
plied to a plain Gothic frame. 
Artichokes, coral root, seaweed, 
knotted rope, armorial bearing, 
anchors, maritime flora, the sail 
of caravels, entwined with deco- 
rative enthusiasm. Sacheverell Sit- 
well calls it “an art nouveau more 
extreme than anything that came 
later in the age of the Baroque.” 


Ae Portuguese are complex 
people who seem to accept ara- 
besques with more facility than 
they do squares. So it’s no won- 
der that they evolved this extrav- 
agant fashion of expressing the 
excitement of their 15th-century 
wealth and power brought back 
by Vasco da Gama’s voyages to 
the Indies and Cabral’s to Brazil. 
As a style, Manueline lasted only 
about 30 years (1495-1525) but 
in that space of time left its mark 
on all Portugal, primarily through 
the work of four architects (Boy- 
tac, Fernandes, and the two Ar- 
ruba brothers), and the expan- 
siveness of King Manuel I, re- 
puted to be one of the world’s 
greatest builders. 

To expose oneself to this dec- 
orative quagmire properly, one 
must see the Tower of Belem, the 
Jeronimos, and Batalha. The Tow- 
er, small and built of limestone, 
looks like an ivory objet d'art. 
For Manueline it’s simple and a 
good place to start. Although it 
looks like a toy, this robust little 
fortress on the Tagus, guarding 
Lisbon harbor, has seen its share 
of noble and ignoble prisoners 
languish in its dingy dungeons.

Just twelve miles from Batalha 
is the abbey of Aleobaca, which 
isn’t Manueline but must be seen 
in relation to Batalha. Here the 
monks were profligate, the peaches 
huge and delicious. (Portugal 
banished all monks in 1834, but 
Alcobaca’s peaches are superb 
today.) The interior of this 14th- 
century Cistercian) church has 
immense grandeur and a compel- 
ling air of sanctity. The interior, 
very white, unornamented stone, 
consists of a single nave with noth- 
ing to break its magnificent 340- 
foot

1964—A Short Summary 
RED BURGUNDY. 1964 proved an 
exceedingly great vintage, per- 
haps especially on the Cote de 
Beaune. But the wines of the 
Cote de Nuits as well are fully 
up to the very, very high level 
set by 1961 and 1962. Burgundy 
certainly has not seen such a suc- 
cession of great years since the 
turn of the century. 


Many of the lighter “village” 





wines—those that carry village,

Chambolle-Musigny, Volnay, and 
the like—are quick maturing and 
early ready, like the 1959’s.

In another of their Barcelona 
huildings—this one very low-cost 
indeed—the architects were un- 
able to vary the apartment plans. 
Moreover, this building is located 
along a new. dead-straight high- 
way, so that a plain, rectangular 
mass seemed reasonable enough. 
Still, despite the extremely strin- 
gent cost limitations on this build- 
ing, the architects were able to 
vary the patterns and types of 
their windows sufficiently to cre- 
ate an exciting, offbeat—almost 
op art—-facade that changes con- 
stantly in appearance, depending 
upon your angle of vision and the 
angles of sun and shade. Few of 
our public housing authorities— 
indeed, few of our private build- 
ers of expensive apartments— 
have shown enough imagination 
and daring to undertake even so 
small a departure from the dead-

mired, currently, by his contem- 
poraries and his younger col- 
leagues is José Antonio Coderch. 
His delightful apartment build- 
ing on the Calle J. S. Bach, also 
in Barcelona, explains some of 
the reasons why.

Planned to be bigger than the 
Escorial in Spain, when Mafra 
was completed in 1730 it had 
missed its mark by about 10,000 
square feet.

Puerto Rican rums, by far 
the most popular of the light- 
bodied group, are fermented with 
cultured yeast, distilled at high 
temperatures, and aged as _ pre- 
scribed by Commonwealth law. 
They are crisp, clean, with deli- 
cate flavor and aroma. . . usually 
bottled at 80 proof. White or Sil- 
ver label Puerto Rican rums are 
very likely the lightest and driest 
of all spirits, next to vodka. The 
Gold label Puerto Rican rums 
are somewhat more flavorful and 
fragrant than the Silver, but still 
light-bodied. This group of rums 
is recommended for use in cock- 
tails, highballs, coolers, tonics, 
all sorts of mixed drinks.

tilled in old-fashioned pot-stills 
and are bottled at varying 
strengths . . . usually 86 proof 
and up. They are pungent, pen- 
etrating, with more than a hint 
of molasses in the taste and 
aroma. Full-bodied rums_ are 
best used in punches and are 
often combined with light-bodied 
rums in drinks like the Zombie 
and Planter’s Punch, since their 
flavor tends to dominate a drink. 
They are generally the choice for 
cooking and flavoring. If you pre- 
fer the smokier Scotches and 
bonded bourbons, these hearty 
rums should appeal to you. 

Rum’s consistent amiability is 
well illustrated by the following 
group of recipes, many of them 
designed for preparing in quan- 
tity for open-house serving. 





Hot Buttered Rum 


(An American favorite, in some 
form, since frontier days. Here’s 
how they do it in ski lodges to- 
day.) 


1 scant teaspoon butter 

1 teaspoon maple syrup 

Dash each of cinnamon, allspice, 
and bitters 

Slice of lemon 

2 ounces Jamaica rum 

4 ounces boiling water 


Place putter in preheated ce- 
ramic mug or heavy glass. Leave 
spoon in mug. Add syrup, spices, 
lemon, and rum. Mix. Pour in 
hot water.

Tall house in the Rockies: 


OPEN 
JUST 
FOR FUN 


From late in November until early 
in April, this snug little mountain 
house at Vail, on the west slope of 
the Rockies, is the weekend hearth 
and home for a family of skiers and 
their friends.

The house is very simply decorated.

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Twenty years ago, Architect Herbert Bayer 
came to this Colorado country to establish his 
headquarters. From the drawing boards of this 
former Bauhaus master have since come the 
designs for restoring Aspen’s crumbling Old 
West landmarks, for building the Institute for 
Humanistic Studies where the now-famed cul- 
tural seminars are held. In 1959, for himself 
and his wife, he designed the structure seen 
here, a simple and economical two-bedroom 
pavilion, as a part-time house.

Nine houses out of our past, newly set aside for the questing, admiring, observant 


U.S. public. With notes by Wayne Andrews, author of Architecture, Ambition and 


Americans and Archives of American Art Professor at Wi ayne State University. 


The 1960’s may be remembered as the decade in which 
American history was freed from the tyranny of those 
who pretend to teach the subject. How else can we 
explain the long lines of Americans waiting their 
turn to visit our historic sites and buildings? Accord- 
ing to C. H. Humelsine, President of Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, nearly 60,000,000 of us are taking up 
this new national pastime every year, proving that 
not even the terrors of the tariff in high school will 
stop us from judging the past on our own terms. 

An encyclopedia could not do justice to the number 
of houses now open to the public. This portfolio, 
purposely neglecting justly famous landmarks like 
“Monticello,” briefly explores nine houses recently 
made accessible. There is no common denominator 
here, nor should we look for any. The original owners 
had nothing in common save the desire to see their 
families as conveniently settled as possible, and in 
the case of José Maria de Zalvidea we should recall 
that his family was an order of monks. The fact that 
these buildings cannot be slipped under any one head- 
ing reminds us that-we are on American soil. What 
is most American about American architecture is its 
diversity; in no other country could both a department- 
store owner and a Franciscan Father leave such happy 
evidence that they had found what they wanted. 

Although “Fallingwater” may be the most famous 
of Frank Lloyd Wright’s houses, and “Lyndhurst” 
the greatest of our Gothic Revival mansions, those who 
quibble about good taste may have a reservation or 
two to offer about other choices. They should remem- 
ber that good taste is a myth, based on the miscon- 


ception that we can tell what tomorrow will approve 


of. We can’t. The best we can do is to try to imagine 
why other generations built as they did. There is no 
guarantee that the taste of 1966 is the taste of eternity. 

Let us hope that no one will take these or other 
historic houses for granted. Many of them were saved 
from wrecking crews only after dedicated neighbors 
of ours sacrificed far more than their leisure time to 
the cause (see “Houses in Jeopardy,” page 134). They 
fought hard, and for a reason. They knew that there 
is a charm about a building which has been preserved 
that the most scientific restoration cannot equal. We 
sense this at ““Naumkeag,” the Choate house at Stock- 
bridge, where the presence of the great lawyer may 
be felt almost as keenly as in the courtrooms he 
astonished. Miss Mabel Choate, his daughter, gave 
the estate to the public so that “everyone could see 


what a happy time we had here.” 


Of course. there is no need to scold the restorers. 
Houses saved are houses shar ident Eliot of

MmOW>ES INDEBOPARDY 


What it takes to save them, 


and how to do it 
By MARY JEAN KEMPNER 


“Speed, greed, and apathy,” careless graffiti on soiled 
stones, mark the demise of much of our architectural 
past—or, to put it another way, our three-dimensional 
history. Although the pulse of preservation is quicken- 
ing throughout America, from the grass roots to the 
headwaters of the Great Society, tempo isn’t enough. 
Behind every house or building saved for posterity is 
found at least one person who cares deeply —CARES, 
capitalized, meaning dedicated, enthusiastic, per- 
sistent, persuasive. Committees expedite, persons care. 

One of the most spectacular and provocative houses 
in America, “Olana” (opposite), has a fascinating 
past and an uncertain future. For over a year, a com- 
mittee (with properly tax-exempt status) has gone 
through elaborate motions to save this extraordinary 
house, also known as “Persia on the Hudson.” With 
the deadline less than two months off, cash on hand 
amounts to a scant fifth of the required sum. Olana’s 
survival hangs on less corporate and more individual 
caring. Can someone be missing? 

Current preservation interest happily has become 
more eclectic. As James Biddle, curator of the Ameri- 
can wing of the Metropolitan Museum, told me: 
“We’ve suffered under the fallacy which until recently 
insisted that there was nothing of esthetic merit 
created after 1815... utter rot.”” This new enlighten- 
ment is apparent in the attitude of the National Trust 
for Historic Preservation in the United States, which 
owns seven properties of which the oldest, Wood- 
lawn, dates from 1802, and the youngest, the Pope- 
Leighey House, was built by Frank Lloyd Wright in 
1940.

The 
four criteria to be considered are as follows: historic 
connection, regardless of esthetics; architectural fea- 
tures, regardless of history; physical condition of the 
structure; the house or building’s relation to the cul- 
tural identity of the community. Furthermore, it is 
suggested that whenever possible it “is better to pre- 
serve than repair, better to repair than restore, better 
to restore than reconstruct.”

But in saving a house, a building, or a neighbor- 
hood, the constant essential is energetic, decisive, de- 
termined action. Architectural rescue falls into four 
categories. First, the most forceful and sophisticated

Without the efficient, enthusiastic, 
hard work of The Garden Club of Virginia, it would 
probably never have been done. The Club sponsors 
the annual Historic Garden Week in Virginia to en- 
courage an interest in gardens and homes and to raise 
funds to further this aim. For eight years, all receipts 
from these tours (about $260,000) were used for 
the University gardens. The gardens have been pre- 
sented to the University and are now open to the public. 
As nearly as possible they are as Jefferson would have 
had them.

O pen -House Casseroles 


DISHES THAT INVITE foe Cee 


By HELEN MeCULLY 


By its very nature, the open house bespeaks a hospitable board. Good food, but 
not necessarily extravagant, laid on witha generous hand. Of all the gastronomic 
possibilities for such an occasion, none is more practical than the casserole 
(or casseroles, as the case may be since, under the circumstances, it is rarely 
possible to count heads exactly). All casseroles require some pre-oven prepara- 
tion, but once safely in the oven, they’re on their own, and so is the cook. A 
convenient state of affairs, because when baked, it’s simply a matter of putting 
the dish on the table. The casserole, which can be elaborate, rich, simple, or 
homely—but always hearty —is designed to be a whole meal in itself, served 
with uninvolved accompaniments—handsome, fresh greens tossed with a suit- 
able dressing; breads, hot or cold, or even plain, boiled potatoes, if the dish is 
not too starchy; perhaps under certain circumstances cold sliced meats would : 
be apropos. A dessert, of course, but something that doesn’t tax the cook— : 


fruits and cheeses, or a batch of rich, chocolate brownies. Obviously, piping- 





hot coffee that speaks with authority. Herewith, then, some inviting casseroles 


for open-house entertaining — but good, too, for just family. 


WESLEY BALZ 
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Danish Casserole 


6 hard-cooked eggs 

1% pound mushrooms, minced 
Few sprigs parsley, minced 

3 tablespoons melted butter 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 


Cut eggs in half, lengthwise, and remove 
the yolks. Press the yolks through a sieve, 
or mash until absolutely smooth. Mix with 
the mushrooms, parsley, butter, and salt 
and pepper. Taste for seasoning. Fill the 
egg whites and arrange in a well-buttered 
shallow baking casserole. 


Cheese Sauce: 
1 tablespoon butter 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk, heated 


1 cup grated sharp Cheddar cheese 
Dash salt 


Melt butter in a saucepan, stir in the flour 
until smooth, and cook over a moderate 
heat until it foams. Stir in the milk grad- 
ually and whip constantly with a wire

whip until sauce begins to thicken. Then 
stir in cheese and salt with a spatula until 
smooth. Cook over low heat, giving it an 
occasional stir, until sauce bubbles. Pour 
over stuffed eggs and bake in a preheated 
375° FE oven for 35 minutes, when it 
should be a rich golden brown on top. 
Serves 4 or 5. 

Note: Some casseroles can be doubled 
successfully if you have a dish large 
enough. In general, it is more practical to 
make two or three casseroles and bring 
them on one at a time, piping hot. 


Scallops en Casserole 


1 teaspoon salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 
Dash cayenne 

114 cups fine, fresh bread crumbs 
2 eggs 

4 tablespoons water 

114 pounds bay scallops* 

1 cup butter, melted 


Mix-salt, good dash pepper, cayenne, and 
bread crumbs (best made from firm-tex- 


tured bread) together thoroughly in a 
bowl. Taste for seasoning. Beat eggs and 
water together with a whip or fork in an- 
other bowl. Dip scallops in the egg mix- 
ture, then roll in the crumbs to coat well. 
Place flat in a shallow casserole, tight to- 
gether, and refrigerate a half-hour or so, 
or until coating is firm. 

Pour the melted butter over the scal- 
lops Gf not sufficient, melt a bit more) so 
that all are “dosed.” Place in a preheated 
450° FE oven and bake 25 to 30 minutes, 
or until scallops are a rich brown, and 
crisp. Serves 4. 

Serve with Zartar Sauce made in these 
proportions: To 1 cup mayonnaise (your 
own or commercial) add 2 tablespoons 
drained, minced capers, a mixture (2 or 
3 tablespoons) of minced fresh green 
herbs such as parsley, chives, and tarra- 
gon, 2 tablespoons minced dill pickle, and 
lemon juice to taste. 

*Sea scallops, although not as sweet, 
can also be used.

BOVV-VOLIAGE LIGHTS 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


A new family of outdoor fixtures, based 
on a different power principle, can dras- 
tically reduce the expense of installing out- 
door lighting. They make it easier than ever 
to light the way for guests and to dramatize 
the garden at night. 

The secret is low voltage. A simple plug- 
in transformer converts regular house cur- 
rent to a harmless 12 volts. Even bare wires 
carrying this current can be touched without 
getting a shock. Because the system plugs 
in, no electrical inspection is necessary. And 
all parts of the system have Underwriter’s 
Laberatory listing. 

However, like the 12 volts of a car bat- 
tery, the new system has the capability of 
producing light in almost any desired quan- 
tity. The benefits are many. Installation 
costs are all but eliminated. The fixtures 
simply clamp onto the 50- or 100-foot cable 
that extends from the transformer. There’s 
no need for expensive conduits or digging. 


The cable can be buried in a slit trench. 





Our studio spotlights focus on an array of low-voltage fixtures. All are 
completely weatherproof. Small hanging lights at left can be grouped

In 1948, Colgate W. Darden, Pres- 
ident of the University, asked 
the Garden Club of Virginia if it 
would “turn its attention to the 
University of Virginia and 
restoration and improvement of 
the Grounds.” The Club discussed 
it and voted to sponsor the plant- 
ing of four small gardens. 
Edwin Betts, Professor of Bot- 
any at the University, suggested 
that the Garden Club might con- 
sider the more meaningful and 
challenging project of renewing 
the East and West Lawn

There are ten gardens between 
the Pavilions and the Ranges— 
five on the West Lawn and five 
on the East Lawn. It was decided 
to do the West Lawn gardens 
first, because they are on level 
land, and fewer problems were 
involved. For all that, it was a 
four-year task. They were beauti- 
fully finished and presented to 
the University in 1952. 

It was 1960 before the East 
Lawn gardens, which are on a dif- 
ficult sloping site, were begun. 
In the fall of that year, Mr. Hop- 
kins died. The Committee on Re- 
storations asked Donald H. 
Parker. his successor at Williams- 
burg, to be the landscape archi- 
tect. Ralph E. Griswold of Pitts- 
burg was retained as consultant. 

Extensive excavation re- 
quired to find the footings of the 
original walls. Some of them had 
come down, and there were wood 
piles, chicken coops, vegetable 
gardens, and service buildings, 
which were unrelated to Jefler- 
son’s plan. When the footings and 
foundations of the dependencies 
were uncovered, they were ex- 
actly as shown on Maverick’s en- 
graving of Jefferson’s 
design.

Throughout history. in music and 
literature as well as in_ states- 
manship, science. philosophy, and 
commerce, the right man has had 
an uncanny way of turning up at 
the right time, so shaping his 
world as to leave the inevitable 
question, “Did the time (or the 
need) produce the man, or did 
the man create the era?” 

For American music in our cen- 
tury, the right man who turned up 
at the right time is unquestion- 
ably Aaron Copland. The “Amer- 
ican sound” of Copland’s music 
has been so liberally adapted and 
copied that one hardly thinks of 
tracing it to any individual. “His 
sounds are always clear and open,” 
writes James Goodfriend, “like the 
prairies he so often evokes.” More 
than any other composer except 
Charles Ives—and yet long be- 
fore Ives was belatedly “discov- 
ered’ —Copland created a solid. 
viable American musical tradi- 
tion. 

Copland is by no means the 


only prominent American com- 


poser of his generation, and it 
is enormously to his credit that 
he is not. Ever since his own 
youth, as teacher, friend, and col- 
league. he has enthusiastically 
encouraged young composers to 
write music and he has been one 
of the most energetic moving 


forces in 


getting that music 
heard. 
What makes Copland’s own 


music unique is that, whether it 
sings of the prairie or of the city, 
whether exuberant or reflective, 
it is so indelibly recognizable as 
the music of our land. It may be 
the brash trumpet hoedown in 
Rodeo, the haunting loneliness of 
the dialogue between trumpet and 
English horn in Quiet City, the 
jazz rhythms of the Piano Con- 
certo, the proud brass proclama- 
tion in A Lincoln Portrait, or the 
pastoral simplicity of the music 
for the film of Thornton Wilder’s 
Our Town: all speak with equal 
directness of the American spirit.

rect patriotic connotations, nor is 
there anything parochial or chau- 
vinistic in his musical American- 
ism. The delightful E/) Salon 
Weéxico, for example, is an unpre- 
tentious tourist impression of our 
neighbor to the south, but also a 
eenuinely affectionate one. far 
more than a patronizing splash 
of “local color.” Its charm lies 
in the way Copland’s obviously 
warmhearted feeling for Mexico 
and its people shines through. 

There even seems to be signifi- 
cance in observing that Copland 
came in with the century of which 
he is so much a part. He was born 
in’ Brooklyn on November 14. 
1900. Except for three years in 
France (1921-1924), where he 
studied with Nadia Boulanger 
and, briefly, took up the piano 
with Ricardo Vines, all his train- 
ing was in this country. Before he 
was thirty he organized the Cop- 
land-Sessions Concerts with Roger 
Sessions, giving many young com- 
posers opportunities to have thei 
music performed in New York 
during the seasons 1928-1931. He 
later served as president of the 
(American Composers Alliance and 
has been active on several facul- 
ties. The books he has written on 
music offer stimulation and enrich- 
ment to the broadest public. not 
just shop talk for his colleagues. 
The books include What to Listen 
for in Music (1939), Our New 
Vusic (1941), and Music and 
Imagination (texts of lectures 
given by Copland at Harvard Uni- 


versity, 1951-52). 


" 
( AOPLAND’s first. published com- 
position, the piano piece The Cat 
and the Mouse (1919), showed 
the influence of Debussy. The 
Connotations for Orchestra, writ- 
ten for the New York Philhar- 
monic’s inaugural concert in Lin- 
coln Center’s Philharmonic Hall 
(1962). is a serial (twelve-tone) 
work. Between the two lie others 
with the recognizable character- 
istics of jazz (e.g., the Piano Con- 
certo of 1927), some reflecting 
a severe formalism (the Piano 
Variations, 1930), and some frank 
bits of exotica such as Vitebsk 
(a “study on a Jewish theme” for 
piano, violin, and cello, 1929). 
El Salén México (1936) and 
choral settings of Mexican tunes. 

In the main. though, its Ameri- 
can flavor is the unifying factor 
in the Copland catalog, which 
now includes three symphonies 


and works in virtually every 


other form: distinguished film 
scores (The Red Pony, Of Mice 
and Men, North Star. The Heiress, 
Our Town), music for a puppet 
show (Science to Sorcery), a Clar- 
inet Concerto for Benny Good- 
man, an opera for high-school 
production (The Second Hurri- 
cane) as well as a “grown-up” 
opera (The Tender Land), folk- 
song settings, chamber music and, 
of course, the ballets Rodeo, Billy 
the Kid, and Appalachian Spring. 


Te music for those three bal- 
lets constitutes the most familiar 
part of Copland’s output. Each 
work is a landmark in American 
dance as well as American music. 
Billy the Kid (1938, choreography 
by Eugene Loring) is described by 
Rosalyn Krokover as “the pro- 
genitor from which most subse- 
quent ‘Western’ ballets have 
sprung . . . considerably more 
than conventional gunplay and 
heroics.”” Copland’s score includes

The action of the ballet was 
eloquently summarized by Edwin 
Denby, reporting the New York 
premiere in the New York Herald 
Tribune of May 15, 1945, as “a 
pioneer celebration in spring 
around a newly built farmhouse 
in the Pennsylvania hills in the 
early part of the last century. The 
bride-to-be and the young farmer- 
husband enact the emotions, joy- 
ful and apprehensive, their new 
domestic partnership invites. An 
older neighbor suggests now and 
then the rocky confidence of ex- 
perience. A revivalist and his fol- 
lowers remind the new  house- 
holders of the strange and terri- 
ble aspects of human fate. At the 
end, the couple are left quiet and 
strong in their new house.” 


I. the original ballet version, 
the score of Appalachian Spring 
called for only 13° instruments. 
Shortly after the New York pre- 
miere, Copland prepared the now 
familiar concert suite for sym- 
phony orchestra, and in that form 
the music has become beloved at 
home and admired abroad as rep- 
resentative of contemporary Amer- 
ican music at its most effective. 
One of the eight short sec- 
tions of the suite suggests square 
dances and country fiddlers. An- 
other Copland’s 
words, the “extremes of joy and 
fear and wonder” felt by the 
young bride in her presentiment 


represents, in 


of motherhood. The most affect- 
ing of all is the penultimate sec- 
tion, describing the serenity and 
fulfillment of the young couple’s 
daily activity. It is based on an 
old Shaker song, Simple Gifts, 
which Copland subsequently in- 
cluded in his settings of Old 
{merican Songs. The short con- 
clusion of the suite depicts the 
couple “quiet and strong in their 
new house.” 

Everything about Appalachian 
Spring, {rom its inception, was so 
thoroughly American that one 
could not have imagined another 
composer for it. What is it that 
makes this so—and makes the ob- 
servation equally applicable to 
nearly all of Copland’s work? In 
1941, three years before the pro- 
duction of Appalachian Spring, 
with the composition of Billy the 
Kid behind him but Rodeo still 
to come, Copland wrote out a 
thoughtful answer to a question 
about his use of “conscious Amer- 
icanism” in his music. It is quoted 


here as it appears in Thompson’s 
International Cyclopedia of Mu- 
sic: 

“My feeling about ‘conscious 
Americanism’ in music has under- 
gone considerable change. When 
I was finished with my studies in 
Europe, I returned home with a 
strong desire to write recogniz- 
ably American music. Jazz seemed 
to supply the basic source mate- 
rial for such a music. In my own 
mind, jazz split itself into two 
elements: the general spirit and 
the rhythmic content. 

“After writing several works 
based on the jazz idiom I came 
to the conclusion that the gen- 
eral spirit of jazz was much too 
limited to be used as the basis 
for a fully rounded music. The 
rhythmic element, on the other 
hand, is important, I think, be- 
cause it is typically American 
in quality, and yet may be used 
quite apart from a jazz context. 

“In the last five or ten years it 
seems to be that we American 
composers have become more self- 
reliant. Speaking for myself, I 
know that I no longer feel the 
need of seeking out conscious 
Americanisms. Because we live 
here and work here, we can be 
certain that when our music is 
mature, it will also be American 
in quality. American individuals 
will produce an American music, 
without any help from conscious 
Americanisms. There doesn’t seem 
to me to be any short cut to that 
end.” 


Cae music has always 
been well represented on records, 
and he himself has made many 
recordings of it, both as pianist 
and as conductor (he has _ re- 
corded his Piano Concerto in both 
capacities, but not  simultane- 
ously). Last year he embarked on 
a new phonographic survey of his 
music for Columbia Records, 
which has given a similar “in- 
depth” treatment to Igor Stravin- 
sky as composer-conductor. 

The first recording released in 
the new Copland project was the 
opera The Tender Land, recorded 
after the performance at the 
New York Philharmonic’s French- 
American Festival last July and 
issued last month. Other titles al- 
ready recorded under Copland’s

What is cooking wine? So-called cooking wine is wine to which 
salt has been added to make it unpalatable to drink. A ridiculous 
idea that can be laid right at the feet of the late, unlamented 
prohibition era. Any cook worth her salt would laugh her head 
off at the very thought of it. You cook with the wine you 
drink. Obviously. no one would think of taking a great vintage 
wine and dumping it into a stew. but a good wine is definitely 
called for if you want a good dish. Usually, you would use the 
same wine you would serve at the table—certainly, the same 
quality—but that is not a hard-and-fast rule. 


What is the difference between Sauce Tartare and Beef Tartare? 
Sauce Tartare or Tartar Sauce is mayonnaise (see House Breau- 
rIFUL, February issue, page 145) with seasonings and fresh herbs 
added. It is usually served with fish and is especially delicious 
with scallops. Beef Tartare is highly seasoned, lean, ground. 
raw beef used as a spread on sturdy breads such as rye or 
pumpernickel, often served with cocktails (see House BEAUTIFUL 
November. 1965. page 308). It was standard fare in the old 
days of the “free lunch” in bars. Beef Tartare can also be 
served as a first course. in which case mounds of the seasoned 
ground beef are placed on individual plates, the yolk of an egg 
dropped intact into a little “well” in the center of each mound. 
It is generally believed the name stems from the fact that shred- 
ded raw meat was very popular with the “Balts” of the Russian 
Baltic provinces. Thus, Steak Tartare. 


Is a head of garlic the same thing as a clove? No. The head is 
a cluster of cloves encased in a tissue-thin white skin. The cloves, 
which also must be peeled (unless recipe specifies otherwise) 
are used individually in the quantities called for in a given recipe. 


I it okay to grate hard cheeses, such as Parmesan. before stor- 
ing in the refrigerator? You can, of course. but it is not recom- 
mended if you want to savor the full flavor of the cheese. As the 
authors of The Cheese Book (a recent work that, incidentally, is 
the best thing we’ve seen on the subject of cheeses) point out, 
“The flavor of freshly grated Parmesan, like that of fresh-ground 
coffee or pepper. is at its peak immediately after it has been 
grated, and from there on the flavor fades with every passing 
hour.” The most practical approach is to buy only as much 
cheese as you think you will use up in a relatively short time, 
and grate it as it is needed. Hard cheeses can be grated in an 
electric blender. cheese grater. or on a hard grater. Each gives 
a somewhat different texture.

What is a Jero i? An oversize wine bottle. holding as much 
as six ordinary | les. in which Clarets (in America. we know 
them as Bordeaux) of great years are sometimes laid away. The 
jeroboam is also used for Champagne but. here. as Frank Schoon 
maker points out in his Encyclopedia of Wine (a reference that 
should be in every wine lover’s library), “The wine is fermented 


in regular bottles and then ‘transfused’ just prior to shipment: 
this. of course. has a tendency to shorten its life.’ A magnum. 
more familiar to most of us. is a bottle of double normal capacity. 
Again quoting Mr. Schoonmaker: “Since wines, red wines 
especially, tend to develop and age more slowly in large 
bottles than in small, Clarets and Burgundies of great years 
are often put up in magnums for laying away. Champagne is 
occasionally fermented in magnums (never in bottles over mag- 
num size). but more often transfused from standard bottles into 
magnums when disgorged—as with a jeroboam, tending to 
shorten rather than lengthen the wine’s life: that Champagne is 
better in magnums is a harmless myth. The use of magnums 
for lesser wines is in some cases a convenience, more often an 


affectation.” 


Are marzipan and almond paste the same thing? Yes. Of 
ancient. but obscure origin. the original name was marchpane 
which, according to The Oxford Dictionary, was superseded by 
marzipan (circa 1494). This seems to refute the French claim 
that it was created by an order of nuns in the 18th Century. In 
France, it is known as massepain, also the name for little fancy 
biscuits. It is more familiarly known as almond paste in this 
country, but in England as both almond paste and marzipan. 
Whatever, it is composed of ground. blanched almonds. con- 
fectioners’ sugar and egg whites (see House BreautiruL, Decem- 
ber issue. 1965, page 186) and the English use it primarily to 
cover fruit cakes which are then “finished” with a decorative 
frosting. Both here and in France, it is used as an ingredient in 
pastries and to make candies. Commercial almond paste. which 
can be found in most good food shops, is apt to be finer in tex- 
ture than homemade. but the two types can be used _inter- 


changeably in recipes calling for almond paste. 


W hat exactly is Drambuie? A Scotch-based liqueur made from 
Highland malt whisky. heather honey. and other ingredients. 
The latter being secret. we can’t be exact. It is an old drink. 
having originated in Scotland about 1745, and is usually drunk 


after dinner, as is any liqueur. 


Ar the shells of pistachio nuts naturally red? No. The true 
color is beige. just off white. In Turkey and Iran. where pistachio 
trees grow. the natives roast the nuts in the sun in a salt brine. 
which turns the shells a pinkish color. American importers 
attempted to imitate this color, and in the process came out with 
the now-familiar “shocking” red. As a matter of interest, the 
pistachio fruit grows in clusters, like grapes. on trees as large 
as oul apple trees. and the nuts we eat are actually the seeds 
of the fruit. Pistachio nuts. artificially colored or au naturel, 
are available, vacuum-packed or in moistureproof bags. in shells; 
in limited distribution, and very expensive, out of the shell 


in jars. 


Hou do you eat a whole, cooked artichoke? The artichoke is, 
of course, served hot or cold with a suitable sauce.

Always inquire about the man 
with whom you are dealing, and, 
when making a purchase, always 
insist that the dealer give you a 
written guaranty stipulating the 
authenticity of the work acquired. 

Count on your instincts, too. 
The public has proved itself a 
better judge of art than you 
might guess. In fact. a gallery that 
opened on Madison Avenue in 
New York in 1959 and tried to 
sell fraudulent copies of contem- 


porary paintings and prints had 


discerning art public. that it 
would no longer try to offer its 


bogus “Picassos” and “Braques.” 
The bargain 


If you encounter an art seller 
of questionable reputation, stay 
absolutely clear of the bargain. 
Always remember that, like Wall 
Street stocks. established artists 
have market prices. Rarely. if 
ever, will you find a real bargain. 
\ work priced much lower than 
other examples on the market by 
the same artist is probably not 
authentic. Similarly, if you buy 
from an art dealer who claims to 
be “forced by circumstances” to 
sell out as quickly as_ possible, 
you may well be duped by what 
at first appeared to be a real bar- 
gain. You will probably find later 
that the dealer has moved and 
left no forwarding address.

People often wonder whether o1 


not a work of art is more yalu- 


able or better authenticated when 
it is signed. Though authentic old 
often un- 


master etchings are 


signed, the art-collecting public 


still seems to consider the signa- 


ture an important criterion. Of 
course, the signature is never an 
automatic sign that a work of art 
is genuine. In fact, for graphics 
in particular, signing the fin- 
ished product was not a practice 
until the last century. There are 
two ways a graphic work can be 
signed: first, in the plate or stone; 
and second, each print individu- 
ally by the 


artist in the lower

The legal aspect 


People often wonder when or if 
a legal case can be made if they 
purchase a fraudulent work of 
art. Legally, art is a commodity to 
be traded in the market place. 
The rules are few and logical. The 
law is blind to the nature of the 
art. It sees only the commer- 
cial transaction—the contract, its 
making, and its consummation.

Buying art at auctions is at the 
buyer’s risk. All reputable auc- 
tion galleries state in the front 
of their catalogs that they are 
making no representations as to 
the authenticity of the art works 
offered for sale. This “no repre- 
sentation” language is repeated 
publicly by the auctioneer at the 
beginning of the sale. It indicates 
one of the conditions of the sale, 
and the bidder consequently has 
no cause for complaint if he af- 
terward discovers that he has 
bought a fake. If, then, you are 
trying to locate a bargain at an 
auction, be as certain as you can 
about the authenticity of your 
purchase. It will be too late after 
the sale. 

When buying from a reputable 
dealer, you are usually on safe 
ground. Though he can unknow- 
ingly make mistakes, he does not 
make a “no representation” claim 
and must therefore either accept 
eiurns of purchases discovered 

be fakes or appear in court 

sued. At the auction it is “let 


» buyer beware,” but with the 


dealer it is usually the opposite. 
You rely on the dealer’s repre- 
sentations, and he must in most 
cases back them up. If unsure of

the authenticity of an art work, 
he should tell you so. Then it is 
up to you to decide whether you 
want it badly enough to buy it. 

If you have to sue a dealer, you 
can recover your purchase price 
only if you convince the court that 
the picture in question was mis- 
represented. The best thing to do 
when making any purchase is to 
have the dealer state on the in- 
voice, bill of sale, or receipt the 
exact description of the work, the 
artist's name, and the medium of 
the work. These papers, along 
with any old gallery stamps, mu- 
seum labels, or other statements 
of ownership or exhibition, are 
important evidence of provenance, 
and are handy records even for re- 
sale. You should always save 
them. 

Though most art in the market 
today is authentic, the collector 
certainly owes it to himself to be 
as well informed about verifica- 
tion as possible. From the numer- 
ous specialized reference texts 
available in libraries to the knowl- 
edge acquired by observation

Japan—where beauty is small in scale and perfect, often below 


the surface, like the jewels hidden beneath its silvery seas 


Among the perpetual travelers of this world, it is frequently held 
fashionable to shake the head over Japan and the willful way it in- 
sists upon joining the modern world in a blaze of neon and mechan- 
ical miracles. And it is perfectly true that the skies over Nippon are 
alarmingly scraped by new ofhce buildings and hotels, and there 


seems to be an almost morbid preoccupation with “sky lounges”— 
tops of buildings fitted out as restaurants or bars, which much of the 
time revolve, like leisurely merry-go-rounds, while ladies and gen- 
tlemen of Japan relax over their Scotch and soda (the brand name 
is Suntory) and enjoy the panoramic view. It is also true that doors 
may automatically slide apart as you approach them, that elevators 
shoot you up or down in eerie silence without seeming to move at all, 
that trains, cushioned in velvet and garnished with fresh flowers in 
wall vases, similarly transport you in mystifying quiet and great 
speed (the champion is the Kikari, meaning “flash of light,” which 
runs the 320 miles from Tokyo to Osaka in three hours and ten 
minutes and in immeasurable comfort). Toyko has a monorail to take 
you from Haneda airport into town in 15 minutes, and a system 
of expressways that whiz traffic around the periphery of the city, 


like toy trains around a Christmas tree. (Please turn to page 188)

The mansard-like eaves that charac- 
terize this unusual house are there 
to help control its inner climate. 
Pierced only here and there for light 
and air, this superstructure forms an 
insulating sunshade around the entire 
house, protecting it against the oc- 
casional variations from  Atlanta’s 


normally benign climate. 


The return of the “‘poreh” 

Cool light pervades the airy reaches 
of the brick-floored outdoor room, 
opposite, that replaced the columned 
porch of the traditional mansion. Its 
shaded recesses are an extension of 
the living room and buffer it from 
the sounds of the street and the heat 
of the western sun. At right. the new-

Control: 
Class of ’66 





This is the year of central air condition- 
ing. Another great leap, and it will be as 
commonplace as central heating. In 1966, 
one in every four new houses will have 
it, up 40 percent over a year ago. Almost 
every quality house will have it. Factors 
behind the push: prices are down one- 


third; equipment is more efficient. 


Central air conditioning is more than 
mere cooling. It is also freshening of 
air, filtering, circulating, humidifying, 
and dehumidifying it. It is even more 
than that. As an all-year climate-control 
system, in combination with heating, it 
is the chance to create a private environ- 
ment. Winter and summer it can shut the 
windows on traffic noise, industrial dirt, 
fumes, and the many other intrusions of 


growing urbanization. 


The big reduction in prices for central 
air conditioning has come about because 
a refrigeration expert is no longer needed 
to install the equipment. All work re- 
quiring special skill is done on factory 
assembly lines. It now costs approxi- 
mately 50 to 70 cents per square foot to 
include cooling when a house is built, 60 
cents to a dollar to add it to an existing 
house. In a new house with 2,000 square 
feet of floor area, this comes to $1,000 
to $1,400; in an existing house, to $1,200 
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to $2,000. This includes all equipment. 


Operating costs have declined as well. 
as rates for electricity. Seasonally, they 
now range from 21% to 1214 cents per 
square foot, depending on location. 


Most people are introduced to cooling 
through use of window or room units. 
A central air-conditioning system has 
marked advantages. It’s quieter. Motors, 
fans, and moving parts are remotely 
located. It isn’t conspicuous and doesn’t 
offer decorating problems. The life of 
equipment is several times as long. 


And central] air conditioning does more. 
It makes possible such special treats as 
heating the swimming pool while it cools 
the house. It can even cool the outdoors. 
On warm nights, a trio of diffusers under 
a patio canopy can provide enough re- 
duction in temperature to bring comfort. 
The cooler air also discourages insects. 
In an atrium, completely enclosed by the 
walls of the house, cooling is especially 
effective. As in an open refrigerator case 
in the supermarket, the cool air stays put. 
An interior garden thus gains new ad- 


vantage as a design feature. 


Central air conditioning makes pos- 
sible other architectural changes, just be- 
ginning to be explored. Because fresh, 
clean air of just the right temperature 
and humidity is circulated in all seasons, 
windows lose their importance as a means 
of ventilation. Skylights gain importance, 
for, free of the necessity for cross-venti- 
lation, rooms can be moved to interior 
areas. The advantages of the “inside” 
bathroom, with its gain in privacy and 
in freedom from drafts, has long been 
recognized. The kitchen, too, by nature 
the hub of the house and a central control 
point, makes sense as an interior room. 
So does a skylighted study with no wall 
windows to distract attention or admit 
noise. Instead of opening to the outdoors 
and a scene that may be less than inspir- 
ing, interiors can open to a middle-of- 
the-house skylighted garden. An inevita- 
ble sacrifice: the desirable smells and

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HOW TO BUILD 
YOUR LAWN 
FROM THE 
GROUND UP 


By JOHN REBHAN 


To cool the summer air, bring frag- 
rance when cut, and as an open in- 
vitation—for handsprings, croquet, 
and bowling on the green—there’s 
nothing to compare with grass. 

There are lawns of various 
persuasions. Any piece of fertile 
eround, mowed repeatedly, will 
produce a lawn of sorts, for native 
grasses are the hardiest and will 
certainly survive. 

But if you prepare the soil and 
surface as they should be prepared, 
plant the proper seed, and give it 
daily care, it will be a putting 
green. The lawn you want will 
probably le between these ex- 
tremes, but the crop Is grass, and 
the more you know about its needs, 
the better the lawn will be. 

The big differences in lawn- 
building have to do with the kind 
of grass and when and how it is 
planted. The actual preparation of 
the ground is much the same, re- 
gardless of where you live. Grass 
is affected by depth and texture of 
soil, fertility, acidity, and surface 
contour. On these pages, all aspects 
of lawn-building are covered, with 


illustrations of equipment that 
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The form and substance of the sub- 
soul, two feet underground, has a 
direct effect on the two-inch carpet 
of green in the sunlight. It should 
be open enough for long roots to 
penetrate, and to drain away excess 
water from heavy rain. The topsoil, 
where the roots live, must be care- 


fully suited to their specific needs.

begin? 


When to start a lawn 

In the best of all possible 
worlds, cool-climate grasses would 
be planted in the fall, so they would 
he well rooted by winter and ready 
to rise in good health when called 
forth by the lengthening days of 
spring. 

In warm climates, the grass 
would be set out in early spring or, 
later, at the beginning of the sum- 
mer rainy season. But from a prac- 
tical point of view, lawns are usu- 
ally planted when they are needed. 
Few people are willing to live 
through a season of dirt and dust 
around a new house, waiting for the 
perfect season to plant the grass. 
If you are willing to take the extra 
care, primarily in watering, you 
can start a lawn almost any time 
during the growing season. 

The easiest way to start an off- 
season lawn, in any climate, is to 
use sod instead of seed, sprigs, or 
stolons. Strips or squares of rooted 
erass, weed-free and fresh from 
the growing fields, are brought in 
and laid, like a carpet. on the pre- 
pared ground. On earth that is bare 
in the morning, there can be a per- 
fect lawn in the afternoon. 

Where sod is readily available 
and doesn’t have to be moved a 
ereat distance, it costs about twice 
as much as a seeded lawn built by 
a professional. On Long Island,

ft SCENT OF BAKING BREAD 


There's nothing to compare with 

the perfume and flavor of 

fresh, brown-crusted homemade bread. 
This definitive article takes 

the mystery out of yeast baking and 
makes it an art to be enjoyed 


By HHLEN MeCULLY 


Yeast: The two types of yeast on the 
market—active dry and compressed—can 
be used interchangeably. One package 
active dry equals one cake compressed. 
The envelopes containing active dry yeast 
are dated and the yeast should not be used 
after the expiration date; compressed 
yeast should be refrigerated and used 
within 35 days of purchase. 

Both types of yeast, active dry and com- 
pressed, dissolve best in water, or the 
water in which potatoes were cooked. If 
a recipe calls for milk, substitute 4 cup 
water or potato water for 14 cup of the 
milk. Then sprinkle or crumble in the 
yeast, stirring it till dissolved. The liquid 
(either water or a combination of water 
and milk) should be lukewarm—105° F. 
to 115° F. on a thermometer. Lacking a 
thermometer, test liquid as you would a 
baby’s bottle: a drop on the inside of your 
wrist should feel warm. not hot. To main- 
tain this temperature. measure liquid 
into a warmed bowl (rinse bowl in hot 
water, then dry) before adding yeast. 

Temperature is of utmost importance 
in yeast cookery. because yeast is a living 
organism. If the liquid in which the yeast 
is dissolved is too hot, it will “kill” the 


action: if too cool. slow it down. 


Flour: Most yeast doughs are made with 
all. or at least part. all-purpose flour. since 
its gluten content is high. Gluten is the 
rubbery substance that forms an elastic 
framework capable of surrounding and 


holding the carbon dioxide gas bubbles

formed by yeast. Breads made with other 
flours, such as rye, oat, bran, cornmeal, 
should always have a proportion of all- 
purpose flour as a source of gluten. Other- 
wise, the bread will be compact and heavy. 
Note: If the recipe calls for self-rising 
flour. eliminate the salt. Otherwise follow 


the recipe as given. 


Kneading: Kneading is. of course, pri- 
marily a means of mixing and blending. 
by hand, a dough that is too stiff to mix 
with an implement, but it also serves to 
stimulate the formation of gluten. To 
knead, flour your hands and flatten the 
dough on a lightly floured board. Pick up 
edge of dough farthest from you and fold 
it toward you. Then press down two or 
three times with the heels of your hands, 
pushing the dough away from you. Turn 
the dough a quarter of the way around, 
fold it. press. and push again. Repeat the 
turning. folding. pressing. and pushing 
motion until the dough becomes satiny 
smooth and quite elastic. In general, 
this takes five to ten minutes of good, 
energetic kneading. More cooks tend to 
under-knead rather than over-knead. Keep 
your hands and board lightly floured even 
though the total amount of flour used may 
be more than recipe specifies. Flours vary 


in the amount of liquid they will absorb. 


Rising: Once the dough has been kneaded 
to the right point, it should be placed in 
a greased bowl. covered with a fresh dish 
towel. and put in a warm place, away from 


drafts and direct (Please turn the page)

heat of any kind, the Wheat Flour Institute 
recommends the oven or a cupboard. If a 
gas oven, place the bowl of dough on the 
middle rack, pilot light on, door closed: 
if an electric oven. place on center rack 
with a pan of boiling water on bottom 
shelf. door closed; if a cupboard. with a 
pan of hot water beside the bow] of dough. 
door closed. The ideal temperature for 
dough to rise is 80°-85° F. 

To determine when dough has risen suf- 
ficiently for the first rising, it should have 


doubled in volume 





your eyes are a good 
judge. but you can test by pressing the 
dough with the tip of your finger. If an 
indentation remains, the dough is ready; 
if it springs back, it needs more time. Ap- 
proximately 115 hours is usually required 
for the first rising. 

After it has risen sufficiently. dough 
is punched down to press out the gas and 


to break up large air pockets so the baked 


bread will have a fine texture. It is then 
shaped agzin and allowed to rise a second 
time, in a warm place, away from drafts, 
until dcuble in bulk. This takes less time 
than the first, about 50 minutes. 

Note: If fruits and/or nuts have been 
added to the dough, the rising time will 
take longer in both instances than if the 


dough were plain. 


Baking: Bake in a preheated oven ac- 
cording to instructions in recipe. Good 
test for doneness is to tap the loaf with 
your knuckles. It should give off a hollow 
sound. This does not apply to rolls. 


Glazes: Glazes give the crust of bread o. 
rolls a professional finish. They should 
be applied with a soft, clean brush (pro- 
fessionals use the camel’s-hair brush sold 
in art-supply stores) and a gentle hand. 
The usual glazes are: 

1. Melted butter, Applied before bread 
goes into the oven, after it comes out, or 
both. 2. Cooking oil. Applied before bread 
goes into the oven. Oil is absorbed by 
dough and gives a smooth, even brown- 
ness. 3. Whole egg, mixed with 1 teaspoon 
water, milk, or cream. Can be applied be- 
fore baking or 10 minutes before baking 


time is up. This mixture turns the crust a 


medium brown. 4. Egg yolk mixed with 1 
teaspoon water, milk, or cream. Gives the 
finished bread the most brownness. 5. 
Shiny glaze. | egg white beaten up with 
1 tablespoon cold water. Apply 5 minutes 
belore bread has finished baking. 6. Sweet 
glaze, made in these proportions: 1 cup 
silted confectioners’ sugar to 2 tablespoons 
milk and a few drops of vanilla. Spoon 


over bread when loaves are cold. 


Freezing: Bread freezes successfully, al- 
though once thawed, it deteriorates more 
quickly than bread that has not been 
frozen. To freeze: Always use foil, wrap- 
ping loaves completely so no air can reach 
them. To defrost: Take from freezer and 
allow to stand at room temperature in the 
foil wrap until thawed. Takes about 2 
hours. Otherwise, preheat oven to 200° F., 
place loaf in foil wrap in center of oven. 
Takes 60-70 minutes. Bread, once de- 
frosted, should be consumed as soon as 


possible—it tends to get stale quickly. 


Storage: It has been our experience on 
House Beautiful that loaves stored in the 
refrigerator in  pliofilm bags, all air 
squeezed out, securely tied, stale and 
mildew less quickly than they would out 


of the refrigerator. 


Revolutionary New Method for Making Bread 


Just as House Beautiful went to press. 
International Milling Ce., makers of Robin 
Hood flour, and Standard Brands. makers 
of Fleischmann’s Yeast. introduced a revo- 


lutionary new method for making bread 





at home—a method anyone who owns a 
refrigerator can follow. 
The major advantages of this new 


method. dubbed “‘CoolRise.” are two: One. 


the dough is mixed, kneaded, and shaped 
in one operation; two, instead of letting 
the dough rise several hours in a warm, 
draft-free place, then baking immediately, 
this method permits a leeway of 24 hours 
in which the bread can be baked. Thus, 
you can adjust your bread-baking time to 
fit your schedule. 


White Bread 
Vew “CoolRise’ Way 


2 envelopes active dry yeast or 
2 cakes compressed yeast 

134 cups lukewarm milk 

2 tablespoons sugar 
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1 tablespoon salt 
3 tablespoons butter, margarine, or 
vegetable shortening 
512 to 61% cups regular or instant 
blending flour 

Cooking oil 
Sprinkle active dry yeast or crumble 
compressed yeast over 1 cup lukewarm 
water in a large. warm bowl. Stir until 
dissolved. Add milk, sugar, salt, and but- 
ter. margarine. or shortening. 

Stir in 2 cups of the flour and beat with 
a rotary beater. Then add 1 cup of the 
flour and beat vigorously with a wooden 
spatula until smooth, about 150 strokes— 
11% minutes fast beating. Gradually add 
enough of the remaining flour to make a 
soft dough. Turn onto a lightly floured 
board and knead until smooth and elastic, 
about 5 to 10 minutes. Loosely cover 
dough with Saran and a towel (do not 
tuck in) to keep it moist and make it 
easier to handle. Allow it to “rest” for 
20 minutes. 


At the end of this period, punch dough 
down and divide in half. With rolling pin, 
roll each half into a 8- by 12-inch rec- 
tangle. (This shaping method, which can 
be applied to any bread, helps to expel 
excess air bubbles and assures greater 
uniformity.) To shape, beginning with 
upper 8-inch, roll dough toward you, then 
seal with thumbs or heel of hand. Fold 
sealed ends under, taking care not to tear 
dough. Place in two greased 814-by-414- 
by-25¢-inch loaf pans. Brush with oil. 
Cover loosely with oiled wax paper or 
Saran and refrigerate 2 to 24 hours. 
Make sure there is at least 5 inches be- 
tween shelves to permit dough to rise. 

Bake in preheated 400° F. oven 30-40 

minutes. Turn out of pans immediately: 
brush tops with melted butter or mar- 
garine. 
Note: This method cannot be applied to 
the bread recipes given by House Beau- 
tiful on page 176. These use the standard, 
two-rises-in-a-warm-place technique.

How to grade the land 


Grading is an integral part of 
the overall planning of walks, 
drives, walls, and terraces. The 
best thing to do at this stage is 
retain a good landscape architect 
the

In grading the land, think of 
how the water will move across 
the surface. There should be no 
low places where it will accumu- 
late in puddles. The slopes should 
be gentle, so it will penetrate the 
root area before it runs off. 

The lawn should always slope 
away from the house. The grass 
should be level with drives and 
walks, to make the edges easier to 
trim. If existing trees are too 
high above the level of the lawn- 
to-be, retaining walls can be built 
and the lawn lowered. If the trees 
are too low, a tree-well can be 
built and the surrounding lawn 
raised to a grade that will drain 


properly. 


It may be necessary to use 
underground drainage tile to di- 
roof water to storm drains 
or dry wells.

[If a sprinkler system is to be 
installed—and this is indeed a la- 
bor saver—it should be done in 
conjunction with the basic grad- 
ing. 

Plastic pipe has made under- 
ground sprinklers relatively in- 
expensive. There are do-it-your- 
self kits now available, complete 
with automatic timers, that will 
cover up to 12,000 square feet 
for about $200. Where topsoil has 
added, it should be thor- 
oughly watered for a few days 
until it has settled firmly into 
place.

Preparing the soil 


This is where it must be said 
that a lawn can be no better than 
the soil in which it grows. The 
perfect grass 
would have these qualities: suf- 


soil for growing 


ficient humus (organic matter) 
to retain food and water and en- 
growth of roots; 


courage the 
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sufficient porosity to let air and 
water into the soil. The air is 
needed so the beneficial soil bac- 
teria can do their work. Water, of 
course, is vital to the grass. 
Where water goes the roots will 
follow, and the deeper the roots, 
the better the lawn. 

The ground in which a lawn 
is to be planted should be cul- 
tivated thoroughly to a depth of 
6 to 10 inches, and all stones and 
debris removed. 





For thorough, easy mixing of the soil 
there's nothing like a power tiller. 


Heavy (clay) soil and light 
(sandy) soil can be improved by 
mixing in two to four bales of 
peat moss per 1,000 square feet 
of area. Vermiculite, sawdust, 
composted leaves, peat humus, or 
other organic matter may also 
be used. This humus-forming ma- 
terial gives body to the sandy 
soil, and will] lighten soil that has 
too much clay. 

Other materials needed to im- 
prove the soil can be applied and 
worked in at the same time. In 
this way, topsoil can be practical- 
ly made to order, and it will 
probably be better and less ex- 
pensive than any you buy. Fol- 
lowing are some of the ingredi- 
ents that may be needed to im- 
prove the soil. 

Lime. In much the same way 
as peat moss, lime can improve 
the structure of soils that are too 
light or too heavy. It is also used 
to regulate the acid-alkaline bal- 
ance, which is so important in the 
growing of grass. This balance is 
indicated by the symbol pH. On 
a graded scale from 0 to 14, 7 is 
neutral. Numbers above 7 indi- 
cate alkalinity. Lawn grasses will 
grow in a wider range than is 
usually realized, but a slightly 
acid condition — from pH 6.0 to 
6.9 is best for most of them. To 
determine the pH of your soil, 
use a home-testing kit. or send 
a sample to the county agricul- 
tural agent. Unless the soil is 
definitely alkaline, an application 
of about 70 pounds of ground 
limestone to 1,000 square feet 
would be helpful. 


Phosphorus. Most soils are de- 
ficient in phosphorus which, 
along with nitrogen and_potas- 
sium, is required for the growth 
of plants. Because it moves very 
slowly through the ground, and is 
available to roots only in its im- 
mediate area, it should be mixed 
in thoroughly before planting. A 
standard recommendation is 50 
pounds of superphosphate per 
1,000 square feet. 

Weed killers. To get a lawn off 
to a weed-free start, such chem- 
icals as calcium cyanamid can be 
added to the soil before seeding. 

Insect control. Chlordane, which 
also provides some weed control, 
DDT, dieldrin, diazinon and other 
recommended materials can be 
applied in granular form before 
planting to control grubs, earth- 
worms, ants, and other pests. 

Note: All chemicals must be 
handled with great care and ap- 
plied according to directions on 
the package. Many of them are 
poisonous. 

Top dressing. When the soil is 
contoured and conditioned, it is 
ready for the top-dressing of fer- 
tilizer, 
new plants. In general, 20 pounds

Most important: From the tim 
it is planted until seed sprout 
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the soil should not be allowed to 
dry out completely. This may re- 
quire a thorough light watering 
two or three times a day. This 
requirement is what makes it dif- 
ficult, but not impossible, to start 
a lawn in late spring. 

In some neighborhoods, tempo- 
rary barriers may be required, to 
thwart the playfulness of chil- 
dren and dogs. 


A mulch may help 


After seeding, a light mulch of 
coarse straw, or a sprinkling of 
sphagnum moss will help hold 
moisture in the soil. This is par- 
ticularly helpful on spring-seeded 
lawns. Woven netting and plastic. 
spray mulches also help retain’ 
moisture and will keep seed 
from washing off slopes. The seed 
should not be covered completely 
with a mulch because it needs 
light to germinate. The mulch 
will disappear as the grass comes.

The first mowing—and 
watering 


If there is enough food, water, 
and sunlight, the lawn should 
show a welcome tinge of green 
in about a week. When the grass 
is 2 to 24% inches high, it should 
be cut back to about 11% inches. 





Reel mowers, above, give a smoother 
cut, but the rotary is most used. 


Mow with a sharp blade, and 
only when perfectly dry. Cut as 
often as necessary to maintain 
the right height, and water at 
least once a week if there is no 
rain. 

Apply the water slowly so it 
will not run off the surface. To 
encourage deep-rooting, the water 
should penetrate to 6 inches or 
so. If the clippings are long, re- 
move them so they will not mat 
‘down and keep air and water 
from reaching the root area. 


The first feeding 


Spring-planted lawns will need 
added fertilizer in early fall. 


Fall-planted lawns will need it in 
the spring. 

The first feeding of a newly 
planted bluegrass lawn (with one 


of the many balanced lawn 
foods) is best applied in two 
light applications about two 


weeks apart. This will reduce the 
chance of “burning” the grass by 
overfeeding. 

Some of the best lawn foods 
contain urea-form nitrogen, which 


‘is released slowly over a long 


period of time. This is especially 
helpful in establishing new lawns:

A. over this district there are 
hotels and inns, the most favored 
hotels the Fujiya in the town of 
Miyanoshita (meanoshta) and 
the Fuji-View, high above Lake 
Kawagushi. The Fujiya is one of 
those institutions at which the 
mind boggles, so thoroughly is it 
equipped with facilities, from a 
roster of tiled hot-springs swim- 
ming pools to golf courses, art 
galleries, a greenhouse, shopping 
arcades, guest rooms in western 
turn-of-the-century style. 

There is also a charming Japa- 
nese-style inn, the Kikka-so, 
meaning Chrysanthemum Villa, 
which was once a summer villa 
of the royal family, where you 
can sample the real life of Japan, 
in quiet rooms carpeted in rice- 
straw tatami and walled with slid- 
ing shoji. Here you learn how to 
remove shoes before entering the 
house, sleep on the floor on the 
plump eiderdown quilt called the 
futon, kneel on a cushion to take 
your meals from a_ seven-inch- 
high table—in short, live the life 
close to the floor that all real 
Japanese design, clothing, and 
customs are actually geared to. 
‘As is the wont in Japanese inns, 
you wear the kimono furnished 
by the house, and when you walk 
abroad, the wooden clogs or geta. 

This is a place to walk into 
green glades and forests that re- 
mind you that Japan’s native re- 
ligion, Shinto, has its roots in the 
mysteries of nature. Walk less 
than a mile, and you're at the 
Kowakidani, a storm of cherry 
blossoms in springtime; farther 
‘on, you can visit the Chisuji Wa- 
terfall of a Thousand Threads, a 
dell of wild hydrangea, pine, and 
bamboo, and a mossy hillside 
face, streaming with tiny cas- 
‘cades. Visit the local art museum, 
‘set in a quiet garden. Then, back 
in Miyanoshita, head for the art 
‘shop of S.M. Shiba, where you 
may find much of the same kind 
of beauty caught in an old print 
of the Edo period (early 17th 
Century) or enjoy a perusal of 
the Japanese version of art nou- 
veau, the amusing and charming 
late 19th-century Meiji prints. 












From these mountains you can 


go in one fascinating day to the 
seaside resort of Kashikojima 
(koshkodgma) on Ago Bay, the 
lovely waters of the pearl fishers. 
En route from Odawara, the crack 
“bullet” train “Kodama” carries 
you to Nagoya, where you change 
trains for Uji-Yamada, home of 
Shinto’s most sacred Ise Jingu 
Shrines. The gods are said to live 
in this park of awesome trees. In 
one of the red-lacquer-and-gilt 
halls you may attend a temple 
dance and music ritual, privately 
performed for you. 

From Uji-Yamada through rice 
paddies and lotus fields—to see a 
white heron in a lotus field is un- 
forgettable beauty—you pass the 
most beautiful of old farmhouse 
architecture, then come to Kashi- 
kojima in an apricot-and-silver 
sunset that streams over Ago Bay 
and turns the mountains beyond 
into an unbelievable backdrop, 
like theatrical gauzes of mauve 
and heliotrope and purple chiffon. 
If ever a sunset could be called 
elegant, an event deluxe, a re- 
minder of precious things, this is 
it—made all the more so by the 
knowledge that under the quietly 
shimmering waters are fields of 
cultured pearls, in oysters sus- 
pended from great rafts. Over- 
looking all this is the excellent 
Shima Kanko Hotel. 

Off the shore of Toba, a few 
miles away, is the Pearl Island, 
the current headquarters of the 
Mikimoto cultured-pearl industry, 
where you can follow the process 
of the pearl “culture” from the 
diving of the picturesque, white- 
clad ama who bring up the host 
oysters from deep in the sea to 
the final tediously skillful match- 
ing of the final pearls for shape, 
size, and luster. Currently, the 
most prized are pink pearls, then 
silver-white, white, gold-hued, and 
blue—none inexpensive per se, 
but remarkable bargains consid- 
ering the time and effort they 
represent.

legs in it? Doesn’t that folding 


bed in the Cairo museum prove 
that King Tut had to be a midget 
by 1966 standards? Ever seen 
Dolly Madison’s wedding slip- 
pers? Minuscule! Average wom- 
an’s shoe size today is 744 B. Do 
you realize that Miss America of 
1965 was seven inches taller than 
Miss America of 1921—five foot 
eight as opposed to five foot one? 
Do you know that the Notre Dame 
backfield in 1963 averaged seven- 
teen pounds heavier and 31% 
inches taller than the team’s Four 
Horsemen of 1924? Do you 
know ...?” 

“Spare me_ the _ statistics, 
George. More to the point is that 
you and Martha try to sleep in a 
double bed—each in a space that 
is no roomier than your child- 
hood crib. which was probably 27 
inches wide. A double bed is 54 
inches wide, so if you divide the 
space in half that leaves 27 inches 
to each of you to toss and turn 
in—and you do move continuously 
while you sleep.

Besides these, of course, it is pos- 
sible to have sheets made to order 
in whatever extraordinary shape 
or size suits your whim. There are 
those who have a hankering for 
beds that are round, or heart- 
shape, or square, or trapezoidal. 
To each his own, I say, and so far 
as the bedding industry is con- 
cerned, the nonconformists can 
have anything they want—at a 
premium price, of course. 

“Actually, if all you wanted 
was extra leneth, you could add 
six inches to your present mat- 
tress with a padded extender that 
fits over most mattresses. And if 
the bed had a_ footboard. you 
could get a set of side rails to 
extend it. But you need both 
width and length, a problem you 
could solve by getting queen-size 
twin boxsprings and mattresses 
(39” by 80”) and putting them 
together as one bed sharing a 
common headboard. During the 
day, cover them with one super- 
size bedspread.” 

“Suppose we settle for a queen- 
size,’ said George. “That means 
the bed will take up only six more 
inches of wall space, and extend 
only five more inches into the 
room—and hopefully my feet will 
cease to dangle over the end of 


the bed. There’s luxury for you!” 


“Luxury!” said I. “You don’t 
begin to guess how luxurious 
things can get if you plan your 
new bedroom right. You could, if 
you wanted to, get yourself one 
of those automatic push-button 
electric beds that let you recline 
or sit up at any comfortable an- 
gle. Or you can get a mechanism 
that can go under a regular mat- 
tress and turn it into an automatic 
bed. 

“Ideally, a mattress should 
support your body firmly and 
evenly. That's what the inner- 
spring mattress people have been 
working for for years—to vary 
the size and bounciness of the 
built-in steel springs so that they 
are evenly balanced to support 
most human anatomies properly. 
Foam latex mattresses, usually 
molded in one piece, are similarly 
designed to hold you up properly. 
You can get them in a variety of 
firmnesses. What is a comfortable 
firmness varies with individuals, 
but in no case should you sink 
into any mattress. Lots of people 
find that they are most comfort- 
able on a very nonresilient sur- 
face and place a backboard 
under the mattress to increase its 
firmness. 

“There is the old story of the 
sailor returning from sea, whose 
adoring mother tucked him into a 
downy feather bed, and when he 
awoke the next day he had such 
a backache he couldn’t make it 
out of bed. Even if you asso- 
ciate bed with delicious, soft 
downiness. you'll be smarter if 
you enjoy that softness in pillows 
and comforters. Danish eiderdown 
pillows are considered top grade 
and most expensive; a half-and- 
half goose feather and down is 
next on the scale; all feather, 
sometimes from the lowly chicken, 
comes next. Kapok is less resili-

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ent, less expensive, and less long 
lasting. Nowadays, however, the 
fibers of synthetics plump up into 
a fleecy, resilient pillow filling. 
Like pillows of foam latex, that 
you can get in a number of dif- 
ferent densities or firmness, these 
are a perfect godsend to people 
suffering from allergies because 
they are nonallergenic. House- 
keepers love them, too, because 
they are easy to wash and quick 
to dry, especially when they are 
covered in drip-dry crépe, which 
looks and feels as delicate as silk. 
What with the prevalence of 
queens and kings these days, 
there are outsize pillows, 22” by 
28” and 23” by 29”, as opposed 
to the standard 21” by 27”, and 
if you want to make like the in- 
ternational set, you might equip 
your bed with 27-inch square pil- 
lows, the size used on the con- 
tinent. Only thing is that they call 
for a special cover, open in the 
back for the pillow’ to slip 
through. Inflatable vinyl cushions, 
often sold with washable covers, 
are made in many shapes to curve 
around the neck, the arms, the 
legs or, like one called the Petite 
Beauty Pillow, to support a lady’s 
head so that she can sleep in com- 
fort even with curlers, sort of 
floating off to dreamland without 
even having her head touch the 
pillow. 

“It’s pretty well established 
that the road to deep and dream- 
less sleep is paved with plenty of 
psychology. The fresher, crisper, 
lovelier a bed looks to a prospec- 
tive slumberer, the better the 
chances of a good night’s sleep, 
and there’s such a spectrum of 
color and pattern in sheets, cases, 
blankets, and blanket covers that 
there’s no excuse, whether you’re 
sleeping in a tiny cot or in an 
extra-extra-king-size great bed, 
for your bed not to look as pretty 
when it’s open as it does when it’s 
all dressed up. 

“Conventionally, sheets—wheth- 
er plain, colored, printed, em- 
broidered, or laced with lace and 
ribbons (some do beribbon their 
sheets! )—are of percale or mus- 
lin. The quality is indicated by 
the thread count—200, for in- 
stance, meaning that the sheeting 
is woven 200 threads to the inch, 
is of excellent, durable, and usual 
silky grade. Linen is still con- 
sidered sine qua non by the old 
cuard and some of the new guard 
who happen to like cool, slithery 
sheets and don’t object to the 
laundry bills, because linen wrin- 


kles fast. Lately sheets are being 
woven of drip-dry cotton, quick- 
drying synthetic fibers like Avril 
rayon, nylon and polyester or mix- 
tures, some of which are also 
given colorful patterns. It has 
always seemed to me that the 
greatest luxury I could ask for 
would be to have fresh, crisp bed 
linen every night of the world— 
as long as I didn’t have to launder 
it! 

“Once upon a time, grand 
ladies used to have ruffled linen 
sheets, with deep hemstitched 
borders that had to be pleated 
every day with a special fluting 
iron. And then there were the 
grandes dames who ordered up 
their sheets and pillow cases cus- 
tom-made in pure. silk, often 
sprigged with printed flowers— 
carrying out the sweet little con- 
ceit of sleeping with ‘roses on 
your pillow.” Now I’m told you 
don’t even need to put in a spe- 
cial order to have satin sheets in 
acetate or nylon—in Theda Bara 
sorts of colors like black and 
gold as well as in pastels. And— 
don’t believe me if you don’t want 
to, but it’s true—there are sheets 
of fur, originally designed, I’m 
told, for people with sensitive 
skin. It’s fake fur, though, of 
thoroughly washable — synthetic 
acrylic fiber. So now you know 
what theyll think up next! 

“You know about electric sheets 
and blankets that can run a 
different temperature on either 
side so two people in the same 
bed can sleep in whatever tem- 
perature suits them. But do you 
know about the thermal, loosely 
woven waflle-weave blankets, either 
in cotton or in wool, which be- 
have like a lightweight summer 
blanket in warm weather and 
then in winter, covered by a sheet 
or solid spread, trap warm air 
and keep you cozy as toast? You 
can get these in pretty sophisti- 
cated colors as well as in pastels, 
and some of them are even pat- 
terned so like the old-fashioned 
“Wedding Ring” and “Star” 
counterpanes your great grand- 
mother used to know that they 
can be used as bedcovers or 
matched to similar bedspread de- 
signs. Just as with conventional 
blankets these days, you name 
the color and you can have it— 
really—in tones that we used to 
think offbeat, like olive green or 
bittersweet or old gold. 

“And speaking of sheets and 
blankets, George, if I had a foot 
your size—or even a size 8 like 
Martha’s—I’d hold out for one of 
those hooplike gadgets that raises 
the bedclothes off your feet so you

\ helpful book with a weighty 
title is The Concise Encyclopedia 
o} Favorite Wild Flowers by Mar- 
jorie J. Dietz (Doubleday, $4.95). 
Subtitled “A Hundred Native 
Plants to Appreciate in the Wild 
and to Grow in the Home Gar- 
den,” this book is akin to the 
author’s two previous reference 
books, one on favorite flowers 
and the other on favorite flower- 
ing shrubs. 

It is a book for those who want 
to grow America’s favorite wild 
flowers in naturalistic settings, 
not a guide book to all the wild 
flowers dotting the woodlands of 
the country. A factual account of 
each flower is given under sub- 
headings of uses, habit of growth, 
flowers, foliage, assets, faults, cul- 
ture, and species. Sources for wild 
flowers are included.

do for 


a flooded basement 


Spring rains often bring destruc- 
tive flooding to many parts of the 
country. Even areas not subjected 
to full-fledged deluges often see 
widespread water damage. 

A prime target for such destruc- 
tion in many homes is the base- 
ment. Producing flash floods, 
broken mains and general seepage, 
heavy rain can quickly submerge 
cellars in several costly inches of 
water. Drains often back up at 
such times, carrying raw sewage 
into the home, adding a dangerous 
health hazard to the destruction. 

This can happen in even the 
most solidly constructed houses. 
Fortunately, there are several meth- 
ods of protecting basements from 
these dangers, each designed to 
cope with a particular problem. 

As a first step, it is wise to check 
the cellar drainage system. Ideally, 
there should be at least one drain 
in the floor to dispose of water 
collecting there. If the basement 
has no floor drains, some means of 
water removal is needed. Com- 
monly used in such circumstances 
is a device known as a sump pump, 
sometimes called a cellar drainer. 

At a low-drainage point on the 
basement floor, a sump, or pit, is 
made to collect water entering the 
cellar. Here the pump is placed. 
When the water in the sump rises 
to a predetermined level, a float 
switch starts the pump, and_ all 
water then collected is removed. 
Water leaving the sump can_ be 


discharged into a sewer, yard, gar-

den, or wherever desired. Many 
homeowners drain sumps onto a 
filter of tile and loose stones buried 
in the yard, allowing even satura- 
tion of the soil and preventing 
soggy patches of sod. 

The problem of a sewer backing 
up is very serious, but relatively 
simple and inexpensive to correct. 
The answer is a sewer backflow or 
butterfly-type valve. Placed in the 
home’s main drainage outlet, a 
backflow valve permits all sewage 
to leave the house, but shuts itself 
automatically when the flow re- 
verses back toward the house. 

Another smart precautionary 
measure in basement protection is 
the installation of an overhead 
sewer to dispose of waste from 
basement bathrooms, washing ma- 
chines, and other water-connected 
appliances, at a level above the 
basement. Installation of this type 
of sewer assures use of all base- 
ment water facilities, even when 
basement drains are backed up, 
or at best, held in check by a back- 
flow valve. 

Policy insurance against base- 
ment flooding is expensive and hard 
to get. A better way to insure is to 
physically protect the basement 
from such occurrences. Protection 
today is more important than ever 
before because of possible damage 
to valuable basement-located equip- 
ment—heating plants and appli- 
ances. It is wise to prepare for 
trouble now before it literally 
“pours” in. @

Brunnera macrophylla. Also 
called Anchusa myosotidiflora. 
This is one of the forget-me-nots, 
and also goes by the unlovely 
name of Siberian bugloss. It is, 
however, a beautiful plant with 
large dark silvery-green rough- 
textured leaves. The heavy foliage 
is preceded in May by clouds 
of tiny brilliant blue forget-me- 
nots on many short stems. 

The handsome foliage develops 
in June after the flowers have 
bloomed, and remains until frost. 
It grows well in sun or shade, and 
does not spread. It is an accom- 
modating companion for bleed- 
ing heart. The foliage of the 
brunnera begins to develop and 
fill in the space left by the bleed- 
ing heart as it fades away. It 
crows to 2 feet in warm climates, 
and about half that where it is 
cold. It is absolutely hardy. The 
individual leaves are not large, 
but the compact habit gives it a 


bold facade of rich green. 


Bergenia cordifolia 

This is one of the saxifrage fam- 
ily and sometimes goes by that 
name. It is also known as Me- 
gasea, but bergenia is now the 
accepted name. The large. glossy 
leaves are crinkled, rounded, and 
deep green in color. In_ early 
spring, there are attractive clus- 
ters of pink flowers. Although 
grown primarily for its foliage, 
the flowers are a_ particularly 
welcome early-season bonus. It 
does best in shade, but will tol- 


erate some sun. It requires little

This, too, has lovely flowers as 
well as an attractive low-growing 
mound of unusual leaves. Foliage 
is gray-green and deeply wrin- 
kled with a velvety texture. State- 
ly flowers are borne on_ tall 
branched spikelike stems. There 
are varieties with purple, white, 
yellow, or apricot flowers. It is 
classed as a biennial but will re- 
new itself by seeding, and will 
carry on indefinitely. It is de- 
pendably hardy but requires full 


sun and well drained soil. 


Canna 

Because of their hardiness, de- 
pendability, and all-around good 
looks, the canna was lavishly over- 
planted in years gone by. This 
finally caused a counter-reaction 
from which it has still not fully 
recovered, But it’s an excellent 


foliage plant. The strong upright 





leaves are a deep healthy green, 
and often have interesting shades 
of bronzy red. 

The late summer and fall flow- 
ers, carried in long clusters, are 
no longer limited to “railway red” 
—so called for their widespread 
use in beds at railroad stations. 
There are now some dwarf vari- 
eties—under 3 feet—in soft shades 
of yellow, coral, rose, and pink. 
Cannas require rich soil, full sun, 
lots of water, and heavy mulching

able to form a group, hire your 
own attorney. 

2. Never discuss details of con- 
demnation with any official with- 
out having your attorney present. 
Turn over all mail and refer all 
phone calls on the matter to him: 
Refuse admission to your prem- 
ises to anyone who has not been 
cleared by your lawyer. 

3. When you receive your ofh- 
cial notice, have your home ap- 
praised immediately. Use a li- 
censed appraiser recommended by 
a realty board or a bank. Don’t 
use an appraiser who has made 
a previous report on the property, 
and, above all, don’t use a_busi- 
ness associate or relative. In any 
matter involving valuation, allow 
the appraiser and your lawyer to 
determine the figure. Emotional 
involvement makes it hard for 
you to be objective. 

4. In all interviews, be polite, 
but firm, in insistence on your 
valuation. Don’t antagonize the 
negotiator, but don’t be a patsy. 
Don’t be frightened by a threat 
of legal action. Courts exist to 
settle differences of opinion. If 
you have a competent appraisal, 
the court is likely to support 
your figure. 

5. When you get official notice 
of pending condemnation, stop all 
work on your home except for 
necessary maintenance. If work 
is in progress, do not complete 
the job unless safety is involved. 
A job stopped midway is a prac- 
tical demonstration of good faith 
that is worth its weight in gold 
to your lawyer. 

6. Make a list of all improve- 
ments to the property since the 
date of purchase, and assemble 
documents to prove the expendi- 
tures. 

7. When the fact of condemna- 
tion becomes public knowledge, 
you'll be overrun by firms offer- 
ing costly home improvements, 
suggesting that the increase in 
the value of your property will 
exceed the cost of the job. Don’t 
be misled; in a typical case, in- 
stallation of a swimming pool re- 
sulted in a decrease in the price 
paid for the property because of 
the expense of removing the pool. 

8. Don’t hold out once you've 
received a fair offer. Despite the 
folklore that the last closer gets 
the best price, what he usually 
gets is a lawsuit. After a reason- 
able time, the negotiator must 
move on to a new acquisition 
tract; calling back on a single lot 


is expensive. He will turn the 
problem over to the court. 

9. If you own more than one 
piece of property involved in a 
condemnation, insist on a sepa- 
rate negotiation for each one. 
Package arrangements can cost 
you money and are always diffi- 
cult to handle in court. 

10. Find out how much of your 
property is needed by the con- 
demning agency. If it is less than 
the whole, have your lawyer and 
appraiser calculate “severance” 
damages. Severance is a payment 
for the portion of your property 
taken, plus damages for reduc- 
tion in value of the property you 
keep. If you like the results, have 
your lawyer propose this partial 
taking. 

11. If the house is to be razed, 
consider a bare-site arrangement. 
Under such an agreement, you 
contract demolition and get a fee 
for it. If you have a treasured 
fireplace or chandelier, you can 
remove it, since the salvage be- 
longs to you. Often the salvage 
value of a structure is more than 
the demolition cost, which can 
yield you a pleasant bonus for 
your trouble. An alternative is to 
arrange a nominal reduction in 
purchase price to allow you to re- 
move the salvage you desire. If 
you take this option, have your 
lawyer be sure the sales agree- 
ment records the details of the 
arrangement clearly. 

12. If the structure is to be 
sold intact, consider the advan- 
tages of buying it back for re- 
moval to another site. A repu- 
table housemover and a_ real 
estate broker can give you the 
financial picture. Sometimes this 
turns out to be an excellent ar- 
rangement financially. 

13. Make sure of occupancy 
rights; often a structure will not 
be used by the condemning agen- 
cy for months or even years 
after the purchase. Have a maxi- 
mum last day of tenancy ar- 
rangement clearly stated in your 
sales agreement. 

These guidelines cover the av- 
erage condemnation proceeding. 
Details of law may vary slightly 
from state to state, but the basic 
principles involved vary not at 
all. Any special problems, should 
they arise, are the province of 
your attorney. Condemnation is 
no picnic for anyone, but by fol- 
lowing the rules set out you can 
make it an inconvenience instead

Wat is the difference between Manhattan and New England 
Clam Chowder? We can do no better than quete from that 
excellent source of Americana, The American Heritage Cook 
Book, which says, “The most famous of American chowders 
is clam, with its two essential ingredients: clams and _ salt 
pork or bacon.” But “essential” is a prickly word. Every New 
Englander worth his salty independence has his own version 
of what is essential to Clam Chowder. The most notable her- 
esy is Manhattan Clam Chowder which calls for water rather 
than milk—and tomatoes! Down Easters are so nettled over 
the tomato question that the Maine legislature once intro- 
duced a bill to outlaw forever the mixing of clams and_to- 
matoes.

Wrat grain is Scotch whisky made from? It is distilled from 
barley, either malted or unmalted or both. The two methods 
of distillation are the pot-still process (this whisky is known 
as malt whisky) and the patent-still process (this is known as 
grain whisky). Both come off the still as whole whiskies, 
and nothing is added to them except pure water to bring 
them to commercial strength. After the whiskies have been 
distilled, they must legally mature for at least three years 
but, frequently. it is much longer—up to seven, ten, or even 
twelve years. Then comes the blending, which can be a mix- 
ture of any two or more different whiskies. whether malt or 
grain. Once blended they are kept in casks for long periods 
to “marry,” before being bottled. Unlike fine wines, whisky 
does not improve in the bottle. 


te it possible to uncurdle a curdled soft custard? Yes. Take 
1 teaspoon of any liquid that is compatible with the custard 
and beat into it briskly, with a wire whip, 1 tablespoon of 
the curdled custard until mixture is creamy. Add remain- 
ing custard very gradually—no more than a tablespoon at a 
time—beating in each addition until it, too, is creamy. When 
all the curdled custard has been combined, follow original 
recipe instructions.

Wat is grenadine? One of the oldest, if not the oldest, of 
all flavoring syrups. The name stems from granada, the Span- 
ish name for pomegranate, and although we are apt to as- 
sociate it with France, the syrup probably originated in Spain.

place the jar in a pan of warm water until all crystals have 
disappeared and honey has reliquefied. 


Wry is it necessary to remove giblets from fresh fowl im- 
mediately after purchase? Because the entrails, especially the 
liver, deteriorate very quickly and if left in the cavity of the 
bird (where the butcher usually tucks them) will contami- 
nate the flesh. Giblets can be frozen and used later; they can 
be cooked immediately and used within a couple of days; or 
they can be cooked, then frozen. The same rules apply if the 
bird was frozen, except you should not refreeze the thawed 
ciblets a second time. In this case, they can be cooked at 
once, then frozen against future use. 


Ae, do you prepare and cook whole artichokes properly? 
Break off the stem, remove any small leaves, then trim off 
the bottom with a large, sharp knife so the artichokes will 
stand erect. Lay the artichoke on its side and slice about 
three-fourths of an inch off the top; trim off the points from 
the remaining leaves with scissors. Tie a thick slice of fresh 
lemon on the bottom of each artichoke to keep the hearts 
from discoloring. Place in a large kettle of boiling, salted 
water; bring water to a rolling boil again, then reduce heat 
to simmer. Cover with a double layer of fresh cheesecloth and 
cook until leaves pull out easily or heart is tender when 
pierced with a small sharp knife. Allow approximately 40 
to 50 minutes. Time depends on size of vegetable. Immedi- 
ately after removing from kettle, turn upside down to drain 
thoroughly, discard string and slice of lemon. Serve hot with 
melted butter, lemon butter or Hollandaise, or cold with Sauce 
Vinaigrette, Sauce Ravigote or mayonnaise.

For a traveler’s notes: famous hotels and famous people who have stayed in them 


Perhaps it is not completely fair to say that it’s people 
who make places. But it comes so close to being the 
truth that we may just as well examine the George 
Washington Complex with which most of us travel 
the world. Only a mighty cool customer can stand on 
the spot where celebrity once stood without betraying 
some feeling, pro or con, all of which sprinkles the 
spice of pizazz on any travel experience. And when 
it comes to finding oneself spending the night in the 
same chamber that once sheltered a great name— 
well! We are reminded oi the joyous emotional un- 
hingement of a hard-boiled and much traveled friend 
of ours when he discovered that his room in Chez 
Josef, the delightful, unpretentious inn near St. Paul 
de Vence, was the very one previously occupied by 
Brigitte Bardot. (The peripatetic BB has also been a 
guest at the Plaza Hotel in New York.) 

\t the moment of this writing, New York’s Hotel 
Pierre is fluttering through urgent preparations for 
the reception of Prince Philip of England, including 


the complete re-do of a three-room. suite by designer 


William Pahlmann. Without question, this visit will 
give ihe cachet of hallowed ground forever after to 
the hotel's thirty-ninth floor, at least to those who 
specialize in following in the footsteps of royalty. 
The décor of the suite is English—and country-house 


English, at that (see the living room sketched at the 
top of this page), and this is something of a departure 


from the ambience of Versailles, which most of the

time characterizes the State Suites and Presidential 
Suites in the hotels of the world where the bigwigs 
and nabobs are wont to stay. 

There are exceptions, of course, but most of these 
classic grand-manner hostelries are late-nineteenth- 
century interpretations of French Renaissance pal- 
aces, replete with marble halls, ormolu, mirrored 
walls, brocade, crysial chandeliers—and if their ceil- 
ings are not really adorned with romantic paintings 
of cupids, nymphs, and shepherds, one has the feeling 
that they are. There is an air of Edwardian posh and 
expensiveness exuded, and even overweight, middle- 
aged ladies, seeing the world for the first time, are 
likely to feel as lovely as Princess Grace as they move 
through premises such as these. 

Into this category fall most of the Ritzes, Excelsiors, 
and Grands of Europe, such nostalgic beauties of the 
hotel world as Switzerland’s Beau-Rivage in Ouchy, 
the Hotel de Paris in Monte Carlo, the Palace in Ma- 
drid, the Negresco in Nice, the Carlton in Cannes, 
the St. Regis and the Plaza in New York. Until the 
international spread of the Intercontinentals and the 
Hiltons with their slicker, brisker, American approach 
to luxury, these palace types were the only deluxe 
hotels. Their register of regular guests is more likely 
than not to be annotated with personal tastes or eccen- 
tricities—Her Ladyship prefers breakfast toast pre- 
buttered and hot; Monsieur le Marquis is allergic 


to yellow roses. (Please turn to page 222)

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ACHIEVING 
THE 

QUIET 
BEDROOM 


The bedroom should be the quietest room in the house. 
It can be. New materials and the application of some 
old but still not generally understood techniques can 
free any bedroom from the harassment of unwanted 
sound and make it a haven of serenity. 

The air we live in is a sea of sound. Most of it doesn’t 
bother us. Sound turns into noise only when it becomes 
disturbing. Some of it can be controlled so it never 
becomes noise. Much of it can be avoided or stopped 
from going where it isn’t wanted. 

Basically, there are two kinds of unwanted sound, or 
noise, in the bedroom. The first originates outdoors or in 
other parts of the house. The second originates within 
the room itself. The two are quite different, and to quiet 
them requires different materials and techniques. 

Sound that comes into a room through the walls, 
ceiling, and floor is best stopped by a dense mass, such 
as solid concrete. This becomes clear when it is under- 
stood that sound goes through a wall by making it 
vibrate. The vibration re-creates the sound on the other 
side of the wall in the same way the vibrating dia- 
phragm of a loudspeaker re-creates sound. The heavier 
a wall is, the less it will vibrate. 
(It is a common misconception that acoustical tile 
stops sound coming through a wall. It doesn’t. Acousti- 
cal materials like these are used to soften the second 
kind of noise, which originates within the room itself. 
See the discussion of this on page 220.) 

To make bedroom walls of concrete would be over- 


doing it. A lighter wall can do a completely satisfactory 
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job, but many walls are too light. Such thin, sounding- 
board walls can be improved by adding weight to them. 
The simplest way to do this is first to cover both sides 
of the wall with a layer of '2” sound-stopping board, 
a newly developed panel material made of either wood 
fiber or fiber glass. Over this goes a layer of 12” plaster- 
board. The combination of two materials stops more 
different kinds of sound than either material alone. 

Though mass and weight are the number-one sound 
stoppers, there is another way to block sound. It is by 
breaking its path. Sound is easily transferred from one 
side of a wall to the other because the two surfaces are 
continuous, joined together by a common structure. If 
the continuity is broken, the sound is isolated. 

In building a new wall, it is relatively simple to 
arrange this break by staggering the studs that form 
the framework. In an existing situation, a new wall can 
be added alongside the present one, with no structural 
tie between the two. There are special metal channels 
made to support this kind of new wall. 

No wall is any better as a sound barrier than its 
weakest part. Sound, such as talking or music, travels

through air. It passes

ALL DRAWIN BY BARBARA WOLFF 
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That distinguished social historian, 
Groucho Marx, in a succinct mono- 
graph entitled Beds, calls our attention 
to a prevalent idiosyncracy of contem- 
porary bed-life. Even under ideal con- 
ditions, it tends to be sneaky. Marx 
contends that “A man will not hesitate 
to tell you how he made a four (with- 
out cheating) on the tough seventh hole 
... he will tell you, the liar, about his 
cold showers in the morning. But let 
him walk into a room and remark 
‘Folks, let me tell you what happened 
in bed last night,’ and in a few minutes 
the room will be a shambles.” Such 
evidence of a closed-door syndrome 
stems partly from reticence, but pri- 
marily is based on a limited point of 
view. Although we tend to ignore it, 
beds are multipurposed. Moreover, a 
safe assumption is that anything that 
cav’t be done in bed isn’t worth doing, 
or should be delegated to hired hands. 

Historic evidence in favor of this 
contention is infinite. The Romans ban- 
queted in bed. (We no longer think this 
is comfortable, although most of us 
agree that there’s no better place to 
breakfast.) Fifteenth-century kings of 
France administered the law from 
their lits de justice. 

Prolonged periods in bed, however, 
tend to give Americans uneasy twinges 
of guilt—unless, of course, they ean 
lay the blame on la grippe—but where 
better to read the Sunday papers? It 


is salutary at all times to remember 
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that the world’s libraries are full of 
bed-written masterpieces, some result- 
ing from infirmity of sorts, but just as 
many a matter of plain preference or 
indulgence: Florence Nightingale’s 
revolutionary report on wartime nurs- 
ing; Winston Churchill’s works of his- 
tory; Milton’s Paradise Lost; Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning’s poems; Charles 
Darwin’s Origin of the Species—all 
were bed-born. Bed has provided a 
springboard for art and music: Fantin- 
Latour painted in bed fully clothed 
even to a top hat, overcoat, scarf, and 
gloves, in order to keep warm in a 
freezing Parisian garret; Donizetti re- 
wrote an aria rather than arise to fetch 
the finished draft, which had blown 
out of reach. 

Persons interested in the cult of the 


bed must concern themselves not only

with its comfort and beauty, but also 
with the superstitions that surround it 
and the status which it implies. A cher- 
ished prerogative of a French king’s 
mistress—provided she had not been 


superseded before her demise—was to

be laid out on a royal bed. (Invento- 
ries taken in the reign of Louis XIV 
credited the monarch with four hun- 
dred and_ thirteen—beds, not mis- 
tresses.) The Czar of Russia was con- 
sidered uncouth while visiting this 
same court, not because he entered 
Mme. de Maintenon’s bedroom for a 
formal visit without knocking, but be- 
cause he opened the bed-curtains 
before opening the conversation! And 
Richelieu’s 
marriage faltered over a step—whether 


it would be the Cardinal or the Ambas- 


negotiations for a_ royal 


sador who took three steps, instead of 
two, on meeting. With magnificent 


statesmanship, Richelieu eased the em- 


barrassment by receiving the foreign 


dignitary from his bed, where pres- 
tigious steps no longer need be counted. 


This procedure so delighted the Car- 
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Queen of Navarre’s Renaissance bed 
at Chateau of Pau, 1562 
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dinal that he spent more and more time 
in bed, and finally even traveled in it 
—a maneuver that required his staff 
to break open the walls of any house 
he proposed to visit. 

Even in these parlous and uncere- 
monious times, how a person lies in 
bed, or about it, provides clues to the 
individual’s status and attitude toward 
life. Consider the beatnik prone on his 
pad; Playboy's Hugh Heffner on his 
overblown circular bed; a lady of fash- 
ion gingerly resting her head on a hard 
pillow in hope of getting a second 
day’s mileage from her Kenneth hair- 
do. Or, better still, Mme. Chiang Kai- 
shek, who insists that her sheets be 
changed each time she lies in them— 
usually no less than four times a day. 
To achieve a suitable and sympathetic 
perspective on such matters, one must 
climb into bed, pull up the covers, and 
consider—if only once over lightly— 
some bedroom vagaries. 

For the cave man, bed was a shelf- 
like skin-strewn elevation in his shel- 
er. The Ptolemys of Egypt slept just 
as grandly as the Plantagenets of Eng- 
land, whom they preceded by 3,000 
years. (The English were slow in such 
matters.) Carolingian rulers of Europe 
as early as the 8th Century customarily 
slept in sloping bedsteads made of 
metal (usually bronze) and rope; at 
the same period and even later, Anglo- 
Saxon “quality” still lay on straw mat- 


tresses placed on top of benches and

tables drawn up as close as possible to 
banked fires in the Great Hall. It was 
easier to make a bed—stuff a sack 
with straw—than to lie on one. But in 
all fairness, once the English caught 
on, they caught up, and before long 
ranked with the Italians and_ the 
French as the Big Three of bed design. 
(No more beautiful beds have been

And speaking of unpleasantness, one 
must accept the fact that the sanctity of 
the bedroom is mere illusion. Statistics 
show that more murders have been 
committed there than in all other rooms 
put together.

The matter of bed size is sometimes 
controversial. But it is safe to assume 


that through the ages people slept

The Kings of France in court attire 
often wore high heels, which leads us 
to the conclusion that although their 
beds seem short to us, they were ade- 
quate for the times and no one slept 


sitting up unless he chose to. A mag-

nificent Jacobean bed now in the New 
York bedroom of a dashing Smith un- 
dergraduate shows signs of having 
been let-out in the early 19th Century, 
probably to accommodate the heir of 
that period. (People are steadily grow- 
ing bigger and taller, if no wiser.) 
In Tudor England, state beds were of- 
ten monstrously big, but none more so 
than a giant measuring approximately 
twelve feet square that was the piéce 
de résistance at the Crown Inn in Ware 
and is now exhibited at the Victoria 
and Albert Museum in London. In its 
heyday, it had a lively time, as noted 
by Shakespeare in Twelfth Night; and 
later 18th-century gossips acknowl- 
edged that it was quite the fashionable 
thing for parties to come down from 
London—usually six men and _ their 
wives (of course) “for a frolick in the

One of the world’s most expensive 
beds was made for Ludwig II of Ba- 
varia—it was said to be an exact 
replica of his favorite cathedral and 
to have cost a hundred thousand 
pounds. Nor were costs a deterrent to 
19th-century maharajahs. Like Texans 

Californians today, they vied in 
their efforts to up-bed each other. 
Christofle, a Parisian silversmith, re- 
ceived an order from one such native 
prince which may have temporarily 
stunned them but which they managed 
to produce exactly according to speci- 
fication. It was made of solid silver, 
and each corner was decorated with 
the life-size figure of a nude female in 
natural color, with blue-enamel eyes 
and real hair; each “girl” carried 
either a fly whisk or a fan, and when 
His Highness’s considerable weight 
hit the mattress, a mechanism set fans 
and whisks in motion to the rhythm of 
a music box playing “God Save the 
Queen.” 

This was a period when elaboration 
of sorts was considered an asset. It is 
therefore not surprising that the then 
current designs for the precursors of 
our contemporary convertibles were 
extravagantly deceptive. Who today 
would suspect a wardrobe (now slyly 
referred to as an “armoire”’) of turn- 
ing into a bed, or a piano revealing it- 
self as bed and bureau while the piano 
stool opened into a washstand? But 
such fantasies were only externals. 


People took it for granted that they 














slept at night. Now, in 20th-century 
America—in the age of the insomniac 
—a place to sleep is not enough. To- 
day, one can buy a mattress-masseur 
“to melt tensions away as the cyclic 
massage lulls you to sleep,” or an elec- 
tric blanket that is supposed “to think 
for you,” or a Select-a-bed to provide 
“push button heaven and 1,001 bliss- 


ful positions.”

Although Marx raises the question 
of monobedding and polybedding, he 
does little to resolve the matter. Ob- 
viously one takes one’s chances when 
one makes one’s choice, although law- 
yers caution that it is simpler to go 
from twin to double rather than the 
other way round. Notwithstanding such 
legal advice, authoritative sources in 
the bed industry report that 80 per- 
cent of American married couples are 
confirmed polybedders. And for all the 
commotion re queen-size, king-size, 
the great majority of double bedders 
are sleeping in a bed no roomier than 


twice the width of the crib they first lay

in! The consistency of the double bed 
trend is evident as far back as the 18th 
Century; the master bedman Sheraton 
designed only one set of twin beds, 
which he catalogued as “A summer 
bed in two compartments.” Benjamin 
Franklin, on the other hand, was a 
consummate bed-hopper—he kept four 
beds to use in rotation “tas each bed 
became warm.” As for bundling, it is 
as Welsh as it is Amish and not un- 
usual in many parts of the world— 
in Abyssinia there’s a bundling cami- 


sole—the boy climbs into one sleeve, 





the girl into the other—the object be- 
ing the need for warmth, and propin- 
quity with propriety. 

Although beds are most often a 
place of pleasurable fantasy, they can 
also become the habitat for night ter-

UNCULUS = 


By CARROLL CALKINS 


Although named by Pliny*, cultivated for 600 years, 
and unmatched for fullness of flower and intensity 
of color, the ranunculus is still something of an un- 
discovered treasure. Essentially a cut flower, the 
stems are long and strong, and the bright blooms keep 
for a full week in the house. In the garden, they are 
marvelous for about three weeks—during the lull 
between spring and summer. 


How to grow them 


Ranunculus can be started from seed, but it’s much 
easier to plant the roots, which are rather like mini- 
ature dahlia tubers. They require soil with enough 
substance to hold moisture in summer, but must have 
good drainage in winter. Plant them in light shade, 
so the bright blossoms will hold their color and bloom 
longer. Shade also keeps the roots cool and moist. 
Set the tubers about two inches deep and six inches 
apart with the claws facing down. You can grow them 
in almost any climate, but the method varies with the 
location. 
if you live in the South 

Where winter freezing is neither hard nor continu- 
ous, ranunculus is a dependable perennial. The tubers 
should be planted from early October to late Novem- 
ber. About a month after their shoots appear in 

the harvest of glowing color will be yours. 
Iv you just can’t wait and want flowers this summer, 


plant the tubers as soon as possible. Do not, however,

expect spring-planted flowers to do as well the first 
season as they will in succeeding years. 


How to grow them in the North 


In cold climates, the tubers should be planted in 
spring as soon as the ground is warm, and no later 
than the first of May. They are often grown as annuals, 
which means new ones are planted every spring. Or 
they can be carried over the winter by lifting and 
storing, or by covering them with a mulch. 

If the ground is not well drained, they must, of 
course, be lifted. Dig them carefully with a spading 
fork and store in dry sand or peat moss in a cool 
place, where they will not freeze. 

If mulching is your preference, cover the entire 
planting with 12 to 15 inches of straw or leaves be- 
fore the first frost. Remove the mulch in early spring, 
so the sun can warm the ground. 

After flowering, in any climate, allow the foliage 
to ripen before cutting it. If the plants do well, they 
will increase in number and become crowded. They 
should then be lifted and replanted. This can be done 
at the recommended planting time. 

The flowers come in glorious shades of red, rose, 
salmon, yellow, orange, and white. They are usually 
mixed, but can be ordered separately. The American 
hybrids, as shown here, have larger, fuller flowers, 
and a wider range of brighter color than the Euro- 


pean types.

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A HOME BEAUTY CENTER

“Gloria in Excelsis Deo” was one of the first texts ever set to music and, 

since Biblical times, the glorification of God has been a singularly productive 
impetus for composers of all faiths. The great affirmation of Easter, in 

all its aspects both solemn and joyous, has inspired some of the most 

profound and exultant music in the entire heritage of the art, representing 


the widest variety of musical forms. Among the works of Bach alone, we find 


the robustly triumphant Easter Oratorio and several intimately moving Laster Cantatas, 


while outside the realm of music intended for actual church use we have such a work 
as Rimsky-Korsakov’s Russian Easter Overture, a brilliant orchestral showpiece. to 
be sure, but one created out of the composer’s deep spiritual response to the wonder 
and exaltation of the Easter story. 

It is only during the last two or three hundred years that music has assuined a 
larger dimension outside the church than within it. But even now, when symphonies 
concertos, opera. ballet, and chamber music account for most compositional activi! 
the tradition of musica sacra continues to flourish, and the variety of musical 
experience within that category continues to expand. Aside from music dramas and 
instrumental works on sacred. or-’Biblical themes, actual settings of liturgical texts 
now range from the plainsong of the Middle Ages to such latter-day phenomena as a 
Twentieth-Century Folk: Mass, the exciting Missa Luba and Missa Bantu trom Atrica 
(the Latin text sung to Congolese tunes, with native percussion accompaniment in 
the former), and, most recently, a Jazz Mass. 

There are religious works by the greatest composers and by anonymous ones,

Shad and Shad Roe 


Unlike many other foods associated 
with spring, shad is available on both 
the East and West Coasts for an all- 
too-brief season. Although April is 
known as “shad” month, they may 
come into the market somewhat ear- 
lier and continue through May. 

Now the epicure’s joy, shad was 
considered so common in Colonial 
days, well-fixed people ate it on the 
sly, “lest they be suspected of not 
having a good supply of pork.” One 
of the most delicate and delicious fish, 
shad’s only drawback is the number 
of bones, which is formidable. It was 
not until 1922, when Mr. J. P. Mor- 
gan, a shad aficionado, enlisted the 
services of a skillful fishmonger at 
New York’s famous Fulton Fish Mar- 
ket that the art of boning shad was 
born. While a whole stuffed shad is 
still one of the great dishes of all 
time, the boned fillets are somewhat 
easier to cope with, on every count. 
Shad roe, a fringe benefit and one of 
the greatest treats, seems to be more 
prized in the United States than

Spring’s irresistible vegetable 


Asparagus 


‘“Sparrowgrass,” as asparagus 
once corruptly called, has proclaimed 
spring to men the world over from 
time immemorial. In the market and 
abundant, now is the time to enjoy 
this elegant member of the lily family 
to the full. 

Like corn, asparagus is at its best 
when rushed from the garden to the 
boiling pot, but since that is rarely

The benefits of owning 


YOUR OWN TENNIS COURT

Laughter at the bottom of the garden, the metronome 


beat of a long rally, and an exuberant cry of “Good 


she ssures me once more that putting in our own 
tennis court was a solid investment in fun and family 
enjoym« { 

l'o begin with, the game itself is so satisfying, so 


attractive, and so adaptable. Compared to other out- 


door sports, tennis is immediately satisfy ing to novices 


and never dull for experienced players. It feels good 


to wield a racquet and return a ball. After a few les- 
sons to master the fundamentals, a beginner can actu- 
ally start playing. With practice and more playing, 
the average athlete gradually acquires the subtleties 
and stratagems of the game. It soon dawns on him, or 
her, that tennis is largely mind over muscle. Once this 
point is reached, the game is never slow or boring. 
For old hands like myself, the most gratifying as- 


pect of the game is exercise. It’s good, but not taxing. 








In a few quick sets I can limber up, enjoy a little com- 
petition, and stop before I’m exhausted. Then, with 
a marvelous feeling of well-being, I go on about my 
other pursuits. Sparts like golf, sailing, and skiing 
are fine exercise, too, but they are day-long activities. 
Tennis, in my opinion, is the ideal short, sweet sport 
to incorporate into a full life. 

The attractive aspects of the game are clearly evi- 
dent. The traditional white costume makes every 
player look tanned and healthy, and women’s tennis 
dresses grow more fetching each season. Ideally speak- 
ing, there is nothing awkward or strained in the players’ 
movements. When the strokes are smoothly executed 
they are as graceful as a ballet. In fact, watching a 
good tennis match, with the partners crossing over 
and moving up and back, is much like watching an 
intricate dance. There is rhythm, timing, and beauty 
in motion. 

Chameleon-like, tennis seems to change with the 
players. It can be a hard-volleyed, staccato-fast ex- 
change of shots or a long, steady baseline-hitting con- 
test. It is so adaptable to the caliber of the contestants 
that it appears to be several different games played 
by the same rules. The husky college boys who gather 
at our court play hard, aggressive matches. When 
they bring dates and play mixed doubles, the tennis 
is good but the pace is slower. Our so-called mothers’ 
matches are apt to be erratic, as are the youngsters’ 
who are still learning. 

Of all the variations, mixed doubles is my favorite. 
It’s fast without being fiercely competitive. It lends 
itself to a pleasant social game against other couples 
who enjoy tennis. And within our immediate family 
we have several interesting combinations. We play 
father and daughter against mother and son, or chil- 
dren against parents. Of late, the latter team has grown 
amazingly hard to beat—a development I trace back 
to the time two years ago when we added a tennis court 
to our home embellishments. 

Before cutting down a number of beautiful trees 
and grading an area of land, 60’ by 120’—the overall 
dimensions of a championship court—we debated long 
and hard. We questioned friends who already had 
theirs. Is it worth the expense? Will we use it enough? 
Can it become a nuisance, an eyesore, a liability? Just 


what are the merits of having your own tennis court? 
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Unanimously we were encourage: » ahead, and 
for a number of reasons. 

Convenience was the single mosi persuasive argu- 
ment. When a tennis court is just a few steps away, the 
whole family plays more readily and enthusiastically. 
The children can get in a game before settling down to 
their homework. A husband may play before going to 
work or by returning home early. A housewife can 
complete a foursome on a moment's notice. With no 
need to drive to a park or club, wait for or reserve a 
court, and then hurry to finish on schedule, all the 
time and effort goes into playing. The bulk of today’s 
living is so scheduled, organized, clocked, and com- 
plicated that being able to eliminate some of the prep- 
arations from recreation makes it doubly relaxing. 

Then, too, most clubs and park facilities discourage 
children from plaving on weekends. This immediately 
divides a family and sends every one off in a different 
direction; or worse yet, discourages youngsters from 
taking up the game. One peppy mother of five told us 
that she would never find time to play or practice if 
she had to leave home to do it. When tennis-playing 
friends come to her home, she chooses the side facing 
her children’s swings and playhouse. If she’s alone, 
she often takes a basket of balls and practices against 
the backboard while keeping an eye on her pre- 
schoolers. Her growing youngsters like to watch the 
exciting matches, and the older ones are encouraged 
to whack balls with their parents. 

“The handiness of a home-centered sport can not 
be exaggerated,” says this busy woman. “It allows 
exercising to become as habitual as picking up the 


daily paper.” 


“Tt’s so healthful,” is another argument advanced 
in favor of building a court. The heart specialists 
we consulted all approve of a game like tennis, if 


it’s played regularly and in moderation. The short- 
distance running and vigorous arm movements are a 
stimulant to the heart and circulation. They cause 
the heart muscle to pump forcefully and the blood to 
eo coursing back again. The deep breathing and per- 
spiration are good for body functions. The weight 
control and firm muscle tone is of benefit to adoles- 
cents as well as to their parents. And tensions of 
all sorts are released by purposeful exercise. Kee

All houses begin with the land. Any plot 
will have some assets—sun, shade, plant- 
ing, soil, outlook; and most will have some 
drawbacks—lack of privacy, exposure to 
hot afternoon sun or cold winter winds, 
poor soil, etc. A good design will maximize 
the assets and minimize the shortcomings. 

Admittedly, we began with a plot whose 
“natural resources” were magnificent. A 
mountainside location gave us a splendid 
far view of the Hudson River Valley. To- 
pography, size (almost three acres), and 


foresighted land-platting guaranteed our 


view and our visual privacy from neigh- 
bors. Our location on a private road pro- 
tected us from traffic noise and fumes. 
(Drawbacks: We had to build the road; 
now we must maintain and snow-plow it.) 

Another (and much rarer) asset of this 
lot was the fact that the view coincided

The daytime virtues of the glass wall are 
obvious. But what most people, including 
some architects, forget is that the same 
glass that so generously lets in light and 
heat during daytime, below, also lets it 
out at night. In cold climates, this becomes 
a serious problem, esthetically and physio- 
logically. Instead of being a source of 
light, the glass becomes a black pit, pull- 
ing the room out of shape visually, oppo- 
site, below. Also, this chilled glass is very 
uncomfortable to be near. 

In several houses, | have tried various 
means of correcting this nighttime prob- 
lem—curtains, Venetian blinds. sliding 
screens, and others. This time. we decided 
to return to the old-fashioned window 
shade—but with a difference. Our friend, 
the painter Lucille Corcos, agreed to paint 
on our living-room shades her version of 
our daytime view. Her success can only be 
partially realized in the photograph, left, 
for she has struck a magical balance be- 
tween realism and abstraction. Her mural 


is very discreet—present yet unobtrusive.

Though the planning considerations | have 
outlined led to a straightforward form, it 
is obviously not the most economical. In 
disposing all the principal rooms so that 
they have the same outlook and exposure, 
for example, I obviously end up with a 
lot more perimeter wall than a compact 
Cape Cod house would need to enclose 
the same volume. These extra walls cost 
more to build and are. of course, more 
expensive to maintain. | have tried to off- 
set this in a number of ways. For instance, 
89 percent of all glass faces south and 
east; this glass admits much more heat 
from the winter sun than we lose through 
the same glass at night. (This is the well- 
known “greenhouse eflect.”) Similarly, 
our most heavily insulated walls are those 
with cold exposures. 

Structurally. also, we have tried to econ- 
omize (though some of the economies are 
due to my special position in the building 
field—not everyone would find it possible 
to duplicate them). The house employs an 
exposed, post-and-beam frame with dry- 
wall panels. The secondhand timber of this 
frame all comes from slum-clearance and 
urban-renewal demolition in New York. 
Such fine timber can be found around 
most American cities. Aside from costing 
about one-quarter as much as comparable 
new timber, it has the color and patina 
that comes only with age. Generally speak- 
ing, all we did to this wood was to remove 
the nails and then sand it. Afterward, it 
was waxed (self-polishing liquid wax ap- 
plied with a paint brush, then lightly 
buffed with a clean, stiff brush). All out- 
side wood is treated with a colorless water- 
proofing. 

All this is fairly routine. What is spe- 
cial about this house is the high level of 
workmanship.” One of the unexpected 
dividends of working with old wood in 
simple forms is that. even when a very 
precise module is employed, as it is here, 
a pleasant informality results. The fact 
that the wood is old, flawed, and unevenly 
sized moderates the impact of mechan- 
ically perfect sash, wall panels, and glisten-

M orE accessible than the pas- 
sions is Bach’s towering Mass in 
B minor, which, despite its aus- 
tere title, is by no means an un- 
relieved study in solemnity. It 
has an unmistakably human pulse 
and is filled brilliant in- 
strumental and vocal colors and 
rich melodies. Should its 
hour length be a deterrent, try 
approaching it by way of the 
marvelous Magnificat in  D, 
which is generally regarded as 
Bach’s own preparatory study 
prior to the undertaking of the 
Mass. The Magnificat is only 
about one-fourth the length of 
the Mass. shorter, more 
concentrated individual sections. 
It is by no means less brilliant. 
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IL 1986 
however: its radiantly exultant 
solos and choruses include stun- 
ning displays for the trumpet, 
flutes, and oboe d’amore. 
Bach’s church cantatas consti- 
tute an incredibly rich source 
| of great music, spanning an 
enormous emotional range. Now 
| nearly seventy of the cantatas are 
| available on records to corrobo- 
rate Schumann’s dictum that 
“music owes to [Bach] a debt 
almost as profound as that which 
religion owes its Founder.” 


coca, a contemporary of 
Johann Strauss, was organist at 
the cathedral in Linz until his 
mid forties. when he moved on 
to a post at the Vienna Con- 
servatory and took up compos- 
ing in earnest. A Requiem, three 
masses, a grand 7’e Deum, and 
choral settings of a number of 
psalms account for the bulk of 
his sacred works, but. like 
Bach’s. Bruckner’s music may be 
regarded as a lifelong profes- 
sion of faith. He dedicated his 
last symphony. the unfinished 
Ninth, simply “to my dear God” 
(“an meinen lieben Gott”) and. 
aware that he probably would 





) not Jive to complete it. suggested 
the use of his choral Te Deum 
in place of a finale. “His re- 
livien was the foundation of 
eerything he said and did.” 
wroie Newlin in Bruckner, Mah- 
ler, Schoenberg, “and the same 
pieus spirit which breathes from 
his Masses also imbues his sym- 
pronies. so much so that he even 
i-trodu-ed reminiscences of the 
Masses into the symphonies.” 

The late Bruno Walter, dis- 
cussing Bruckner and Mahler 
(whose compositions, among 
|} them a Resurrection Symphony, 
are touched with a_ profound. 
yearning spirituality but include 
no sacred works), once summed 
up the difference between the 
| two composers with the remark, 
“Mahler, his whole life through,

was seeking God: Bruckner had 
found God.” 

Ernest Bloch. born in Switzer- 
land. trained in Belgium and 
France. spent a major portion 
of his long creative life in the 
United States. where he died in 
1959 at the age of seventy-nine. 
He was the first major composer 
to write a large-scale setting of 
the traditional Jewish Sabbath 

| service, his Avodath Hakodesh, 
or Sacred Service, produced in 
1933. This work. according to 
the late Eric Blom. “is universal 
in its appeal and on the whole 
net specifically Hebraic in ex- 
pression.” Yet several of Bloch’s 


> 


instrumental compositions might 
be taken for wordless recitations 
from the Old Testament. These 
would include the striking Violin 
Concerto as well as the violin 
suite Baal Shem and the two 
impassioned pieces for cello and 
orchestra, Schelomo (a “Hebraic 
rhapsody” named for King Sol- 
omon) and A Voice in the Wil- 
derness. 

* There were. of course, great 
men before Bach. There were 
Palestrina and Victoria and Jos- 
quin de Préz and William Byrd, 
the early masters of polyphonic 
choral writing (Palestrina alone 
left more than a hundred masses, 
many of astonishing power). 
In 16th-century Venice, there 
were Andrea Gabrieli and_ his 
nephew Giovanni, who filled St. 
Mark’s with the exciting sounds 
of brass choirs “answering” each 
other across the nave from the 
two choir lofts, sometimes with 
vocal choirs as well. 

During the reign of Louis 
XIV, the great Jean-Baptiste Lul- 
ly and Marc-Antoine Charpentier 
wrote grand masses and Te 
Deums reflecting the splendor of 
the Sun King’s court. Charpen- 
tier also wrote the enchanting 
Petite Messe de Minuit (‘Little 
Midnight Mass” for Christmas). 
quoting contemporary French 
carols. 

Bach had three great con- 
temporaries, all more celebrated 
than he in their own time. Two 
were Vivaldi and Telemann, 
whose music lapsed into nearly 
two centuries of neglect until the 
recent “rediscoveries” of the 
Baroque. Vivaldi’s magnificent 
Gloria, which borrows a theme 
or two from his Four Seasons, 
is a fine complement to the Bach 
Magnificat, and his imposing 
Dixit is a large-scale setting of 
the 190th Psalm, with a dramatic 


depiction of the Last Judgment.

than Bach and Handel combined. 
left no fewer than 44 passions. 
His St. Mark Passion, which was 
recorded recently, brims over 
with appealing: melodies and 
makes fine use of such Baroque 
instruments as the lute. recorder, 
viola d'amore, and viola da gamba. 

Bach’s other great contempo- 
rary was Handel. many of whose 
oratorios are based on Biblical 
themes—Esther, Solomon, Jeph- 
ta, Joshua, Judas Maccabaeus, 
Samson, Deborah, to name a few.

you buy the fat spears because 
they are easier to handle and less 
wasteful than the thin ones. We 
also recommend buying aspara- 
gus loose rather than in bundles, 
because you can choose each 
spear, and spears all of a size. 
Six to eight spears is the very 
minimum to serve one person. 
Although chefs prefer a small, 
sharp knife for peeling asparagus, 
we ourselves like a potato peeler. 
In any event. cut off the tough 
root ends first. Then. holding the 
butt end up, peel off the outer 
skin deeply enough to expose the 
tender, Work 
the length of the spear, rolling it 


moist flesh. down 
around as you work, until you 
come to the tender, green portion 
near the tip. Done properly, the 
stalks will be all of a size and, 
except for the green tips, all of a 
color. Perhaps it is well to em- 
phasize here that the purpose of 
peeling the asparagus is not only 
to remove the skin but to shave 
off enough of the tough, outer 
flesh to make the entire cooked 
spear edible. Wash the peeled 
thoroughly cold, 
running water. Drain. Line the 
tips up, and tie twice—top and 
bottom—in bundles with string. 
To cook, lay the bundles of 
asparagus in well-salted. rapidly 
boiling water in a flat skillet. 
Cook uncovered (this keeps the 
asparagus green) tender 
but still firm to the bite. Not 
limp, please. A matter of 2 to 3 
minutes after the water comes to 
a boil again. Test the butt end 
with the point of a small, sharp 
knife. several thick- 
nesses of paper towels. Remove 
strings. If it is to be served hot, 
arrange on a dish lined with a 
fresh linen napkin to absorb any 
liquid that exudes from the aspar- 
agus, and keep it hot—briefly— 
over a kettle of hot water: if cold, 
drain as above and remove strings.

does not touch bones or the foil.) 
For well done, roast 40 minutes 
per pound or up to 175°F. 

Remove from oven, lift out of 
foil, discard bones, and pour 
liquid into a measuring cup. Re- 
wrap meat in foi] and keep warm. 

With a baster, siphon off any 
fat that rises to the surface of 
the liquid. Combine cream and 
saffron with juices. Pour into a 
saucepan. Mix cornstarch with 
enough cold water to make a 
smooth paste. Stir into sauce and 
cook, over low heat, until slightly 
thickened. Taste for seasoning. 
Stir in well-drained capers. 

To serve, slice meat about 14- 
inch thick, arrange on a hot plat- 
ter, spoon sauce over meat, and 
garnish with a bouquet of parsley.

easily through crevices and min- 
ute cracks. Some walls leak sound 
the way a perforated container 
leaks water. By careful listening 
along a wall, it is possible to tell 
exactly where the leaks are. A 
good signal to listen for: a vacu- 
um cleaner running in the room. 

A light switch can leak sound 
through a wall if it backs on an- 
other light switch. The remedy is 
to relocate one of them. A poorly 
fitting door can let a flood of 
sound into a room. A new kind of

should be a physical separation of 
floor and ceiling. It can be done 
in an existing room by “floating a 
ceiling” free of contact with the 
floor above it. The new ceiling 
may be of plasterboard, and it is 
suspended with special resilient 
clips, so it has no rigid connection 
with the house structure. 

Not all sounds that come down 
through the ceiling from the floor 
above are airborne. Some are im- 
pact noises, transmitted directly 
to the structure, like footsteps, 
being 


chairs scraping, objects 


dropped. The easy way to stop 
these sounds is by cushioning the 
floor above. A rug and pad do 
an excellent job. Resilient floor- 
ing also helps. If a wood floor is 
desired, its impact sounds can be 
isolated by “floating the floor.” 
The floor is installed over a layer 
of sound-stopping board. The floor 
is nailed to wood strips, but these 
strips rest free on the sound-stop- 
ping board. Any nails driven 
through that layer would transmit 
sound to the structure. 

Heard in the bedroom, and 
often disturbing to it, are equip- 
ment noises. In the still of night, 
even a light switch can mean a 
rude awakening. It’s simple to re- 
place such switches with absolute- 
ly silent mercury switches. 

A tight-fitting door can be the 
answer to noises originating in 
the bathroom. If the sound is of 
water running through pipes, it 
may mean excessive water pres- 
sure or pipes of inadequate size. 
Old pipes clogged with lime and 
rust behave like pipes of inade- 
quate size. The answers: a pres- 
sure-reducing valve, new piping.

A heating or air-conditioning 
duct running continuously from 
room to room may carry sounds 
from room to room. The cure: in- 
dividual ducts, or ducts made of 
or lined with fiber glass. 

For sleeping areas that must be 
absolutely quiet, electric heating 
may be the answer. Hydronic (hot 
water or steam) heating, installed 
with provision for absorbing con- 
traction and expansion noises. is 
also almost silent. One radiator 
manufacturer, Slant /Fin, has elim- 
inated baseboard radiation expan- 
sion and contraction noises with 
special plastic supports that pre- 
vent metal-to-metal contact. 

It’s easier to silence a noisemak- 
er by isolating it than by trying 
to hush it up with soundproofing. 
Central air-conditioning systems 
often have a compressor unit 
mounted on a slab outside the 
house. If it’s near the bedroom, 
move the unit. Move the television 
or hi-fi speaker from the wall ad- 
joining the bedroom. The more 
difficult alternate is to modify the 
wall to make it more soundproof. 

Architectural design can help 
create the pleasantly quiet bed- 
room. In a good acoustical plan, 
the bedroom faces the rear of the 
lot, not the street or driveway. It 
is physically apart from the noisy, 
active areas of the house—the liv- 
ing room, kitchen, playroom. 

Stopping noises that come into 
the bedroom from outside the 


house is similar to the problem of 
stopping noises that come in from 
other rooms. The walls should be 
as solid and as leakproof as it is 
possible to make them. 

The important leaks in outside 
walls are its windows. They should 
be of double glass, so that when 
they are shut on streetside noises 
they will transmit a minimum of 
sound through. Replace loose, rat- 
tly windows with tightly weather- 
stripped “Twindow” or “Thermo- 
pane” units. 

To control sounds that origi- 
nate within a room, you need the 
opposite of the dense solid mass. 
The surface must be soft to cush- 
ion sound and keep it from bounc- 
ing back. When sound bounces off 
walls, ceilings, and floor, it creates 
clatter. It is the familiar effect of 
the tunnel, where voices instead 
of being localized seem to come 
from everywhere and every sound 
builds up into noise, echoing and 
reverberating. Acoustical materi- 
als actually absorb and break up 
sound waves and keep them from 
building up. 

A bedroom has a more pleas- 
ant “ring” if there are abundant 
soft materials to absorb sound. 
An acoustical ceiling is a prime 
example. So is carpeting. Cur- 
tains hung in folds are better 
than those hung straight. More 
sound-absorbing area is exposed. 
If clothes closets have louvered 
doors they help absorb sound. ®

These are, in short, last strong- 
holds of past-century service, 
magnets of people who are hap- 
pily blessed with both the taste 
and the money to command this 
precious and_ fast - disappearing 
commodity.

Johann Strauss the Younger led 
its orchestra and Pavlova was 
once employed here as a dancer. 
King Edward VII and his lively 
companions were habitués, in- 
cluding Lily Langtry and Nellie

Irving, Sarah Bernhardt, Adelina 
Patti, Tetrazzini (tribute to her 
was that chicken dish), Enrico 
and Beniamino Gigli. 
McNeill Whistler lived 
here. While current guests may 
not exude the Edwardian glamour 
and glitter that marked the Sa- 
voy’s early days, many are rank-

ing celebrities by current stand- 
ards. After London’s early-cur- 
tain theater, the Savoy is an “in” 
supper place, where you can con- 
jure up the atmosphere of those 
hot-bird-and-cold-bottle days with 
Craigellachie smoked 
Whitstable oysters, plovers’ eggs, 


salmon, 


and grouse in season. The hotel 
also operates Simpsons’ in the 
Strand, still in the opinion of 
many the source of Old England’s 
greatest roast beef. 


De Hotel, another of the 
classics that is deemed by its fre- 
quenters to be as much like a club 
as a hotel, was started early in 
the 19th Century by James Brown, 
formerly butler to Lord Byron. In 
days when inns were primarily 
sleeping places, without public 
rooms, Brown’s shattered prece- 
dent by offering to ladies and gen- 
tlemen of quality hotel accommo- 
dation in the atmosphere of a su- 
perbly managed London town 
house of an early day. The qual- 
ity of personal attention and the 
atmosphere has been maintained, 
with modern amenities discreetly 
added to the paneled, polished, 
old-fashioned interior. Queen Vic- 
toria visited it; Napoleon III and 
Empress Eugénie stayed here: 
a French pretender held court in 
his rooms; Don Carlos, pretender 
to the Spanish throne, lived here; 
Rudyard Kipling was a habitué. 
To Americans the most interest- 
ing room is the one Theodore 
Roosevelt was living in at the time 
of his marriage to Edith Kermit 
Carow in 1886. Another Ameri- 
can, William K. Vanderbilt, had 
his wedding reception in Brown’s. 

A clue to how the fashion in ce- 
lebrity worship has changed over 
the years; during a stay in Lon- 
don’s May Fair Hotel, television 
actor Vince Edwards was so re- 
vered and protected by the staff 
that he could not receive mail,

messages, or phone calls in his 
own name. To them he will always 
and only be Dr. Ben Casey! 

In Austria when a hotel expects 
illustrious visitors, the state 
makes it possible for it to bor- 
row from the federal collection 
of historic furniture, much of it 
once used in the imperial palac- 
es. In Vienna the Sacher and the 
Imperial are the classic rococo 
hotels of the old guard. A worthy 
celebrity, then, might write notes 
on a desk Napoleon once used, or 
sit in a chair owned by Maria 
Theresia or Franz Josef. Certain- 
ly there’s an aura of Johann 
Strauss around these parts, too. 
You can almost hear Die Fleder- 
maus. 

In Innsbruck there’s the Golden 
Eagle, a Tyrolean hostelry which, 
from its l6th-century beginnings, 
has had continual royal and noble 
patronage, and was host to 
Goethe, whose room is still kept 
as it was and offered today to the 
contemporary great. To stay here 
is sheer heaven for history buffs, 
for its guests have included such 
names as these: Archduke Ferdi- 
nand II, Duke Albert V of Bavar- 
ia, the 17th-century Venetian cos- 
mographer, Marco Vincenzio Co- 
ronelli, Emperor Joseph II, broth- 
er of Marie Antoinette, Gustave 
III of Sweden, Charles X of 
France, the poet Chronegk, Kotz- 
ebue, Heinrich Heine, the Queen 
of Haiti, the formidable Metter- 
nich, and the Austrian patriot, An- 
dreas Hofer, whose furniture fur- 
nishes one room. Over the years 
distinguished guests have left 
mementoes of their visits. Paga- 
nini cut his name into a window. 


Luvesee by now knows that if 
you want to see the créme de la 
creme of Rome’s Cinecitta, you go 
to the Excelsior. More than that, 
it is rallying ground for the inter- 
national screen society whenever 
they are in Rome and, like the 
Ritz in Paris during the openings, 
unofficial headquarters for de- 
signers, buyers, and writers asso- 
ciated with couture.

Gaulle, Peter of Jugoslavia, 
George II of Greece, Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek, Queen Wilhel- 
mina of the Netherlands, Princess

Under the shallow-rooted dogwoods, where grass would be difficult to grow, 


gravel patterned with native evergreens offers textural contrast.

men possess. Nevertheless, it may 
serve to illustrate helpful princi- 
ples for the person who is build- 
ing or buying a house. 

The main principle would be to 
always regard the whole project 
—house and lot—as a single unit. 
Problems of livability, amenity, 
and comfort extend right through 
the wall out to the lot line. @

superstition. Small lamps placed 
over medieval beds were to dis- 
courage ghosts. Henry VII, to 
protect himself against the evil 
one had his bed thoroughly sprin- 
kled with holy water every night 
—a custom that didn’t help his 
rheumatism. The very position of 
the bed significant; one 
school of thought insisted that 
untroubled 


Was 


sleep was possible 
only when lying on a north-south 
axis; another, that a bed could 
never be on a diagonal for fear of 
encouraging demons. A_ particu- 
larly insidious notion proclaimed 
that women who loved their hus- 
bands slept only on their right 
side. (Perhaps this led to the 
convention that a woman driving 
in a coach must sit at the man’s 
right or be considered no lady.) 

The terrors of bed and dark- 
ness have the power to leave one 
incapable of reason or of defense. 
Take the story of a lady who 
awoke with the uneasy feeling of 
not being alone in her room. 
Definitely someone was moving 
softly about, and hands were con- 
bed 
without ever touching her. Para- 
lyzed by fright, she fainted. It was 
dawn when she recovered her wits 


stantly fluttering over the 


and found that the new butler ap- 
parently walked in his sleep and 
in the process of so doing laid the 
table for fourteen on her bed. 





The fact of being in bed, or out 
of it, and how one gets out, often 
has significance. Thomas Jeffer- 
son, when he built Monticello, 
was aware of the perils of getting 
out of the wrong side of bed. The 


‘interior walls between his study 


and his bedroom were designed to 
be thick enough to accommodate 
his bed, from which he had free 
access to either room—two right 
sides and no wrong. (During the 
day the bed was hoisted up to the 
ceiling by of a set of 
trolleys. Although this has been 
denied, many Jeffersonians believe 
it must be valid pointing out that 
Jefferson 


means

From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery 


By HELEN McCULLY 


Can you salvage a mayonnaise that has curdled? Yes. Rinse 
out a bowl in hot water, then dry. To it add one teaspoon of pre- 
pared mustard and one tablespoon of the curdled mayonnaise. 
Beat together with a wire whisk until creamy and thick. Then 
add the remaining mayonnaise by teaspoons, beating vigorously 
after each addition until creamy. The important thing to remem- 
ber is that you must add the curdled sauce bit by bit. 


Pe a macédoine of fruit the same thing as a compote? No. A 
macédoine actually means a mixture of fresh fruits or vege- 
tables, but usually refers only to fruits: a compote can be a 
composition of fresh or dried fruits or both. 


aa can you prevent a “skin” forming on a sauce? Profes- 
sional chefs dot the surface with softened butter. However, a 
piece of Saran placed right on top of the sauce, sealing it so 
no air can reach it, is equally effective. 


Wiy does homemade mustard sometimes taste bitter? Because 
it has not been allowed to season sufficiently. Ten minutes is 
the minimum seasoning time after the mustard has been pre- 
pared. The standard recipe is simply dry mustard mixed with 
enough tap water to make a thick, smooth, creamy paste. Don’t 
use hot water, because it will stop the enzyme action. Make 
only as much as you can use at one time and discard any that 
is not used up. 


my 
Ca hot foods be refrigerated while still hot? Today, they can. 
But in the old days of iceboxes and poorly insulated refrigera- 
tors, it was not advisable for the obvious reason hot foods 
would melt the ice or—and equally as unfortunate—raise the 
temperature of the storing section. Modern refrigerators are so 
well insulated and temperatures so perfectly controlled, these 
hazards no longer exist. However, unless immediate refrigera- 
tion is important, we would recommend a_ brief cooling-off 
period, because hot foods introduced into the cool depths of 
a modern refrigerator may cause some condensation on walls 


and containers—a minor inconvenience. 


A re stock, broth, and bouillon all the same thing? Essentially, 
yes, and cooks use the terms interchangeably. Broth, which 
means brew or stock, is the liquid obtained from simmering 
together meats, bones, or fish trimmings with vegetables. sea- 
sonings, and water. This liquid, strained and reduced, is the 
base for soups, sauces, and aspics, and is also used to braise 
and to cook vegetables. Bouillon is simply the French word, 
now anglicized, for stock or -broth. 


Dees a tiny clot or pink flesh indicate fowl is insufficiently 

cooked? No. Slight pinkness of the meat or miniature blood 

clots sometimes found in the legs or thighs of roasted birds is

perfectly normal. To test roasted fowl for doneness: Pinch the 
leg at the thickest part, which should feel soft; or move the 
leg—it should move easily in its socket. For the record, dark- 
ened bones are one of the best indications of a young bird. 


A re lemon sole, gray sole, and English sole all the same thing? 
In this sense only—they are all members of the flounder family 
and all are legitimately classified as sole. The name derives 
from the Latin solea, meaning sole of the foot. Of the three, 
the one most highly prized from a gastronomical standpoint is 
the European sole, popularly known as English, channel, 
Dover, which is caught in North Atlantic waters. It has a most 
distinctive, firm texture. This sets it apart completely from the 
lemon and gray sole which, unfortunately, some restaurants are 
inclined to pawn off on unsuspecting patrons as the “genuine” 
thing. “There should be a law.” people say, to force restau- 
rants to indicate clearly on menus what sole they are calling 
sole. English sole is imported to this country, frozen, and can 
be found in first-rate fish markets at rather stiff prices. A few 
deluxe restaurants fly it in fresh. Broadly speaking, the “sole” 
available is either lemon or gray, much softer-fleshed fish, 
which take their names from the colors they wear. Of these 
two, the gray is considered more desirable, especially by chefs, 
because of the rich gelatin yield—so important in preparing 
sauces and aspics. 


Hoi do you peel and seed tomatoes? Drop firm, ripe tomatoes 
into boiling water to cover. Allow to stand briefly or actually 
boil for ten seconds. Cut out the stem, peel off the skin, start- 
ing from the stem end. Cut in half (peeled or unpeeled) cross- 
wise and squeeze each half gently to extract seeds and juices 
from the center. If tomatoes are to be stuffed, sprinkle them 


with salt to draw out more of the juices and turn them upside 
down to drain, 


What can be done when oven racks stick? This is perhaps a 
more important question than appears at first glance, because 
a rack that won't slide easily on the “runner” can jar anything 
as delicate as a cake or a soufflé. Wipe the “runners” off to 
make sure they are clean, then dry, and coat lightly with a film 
of pure petroleum jelly—that old standby from your medicine 
chest—and racks will glide as if on skates.

Should wine bottles be wrapped in napkins? Not unless you 
want to conceal the source of the wine—in which case it would 
be far better to decant it. Mr. George Stich, Associate Director 
of the Four Seasons Restaurant and wine buyer for Restaurant 
Associates, tells us, “A chilled wine is allowed to sit in a napkin 
briefly so it can absorb any water that clings to the bottle when 
it is lifted from the cooler. If the wine is chilled in the refriger- 
ator, which is what many of us do today, a napkin would be 
a foolish affectation.” 


Ax papaya and papaw (or pawpaw) the same thing? By a 
curious and inexplicable coincidence, there are two entirely 
different fruits that travel under the name “papaw.” One, the 
wild fruit of a small tree of the middle United States; the other, 
the cultivated fruit of the American tropics. The North Ameri- 
can papaw is shaped somewhat like a banana and although it 
is edible, a taste for it usually has to be cultivated. The tropical 
papaw or papaya is the fruit of a tropical tree often called a 
tree melon, probably or perhaps because the flesh and _fla- 
vor of the fruit is melonlike. When ripe, it can shade from 
pale yellow to a deep orange or even a rich red. Like a melon, 
it is eaten with a spoon and served with salt, lemon, or lime

The papaw 
or papaya is the source of “papain,” the enzyme used to make 
meat tenderizers, 


12 it true the skin of cucumbers is coated with wax? Yes, a 
harmless wax sprayed on to inhibit wilting. Once thought 
poisonous, the skins of cucumbers are good to eat and, in ad- 
dition, decorative. If a recipe calls for sliced cucumbers, score 
the skin with the tines of a fork before slicing. Our grand- 
mothers automatically sliced off the stem ends, because the 
cucumber of that time was frequently quite bitter. She would 
then rinse her knife and peel the “cuke.” Happily, this charac- 
teristic has been bred out of the cucumbers by modern horti- 
culturists. There are two types of cucumbers: the table variety 
and the pickling variety. The “slicers,” a rich, dark green, are 
white-spined, round-ended, seven or eight inches long; the 
“picklers” are small, black-spined fruits too small to be sliced. 
The former are available pretty much the year round, although 
not in great abundance in the dead of winter; the latter are 
readily available only during the fall or pickling season. 


Wry are some cookies removed immediately from the baking 
pan, and others not? It depends on the nature of the cookies. 
Cookies high in sugar and fat, which are crisp when baked and 
cooled, are removed from the cookie sheet immediately after 
being taken from the oven for two reasons: 1, to avoid sticking 
to the pan; 2. to drop the temperature of the cookies quickly, 
so they will cool and crisp up. Cookies that are allowed to cool] 
on the baking sheet are those that need a longer cooling time 
and also time to develop a firmer texture. 


Es it necessary to wash meat before cooking? Many cookbooks 
suggest wiping (not washing) meat or fowl with a damp cloth 
before cooking. Unless you can actually see the need for it, 
which is extremely doubtful in this day and age, it seems to us 
a useless gesture. 


Saul potatoes be started in cold or boiling water? Boiling, 
salted water. Then cooked, covered, until they can be pierced 
easily with the point of a small, sharp knife. Drain immediately, 
then shake the pan over a high heat to dry them quickly or 
shake them out the window to accomplish the same thing. Cover 
lightly with a clean, dry dish towel to keep them warm. 


Wat are snow peas? Perfectly delicious members of the pea 
family, also known as edible-podded peas and sugar peas. The 
Chinese have used them in their cooking from time immemorial. 
Burpee’s 1966 Catalog says: “Sugar peas possess the tender- 
ness and fleshy podded qualities of a snap bean and the flavor 
and sweetness of fresh green peas. Peas are not shelled.” Sugar 
peas can be bought fresh in Chinese markets at a very fancy 
price, and they are now available frozen, packaged under the 
name “Pea Pods.” If you have a plot of ground, you can raise 
them yourself and know the infinite pleasure of eating them 
young and tender from your own vines. 


Wry do onions sometimes discolor noticeably when sliced? 
Undoubtedly because you are using a steel knife. The acid 
from the onions comes in contact with the steel and causes it to 
stain the onions, Actually, this happens with many fruits and 
vegetables. To be on the safe side, it’s best to use stainless-steel 
knives to slice or peel vegetables and fruits. ®

People, Places, Pleasures

Widely known for her daily interview program on New York's 
WQXR, Miss MacDonald is well acquainted with—and an 
acute observer of—the many worlds of esthetics, entertain- 
ment, travel, and the home.

RIVER FROM THE INSIDE OUT: Senator Maurine Neuberger’s 
Oregon home looks out on the beautiful Columbia River. Helen 
Hayes perched her dwelling high on Nyack, terraced it with 
cascades of greenery down to the Hudson.

with brandy and soak for three or four hours. Add a bottle 
of Rhine wine and one of Champagne, both chilled. Then the 
flowers, and a pinch of woodruff. 


HELP AND BE HELPED: Often the financing of a new house 
calls for extraordinary measures. The British have found such 
measures necessary in the financing of the splendid old houses 
which their government has very selectively classified as 
“stately homes,” eligible for tax relief provided they are open 
to the public. Thus it is that the amiable and knowledgeable 
man who guides you about the castle may turn out to be His 
Lordship. 

Such a pleasing mixture of motives is responsible for the 
willingness of Sir Francis Knowles to welcome visitors to 
“Avebury Manor,” one of Great Britain’s Stately Homes that 
dates back to the 1500’s, and is noted for its fine gardens 
with topiary hedges and more than 12,000 tulips. 

In America as well, country landowners are discovering 


new ways to use—and improve—their properties. See below. 


FISHING: The U.S. Department of Agriculture has issued a 
booklet avariciously entitled “Money from a Farm Pond.” 
Well, there’s nothing wrong with money, especially if you can 
get a lot of fish to help you earn it. By stocking your pond, 
you can provide a lot of pleasure for fishermen who will be 
glad to pay a small charge per hour for the privilege of 
trying to take out what you just put in. 


SLEEPING: People who fish certainly need to sleep, especially 
young people who have been cycling all day. “If you have a barn, 
that’s all they need,” says Justin Cline of American Youth 
Hostels: a clean, weatherproof barn on a path that leads to 
somewhere. Thousands of fine young people are hosteling all 
the time, and looking for inexpensive shelter at the day’s end. 


HUNTING: Whether or not Frank Miller, the New York news- 
paper executive, asks his hunting lodge “Switzkill Farms” at 
Berne, New York to help support itself, it does pay part of the 
upkeep—at least the surrounding land does. Mr. Miller 
bought 1,600 acres of marsh, field, and forest, and promptly 
started stocking it with pheasants, partridges, and quail. He 
also introduced peacocks and other decorative birds. Sorry, 
no passing strangers are welcome. The hunting is for private 
and personal pleasure only. Where is the profit? So prolific 
are the birds under Switzkill’s ideal conditions, and so eflec- 
tive the hunters that considerable surplus game is snapped up 
by the New York restaurant, “21.” 


PLAYING BOTH ENDS: Stocking a pond or a forest adds to our 
natural resources, and even more fundamentally so does the 
planting of trees. Trees peg down our soil, on which every- 
thing else depends: We have to build our houses on it, land- 
scape them, plant our gardens, design our paths, build our 
roads—in short, live on it. Tree farming is a business that 
can be financially profitable in the long run, and it is certain 
to be profitable immediately in beautifying your acres and your 
outlook. (When asked his business, Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt always described himself as a tree farmer.) 

Seedling trees are available to qualified applicants at $10 
or $15 a thousand in most states. They are offered by state 
conservation departments and by the private-industry-backed 
American Forest Products Industries, Inc. The planting is not 
as laborious as you might think, using a family production 
line, and imagine the feeling of accomplishment when you see 
your seedlings growing green and tall!

The great and stirring spectacle 
that is opera Can be seen on stage 
mostly at two seasons—starting 
in the spring and again in the 
fall. Just now, as the spring tours 
are getting under way, is a good 
time to see what’s in store, and 
where, and to consider some of 
the exceptional new offerings on 
records. 

Opera, in America, is a recently 
acquired taste. But in the past 20 
years we have come a long way 
very quickly. Last season—from 
1964 to 
},000 perform- 


ances of 331 different operas were 


September September 


1965—more than 
played. This hardly makes it the 
national pastime, but it’s an im- 
pressive statistic, especially when 
you consider that for its first sea- 


son, in 1883, the Metropolitan 
Opera Company played only 40 
performances. 

Just last fall the Metropolitan 
Opera established a national tour- 
ing company. The first perform- 
ance of this exciting project was 
given in Indianapolis and ends 
this spring in Shreveport, play- 
ing 366 cities in between. Large 
and enthusiastic houses have ac- 
claimed the company almost ev- 
erywhere on the tour, and plans 
are now set for an equally ambi- 
tious schedule for the coming 
season. 

If you live in the vicinity of the 
following cities, there’s still time 
to hear this exceptional company, 
on the dates indicated.

Not only is there more opera on 
tour, but the leading companies 
are planning longer seasons io 
the coming year in their own 
houses. This includes New York, 
Chicago, and San Francisco, and 


‘also Baltimore, Central City, Cin- 


cinnati, Dallas, Fort Worth, Hous- 
ton, New Orleans, Philadelphia. 
Pittsburgh, St. Louis, Seattle, and 
Tulsa. These are all professional 
companies that present first-rank 
artists in fine productions of 
mostly standard repertory. Bos- 
ton. Washington, Santa Fe, and 
the New York City Opera, all of 
which regularly offer a generous 
schedule of contemporary opera, 
are also playing extended sea- 
sons. 

College opera workshops are 
another indication of the growth 
of American interest in this most 
challenging of the theatrical arts. 
Since they do not have experi- 
enced soloists, they aim for good 
ensemble performance and _pre- 
sent a repertoire that often shows 
more imagination than that of all 
but a few of the professional 
troupes.

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Richard Wagner’s magnificent 
tetralogy The Ring of the Ni- 
belung. 

A finer cast for the climactic 
opera of the Ring could not be 
imagined today: Birgit Nilsson, 
Wolfgang Windgassen, Gottlob 
Frick, Dietrich Fischer-Dieskau, 
Christa Ludwig, Claire Watson. 
The orchestra is the Vienna Phil- 
harmonic, an operatic ensemble 
without peer. The musical direc- 
tor is Georg Solti, the vital Hun- 
garian conductor who now guides 
the artistic affairs of London’s 
Royal Opera at Covent Garden. 

Quality of sound 

The other Wagner masterpiece 
is Parsifal, in a recording by 
Philips of an actual performance 
made during the 1962 Bayreuth 
Festival. It was conducted by the 
late Hans Knappertsbusch, with 
a cast led by two Americans— 
Jess Thomas and Irene Dalis, and 
the great German singing actor 
Hans Hotter. The quality of the 
sound affords engaging proof that 
this opera fares best in the acous- 
tical environment of the operatic 
theater. 

From Deutsche Grammophon 
there is the premiere recording of 
Richard Strauss’s  mythology-in- 
spired Daphne conducted by Karl 
Bohm, the man to whom Strauss 
dedicated the score and who di- 
rected its first performance in 
Dresden in 1938. Like the Parsi- 
fal recording, this, too, preserves 
an actual performance. It was re- 
corded at a recent Vienna Fes- 
tival in the Theatre an der Wien, 
the charmingly intimate opera 
house where Beethoven’s Fidelio 
played its opening night. 

Beyond Bohm’s warm and au- 


thoritative direction, there is 
some ravishing singing to admire: 
Hilde Gueden in the title role, the 
fine young lyric tenor Fritz Win- 
derlich, and the brilliant James 
King, a young man from Kansas 
who appears to be developing 
into that rarest of operatic spe- 
cies, the genuine Heldentenor. 
Another admirable issue from 
DGG was also directed by Bohm: 
Mozart’s divinely human and fan- 
tastic The Magic Flute. Made in 
Berlin with an excellent cast, 


highlighted by Dietrich Fischer- 


Dieskau’s portrayal of the bird- 
man Papayeno, this rendition in- 
cludes enough of the spoken 
dialogue (so often cut out in 


previous recordings) to give one 


‘a coherent theatrical experience. 


Still another gem from Deutsche 
Grammophon is a notable re- 
cording, the first in stereo, of 
Alban Berg’s difficult yet touch- 
ing opera Wozzeck. Under the 
guidance of Conductor Bohm, the 
score, which is frequently atonal, 
is rendered with such clarity and 
luminosity that it is difficult to 
imagine its being soon surpassed. 
Fischer-Dieskau is the tortured 
anti-hero Wozzeck; Evelyn Lear, 
the American soprano, is Marie. 
The recording, made in West 
Berlin, is superb. 

To cap an interval of unparal- 
leled operatic riches, there were 
two releases to satisfy the most 
fastidious enthusiasts for original 
operas in English. 

Last spring, Victor reissued its 
famous abridged recording of the 
Gertrude Stein-Virgil Thomson 
opera Four Saints in Three Acts, 
a unique work in an engaging 
fashion full of the piety and spirit 
of religious life. The performance 
is under the composer’s direction. 
The all-Negro cast includes many 
of the singers who participated in 
the original production of 1934. 

Admirers of Igor Stravinsky’s 
The Rake’s Progress will be de- 
lighted with the composer’s di- 
rection of a performance domi- 
nated by English singers but not 
without’ memorable contribution 
by two Americans: Judith Raskin 
as Anne Trulove and John Rear- 
don as Nick Shadow—on Colum- 
bia. First presented in 1951, but 
written in the style of Mozart’s 
day, this opera has become the 
most durable musico-dramatic 
monument of the last 20 years. 

And, for good measure, here 
are four outstanding new oper- 
atic recital Tenor, Jon 
Vickers; Victor. Soprano, Renata 
Tebaldi; on London Records. 
Mezzo soprano, Marilyn Horne; 
London, and one by Montserrat 
Caballe. the young Spanish so- 
prano who was the vocal sensation 
of last spring in her surprise 
debut in Carnegie Hall.

For the nonconforming traveler, here is a complete change of 


worlds, 


a fascinating shift of terrain and historical climate 


By MITCHELL GOODMAN 


To depart the classic, tourist- 
trodden Italy, to go down from 
the hills of Tuscany and_ the 
tawny urbanity of Rome until one 
reaches the stark white moun- 
tains and volcanic fire of the 
Aeolian archipelago is to make 
a complete change of worlds. It is 
a world of small islands at the 
end of the Tyrrhenian Sea, in the 
embrasure of water where the 
boot-toe of Italy kicks at Sicily. 
This is Italy, too, and a civiliza- 
tion so ancient that one finds the 
excavated villages. implements, 
and art works of some of the ear- 
liest-known Mediterranean  peo- 
ples. Yet these island places re- 
tain the freshness of untamed 
nature, and the primal drama of 
a voleano-studded landscape still 
makes itself felt in awesome dis- 
plays of sound and flash and 
color. The short voyage out to 
these islands, 
Milazzo in Sicily, is change in its 


from Messina or 


truest sense—the coming of the 
unexpected. Of the seven inhab- 
ited islands in the Aeolian group, 
Vulcano, Lipari, Salina, Panarea, 
and Stromboli are conveniently 
clustered within an hour or two 
of each other by boat. If time al- 
lows, include Filicudi and_ its 
neighbor, Alicudi, for their pris- 


tine beauty and bright serenity. 

Within the islands the contrasts 
are just as exciting. Almost from 
moment to moment, as one cruises 
these coasts, the scene shifts with 
dazzling effect from barren vol- 
canic slopes to fertile gardens, 
from fierce mountains the color 
of rust to black “rivers” of frozen 
lava and hills of pumice stone 
as white as ivory. Grotesque islets 
of sea-sculptured rock are suc- 
ceeded by quiet bays with gently 
sloping beaches. The boat moves 
through the limpid sea over the 
fantastic underwater landscape, 
itself volcanic, that has made this 
the favored territory of Italian 
skin divers. One moment it is 
passing a little port of sugar-cube 
houses more Oriental than Euro- 
pean; the next it moves past gi- 
gantic rock formations like noth- 
ing one has ever seen: phantas- 
magoric shapes of bridges and 
arches, fortresses, spires, and 
obelisks, deep grottoes, a kind of 
voleanic-rock fiord. It is as if one 
had come upon Dante’s scenes of 
paradise and purgatory all mixed 
together. And then the climax, 
the Inferno itself: blocks of fire. 
incandescent torrents of lava. 
sparks like a fall of meteorites—

Lipari, with Vuleano and Sa- 
lina very close on either side, is 
the heart of these islands, partly 
because it is the largest and the 
best supplied with hotels and 
boat services, and has a notable 
spa. Most important, it contains, 
in the shell of an old bishop’s 
palace, one of the most interest- 
ing archeological museums in 
Europe, a clear, concise guide to 
Mediterranean cultural develop- 
ment from neolithic times through 
every crucial stage down to the 
Greeks and Romans, What makes 
this collection doubly rewarding 
is that its source sites are all 
close by, so that one gets an or- 
ganic and integral sense of man’s 
achievement here, and of the con- 
ditions out of which it grew. 

Nor does one have to go far to 
begin this search, for the very 
ground on which the museum 
stands has given the archeologists 
as meaningful and vital an in- 
sight into prehistory and classical 
history as one could hope for. 
The museum, with other ancient 
buildings, stands on a high rock 
table that

(The archipelago lies 
just to the west of the Straits of 
Messina, between Italy and Sicily, 
a pivotal point in Mediterranean 
history since earliest times.) No- 
where else in this germinal sea 
has the succession and cross-civil- 
ization of cultures shown itself so 
clearly and completely. The mu- 
seum is as satisfying for what it 
actually shows us—with its pots 
and jars and utensils—about the 
development of craft and design 
as it is as a key to the rich Medi- 
terranean past. Its handsomely

FACES 


OF A FENCE 


By DAVID X. 


In the lifetime of almost every 
house, there comes a time when a 
fence is needed. Fences can serve 
in a variety of ways. For each way 
there is a special kind of fence 
that serves best. New prefab panel 
sections and precut kits make it 
possible to erect almost any style 
of fence without the expense of 
custom board-by-board building. 


1. For privacy 

As walls for outdoor rooms and 
to shield windows from the street, 
a privacy fence is the answer. 
The degree of privacy required 
varies with the circumstance. A 
strategically placed baffle may be 
all that is needed to protect a 
patio from a children’s play area 
or shield a picture window. But 
where bedrooms or bathrooms 
have their own garden extensions, 
maximum screening is the order. 

Maximum screening usually 
means solid boards or panels, 
tightly assembled pickets or pal- 
ings, or horizontal louvers. When 
the goal is to stop the eye com- 
pletely, there can be no visible 
gap between boards. One of the 
best types of solid fence is one 
built of the same siding material 
as the house (clapboards, shingles, 
or whatever), so that it looks like 
an extension of the house wall 
and an integral part of the struc- 
ture. As such it can reduce the

apparent height of a house and 
give it desirable longer, lower 
lines. It can pull together a house 
and a separate garage and make 
them appear as one. 

One of the most widely used 
types of solid fence is the basket- 
weave: It comes in preassembled 
panels, usually woven of 14” 
3” redwood boards, and may be 
stained or painted. It offers total 
screening and allows some air 
movement through. In 4’-by-8’ 
size, it sells for about $14 per 
panel, a 3”-by-3” redwood post in- 
cluded with each section. A tight 
lattice fence has qualities similar 
to a basketweave. 

Panel maierials such as_ply- 
wood go up faster than boards 
and are often the more economical 
way to achieve a solid fence. Ply- 
wood offers many opportunities 
for shadowline and textural ef- 
fects, with rough-sawn, V-grooved, 
board-and-batten, and deep- 
grooved designs. Only “exterior 
grade” plywood should be used 
for fences. One lesser-known kind 
of plywood is “medium density 
overlay.” It is plywood that has 
been improved by a tough resin- 
ous coating. It takes paint flaw- 
lessly. In 1%” thickness these 
panels can stretch between posts 
spaced at 8’ intervals without 
need for the bracing and support 
of top and bottom rails. 







irdboard offers many of the 
same design varieties as plywood, 
plus perforated patterns. For out- 
door use. only tempered hard- 
hoards are satisfactory, and they 
require painting. 

Plastic panels, both fiber-glass 
and acrylic varieties, have the 
advantage of letting light through. 
This can be helpful to plants and 
oflers opportunities for shadow- 
play. Plants backlighted by the 
sun cast their silhouettes on the 
plastic. Plastic panels are avail- 
able in corrugated and textured 
types. some with decorative em- 
bedments, and in colors as gem- 
like as stained glass. Use only 
panels recommended for outdoors. 

Aluminum panels specially fab- 
ricated for fencing may have a 
durable baked-on enamel finish 
in white and colors. They offer a 
variety of conformations (corru- 
gated shapes) and textures. One 
type is perforated. Complete alu- 
minum fence kits sell for approxi- 
mately $1.75 per foot in four-foot 
heights. Posts are extra. 

Horizontal louvers make an at- 
tractive and popular fence. They 
offer complete privacy and let air 
through freely. But they are ex- 
pensive. They take more lumber 
(and more paint) than solid board 
fences. Because long louvers have 
a tendency to twist and sag, only 
the best quality lumber should be 
used, and intermediate supports 
installed where spans are 8 feet. 

An effective privacy screen al- 
ternates boards on opposite sides 
of the fence. Such board-and- 
board fences have the same good 
ventilating qualities as louver 
fences, but can be built with less 
expensive lumber. The boards can 
be placed either vertically or 
horizontally.

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2. For protection 


A fence that serves for privacy 
won't necessarily offer security. 
For security, a fence must be 
difheult to get over, under, and 
through. It must keep children 
and pets out or in, politely stop 
casual intrusion, and discourage 
willful breaching. 

All fences offer a degree of pro- 
tection. A chain-link fence offers 
a maximum amount, as evidenced 
by its widespread industrial use. 
For home use. it can be planted 
over or given special decorative 
treatment to soften its look. An 
exception is around a swimming 
pool. Here the special advantage 
of the chain link fence is that it 
offers no visual barrier. 

Chain-link fencing had its ori- 
gin around the turn of the century 
as a bedspring material. As fenc- 
ing, it has traditionally been gal- 
vanized to prevent rust. Now it 
may be vinyl-coated (in a variety 
of colors) for that purpose, or it 
may be made in aluminum. 

A stockade fence can offer both 
privacy and protection. Typically 
of slender cedar pickets placed 
close together. it is available in 
heights to eight feet and in com- 
pletely finished sections eight feet 
long. The pickets may end in busi- 
ness-like points or be capped by a 
board. The latter is considered a 
more contemporary design. The 
eight-foot-high size costs approxi- 
mately $3.50 per linear foot, un- 
installed. Most fence dealers will 
measure and arrange installation. 

For medium security, fences of 
board-and- 
beard construction are recom-

To enclose a_chil- 
dren’s play area, wire fencing 
three feet high is available in tra- 
ditional double scroll pattern for 
about $30 per 100 feet. The wire 
may be galvanized or plastic-cov- 
ered. It requires a minimum of 
support, can be stapled to house 
and trees. Another child-protec- 
tive fence made of lath comes in 
sections ten feet long that bolt 
together. Four sections, to make 
a ireestanding 10’-by-10’  play- 
yard, cost $32. 


3. Boundaries 


These do more than mark prop- 
erty lines and serve as supports 
for rambling roses. They stop 
easual trespassing and_ shortcut- 
ting. Their special charm is that 
they impose a minimum of in- 
terruption on the scene. 

The post-and-rail fence is the 
most open type of boundary 
marker. Cost of a fence is usually 
determined by the amount of ma- 
terial that goes into it. and the 
amount of labor necessary to as- 
semble and erect it. For these 
reasons, post-and-rail fences rank 
as one of the least expensive. 

A 2-rail fence is about three 
feet high when erected; 3- and 4- 
rail, about four feet. Sections are 
usually ten feet long. A 2-rail sec- 
tion is $4 to $8, depending on 
whether it is made of chestnut. 
locust, redwood, or cedar. Erec-

tion cost is minimal, for it re- 
quires post holes only every ten 
feet (as against eight for most 
other fences) and parts assemble 
as easily as a Tinker-toy. 

Post-and-rail fences had their 
origin in days when land was be- 
ing cleared for farms. Typically. 
it is of peeled poles or split rails. 
A modern fence in the post-and- 
rail tradition uses dressed lumber. 
Known as a post-and-board fence. 
it is usually built with 4”-by-4” 
posts, and boards 4”, 6”, or 8” 
wide, or in a combination of sizes. 
All materials for almost any style 
of post-and-board fence can be 
bought for from $4 to $8 per eight- 
foot section. 

Picket fences as boundary 
markers may be simple or highly 
stylized. There are hundreds of 
picket patterns and post-cap de- 
signs, ranging from classical to 
contemporary. The simplest picket 
fences of red cedar cost about 85 
cents per linear foot in three-foot 
heights, 98 cents in four-foot, un- 
assembled. 


4. To control wind and sun 

By stopping the wind. a 50-de- 
gree day can be made as comfort- 
able as one 70 degrees. Paradoxi- 
cally, a totally solid fence is not 
always best for the job. Wind 
striking a solid fence spills over 
its top. At the maximum, a solid 
fence offers wind shelter for a dis- 
tance equal to its height. By add-

ing an 18” haffle. slanted at a 


15° to 60° angle either into or 
with the wind. shelter up to 144 
times the fence height can be 
achieved. The most effective kind 
of fence for wind control is one 
with spaced boards or other open- 
ings that let the wind through. 
but slow it. Typically, this might 
be a board or slat fence with 14” 
spaces. It will turn a wind into a 
gentle breeze and is effective for 
a distance of up to three times 
the fence height. 

Windbreak fences are useful 
around children’s pools and sand- 
boxes. They are also desirable 
around adult pools and patios. In 
some areas. as along the shore. a 
prevailing stiff breeze makes out- 
door areas untenable, but to put 
up an ordinary fence would mean 
blocking the view. This is the 
place for a glass windbreak. 

Glass used in a fence requires 
the same kind of firm support as 
when it is used in a house. In- 
adequate framing will warp and 
crack the glass. Double-strength 
glass should be used for panels 
up to-24” by 36”. tempered glass 
if conditions are especially severe.

Yes, Virginia, people still go to Niagara Falls on their 
honeymoon and, what’s more, come back with certifi- 
cates signed by the mayor to prove it. They still stand 
on Prospect Point, like the loving couple above, still 
put on oilsxins to walk under the thundering torrents 
in the Cave of the Winds, and still have their pictures 
taken, mist-sprayed and happy, with the giant waters 
roaring in the background.

Japanese honeymoon 

In Japan in the wedding month 
of October, we observed that the 
Nipponese idea of an ideal honey- 
moon is the day-long voyage over 
the Inland Sea from Osaka (or 
Kobe) to Beppu’s hot springs.

And as the good ship 
Kurenai Maru pulls out into the 
glittering morning bay, the air is 
made lugubrious with Auld Lang 
Syne played over a loudspeaker, 
and there can not be said to be a 
dry eye on dock or deck.

Eszter Haraszty’s house is bright, ebul- 
lient, full of the unexpected, furnished 
in a mélange of Victoriana and modern 
classics, spiced with Thonet chairs lac- 
quered white. And then, with an ex- 
travagance of intense color against an 
almost dazzling white background, the 
upholstery is strewnawith flowers in the 
stitchery of their gifted owner. When 
she was unable to find a fabric she liked 
to cover the Thonet chaise, left, she 
took things into her own hands.

This is furniture to evoke the England of an antique day when manor-house 
living was “‘tozie and cosh,” gentlemen read The Spectator, and ladies plied 
their needlework, marveling at the novelty of calico and cinnamon, tea and 
Turkish carpets, and all the strange new bounty that was pouring into Eng- 
land from the world at large. The superior cabinetry you see here might 
lead you to exclaim, “They don’t make furniture like that these days.” But 
they do—and in Holland, Michigan, U.S.A. And that’s the burden of our 
tale. The rooms on these six pages are furnished in toto, not with antiques, 
but with the new and greatly distinguished Britannia Collection of Baker 
Furniture, Inc. Executed in walnut and such rarely encountered woods as 
oak, ash, and yew, it recaptures the eclectic domestic climate of English sub- 
urbia during the rich span of years that ended the 17th Century and started 
the 16th on its way.

The Britannia Collection. historically

Many festival towns, rich in history and traditions, 
are a dazzling travel bonus in themselves, besides 
the unforgettable performances, wedded to settings, 
that they offer: Parsifal’s Wagnerian ecstasy set in 
Bayreuth’s miracle of light; Hamlet's poetry brought 
to life on the banks of the Avon; Grieg’s music, crisp 
as a breeze from the fjords, heard in the sunny garden 
of his Troldhaugen home.

THROUGH HISTORY WITH WEDDING MYTH AND CUSTOM

In rare moments of agreement, anthropologists claim that humans have 


ee 


always lived in “a state of marriage.” To enter this state, man originally 
had to catch a wife. Growing softer as he grew more civilized, he took to 
buying one. Then, intimidated by a backlash of refinement, he found him- 
self having to win one. Social scientists refer to these phases as marriage 
by capture, by purchase, and by fascination. They rate the method inconse- 
quential in its effect on the contract, which remains basically changeless. 
Philosophically sound although emotionally impractical, “marriage” accord- 
ing to Confucius, “is at the bottom of all government.” Menander, a Greek 
dramatist of 300 B.c., ruefully added: “It is in truth an evil, but it is a neces- 
sary evil.” Promised rewards to a married citizen in afterlife so impressed 
the early Persians that they hired persons to be espoused posthumously to 
relatives who died celibate. Today, Polish country folk repeat the adage: 
“Before going to war say a prayer, before going to sea say two, before marry- 
ing say three.” Far from being cynicism, it is a matter of plain common sense. 

Every practical and metaphysical prop might well be invoked on the wed- 
ding day. This is the ultimate moment to accentuate the positive while re- 
maining aware of the negative. Wedding etiquette, far from being a mere 
matter of manners, reflects human hopes and fears spelled out in superstition 
gathered from a potpourri of cultures. Neither sophisticate wit nor beatnik 
apathy are likely to detract from these tenacious touchstones. The Romans, 
for instance, believed it was unlucky for the groom to see his afhanced on 
their wedding day previous to the nuptials. A newlywed Roman husband

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THE BUBBLING WINES OF THE WORLD

Gazing into a crystal ball may provide 
some clue to the future, but gazing 
into a crystal goblet while bubbles 
rise to the surface of its pale amber 
contents gives a far rosier picture— 
at least of the immediate future. 

Sparkling wines add sparkle to any 
occasion and make a festive event even 
more festive. Whether pale amber, 
pink, or red, they seem to tickle senses 
beyond the palate, so that flavor be- 
comes a secondary matter. In some 
cases, this is just as well. 

Since sparkling wine is produced 
just about everywhere that still wine 
is made, there is today a wide choice 
of bubblers. Champagne is, of course, 
the most notable. It is the standard 
against which all others are judged. 

A wine enjoying quite a vogue in 
this country is Portugal’s Crackling 
Rosé, imported under several labels 
and generally recognizable by its terra- 
cotta bottle. This wine is supposed to 
be “fun” and “all-purpose” (a pair 
of epithets that make it appeal to a 


beginner), and to a certain extent it 


‘is. It is a semisweet wine that can be 


consumed with a good deal of pleasure 
and little thought. 

Italy’s Asti Spumante is golden and 
considerably sweeter. It is suited 


mainly to the dessert course, or to 


sipping during the day, perhaps with 
cookies. Lacryma Christi, also Italian, 
is slightly drier and lighter. 

Germany's Sekt (sparkling Rhine 
or Moselle) is a very big seller in many 
parts of the world. But sparkling wines 
are subject to such a high rate of tax 
in this country (for some strange rea- 
son it is 20 times the tax on still wine ) 
that here Sekt loses its chief claim to 
fame—its low price. 

Sparkling Vouvray, a white wine 
from the Loire Valley of France, varies 
from quite sweet to quite sweet. Like 
Sparkling Burgundy, which may be 
red, white, or rosé but is always on 
the sweet side, it is inclined to be un- 
distinguished.

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What makes a paté? 


Classically, a good paté or terrine is a 


combination of ground pork, pork fat, usu- 
ally veal and liver, Cognac or wine, spices, 
cubed meats such as ham or game, and, 
often, truffles. If this summary of the con- 
tents sounds formidable, patés are not, on 


the whole, difficult to make. And since they

keep well when sealed properly. they con- 
stitute a sturdy backlog in the refrigerator

Patés make a sophisticated first course, 
E but they are also ideal impromptu meals, 
_ since they call only for a salad and some 
crusty French bread. Wine is a natural ac- 
companiment, and we suggest chilled dry 
i white, or rosé, or a light red wine. 

Of our ten recipes, two—the Terrine 
_ of Chicken Livers and the Quick Terrine 
of Tuna—are not baked and _ technically

used from becoming dry and gives the mix- 
ture a lighter texture. Fat back—lard gras 
—from the back of the pig is preferred, 
because it is firm and does not disintegrate 
as easily as fat from other parts of the 
animal. But it is not always readily avail- 
able. The alternative is fat salt pork. which 
must be blanched in simmering water for 
ten minutes or so to remove the salt. To 
line the terrine, use thick strips of fat bacon, 
which also needs ten minutes of simmering 
to eliminate the smoky flavor. 

Careful seasoning is of the essence if the 
finished paté is to be memorable. Cognac 
adds enormous character, but it should be 
remembered that if it is allowed to domi- 
nate. the flavor can be bitter rather than 
subtle. Tasting, as you add, is the only sure 
way to spice a paté properly but here, like 
the wine taster, you savor without swallow- 


ing until it is seasoned with authority. 
How to serve 


To serve hot. the molded paté en croiite 
is released onto a hot serving platter and 
garnisned with watercress; to serve cold, 
onto a cold patter, surrounded with chopped 


aspic. Like all sliceable patés, it is sliced 


Cut the pieces of fat pork in half: put one 
half through the food grinder, using the 
finest blade; chop the other half coarsely. 
Dice the veal and ham into 14-inch cubes. 

Melt the butter or bacon fat in a skillet, 
add the onion and garlic, and sauté until 
golden brown. Then mince very fine. Com- 
bine with all the pork, veal, and ham, the 
salt, pepper, marjoram, thyme, allspice, 
and coriander. Mix very thoroughly. 

Sprinkle the gelatin over the consommé, 
then dissolve over moderate heat, stirring 
constantly. About 5 minutes. Stir into the 
meat mixture.

The French terrine, either oval or rec- 
tangular, is traditionally the “correct” dish 
for baking patés. Right as these shapes 
seem, patés can be cooked in almost any 
kind of baking dish but preferably por- 
celain. glazed earthenware, enameled iron.

Freezing and storing 


Authorities differ on the question of 
freezing. Here on House BEAUTIFUL we do 
not recommend it because it has been ou:

To prepare the duck: With a 
small sharp knife, cut the skin 
down the entire length of the 
back; cut off the wings with a 
heavy knife.

Using a large, heavy cleaver, 
chop the duck rack, wings, and 
all other bones very fine. Discard 
gizzard. Heat the oil in a heavy 
pan. When it is smoking, add the 
bones and cook a minute or two, 
stirring constantly. Then add hal} 
the shallots, the onions, almost 
half of the garlic cloves, the 
thyme, bay leaf, and parsley. Do 
not add salt or pepper. Cook 
about 5 minutes over high heat.

To weight, 
place a pan or a piece of heavy 
cardboard, slightly smaller than 
the paté mold, right on top of the 
baked paté.

To make a quick meat aspic: 
Follow preceding recipe, substi- 
tuting 2 cans beef broth for the 
chicken broth. 

To serve a paté in aspic: un- 
mold the chilled paté and re- 
move the layer of fat pork en- 
tirely. Wash the terrine or mold 
and pour a thin layer, about 14 
inch thick, of a compatible aspic 
over the entire bottom of the 
terrine. Refrigerate until firm. 
Replace the paté in the mold, 
pour enough aspic over and 
around it so paté is completely 
encased. Refrigerate until firm. 
This takes several hours. 

To garnish with chopped aspic: 
Pour aspic into a flat pan to a 
depth of about 14 inch. Refrig- 
erate. When firm, cut into small 
squares or diamonds, or chop fine 
on a clean dish towel (this helps 
to keep it from sticking). Sur- 
round the unmolded paté. 

To garnish sliced paté with aspic: 
Pour a thin layer of aspic into 
the serving platter to be used. 
Chill until set. Arrange the thick 
slices of paté on the layer of firm 
jelly. Spoon a layer of the slightly 
thickened aspic over the slices. 
Chill for 10 minutes or so. Re- 
more times, chilling 
Make more 
chopped aspic (see above) and 
arrange around the edge of the 
platter.

different—not necessarily worse, 
or even better, but different. Cali- 
fornia also produces several other 
effervescent wines, such as Spar- 
, kling Burgundy and Crackling 
Rosé. 

New York also makes most 
types of sparkling wine and uses 
the standard names for them— 
- Champagne, Sparkling Burgundy, 
— Crackling Rosé. As in California, 
the producers use the traditional] 
Champagne method of in-the-bot- 
tle fermentation for their quality 
wines. Others carry the phrase 
“Champagne type” or “bulk 
process” on the label. 

However, the wines of New 
York State producers are made 
from native American grapes. The 
results are highly individual wines 
that have set their own standards. 
| The best of it is very good. 
Whether it is “very good Cham- 
pagne” by French standards, or 
simply “very good” is an argu- 
' ment only the purists will raise. 


The original, from France 


Last and best, there is Cham- 
| pagne from the Champagne region 
of France. Wonderful, romantic, 
expensive stuff. Such stuff as 
dreams are made on. 

Champagne is a wine of great 
mystery that is, in reality, no 
mystery at all. It has always been 
surrounded with an unfair share 
| of the pompous nonsense that at- 
| tends wines—conceits running the 
gamut from saucer-shape glasses 
to swizzle sticks. Both help let out 
the bubbles it has taken about 
four years of hard work to get 
into the wine. 

In actual fact, the only rule 
that means anything is this: 
Serve Champagne in such a way 
that the maximum enjoyment is 
obtained from it. This is generally 
the simplest way—chilled, and in 
a wine glass that is large enough 
to hold a fair portion without 
fear of spilling. 

Where vintages are concerned, 
Champagne is far simpler than 
still wine, because a vintage (year 
of production) is declared (and 
printed on the label) only in ex- 
ceptional years. This does not 
mean that only vintage Cham- 
pagne is worth drinking. Far from 
it. Nonvintage Champagnes are 
generally $2 to $3 cheaper, and 
are blended in such a way that 
each brand has a consistent taste 
year in and year out. The taste 
varies from brand to brand, since 





é 


each company hews to a slightly 
different flavor. 

The purchase of Champagne is 
censiderably simplified by the fact 
that there are no problems of age. 
Whether vintage or nonvintage, 
the wine is not shipped until its 
producers judge it ready to drink. 
After it is recorked for shipping. 
Champagne improves practically 
not at all in the bottle, so there 
is nothing to be gained by home 
storage. 

Right now, in addition to the 
(about 15 
1959 and 
1961 vintages are on the market. 
And there are still some 1955’s 
around—and even an occasional 
1953. 

Unfortunately, the price range 
can be bewildering. A well-stocked 
wine store will have Champagnes 
ranging from about $4 to $14 a 
bottle—$4 for a 
brand, $14 for a wine made from 


standard nonvintage 
major brands), the 


little-known 


the pick of the grape crop, and 
usually presented in a_ fancy 
bottle. In between is the vast 
majority of Champagnes. with 
regular nonvintage brands selling 
for $6 or $7, and vintage for $9 
or $10. A good California Cham- 
pagne sells for about $5, a good 
New York State Champagne for 
about $4.50. 

Pink Champagne is a fantasy 
that many people consider the last 
word in elegant drinking. It does, 
indeed, look wonderfully festive 
in the glass, as does any sparkling 
rosé. But it is scarce, because not 
much is made. It is also expensive, 
and generally slightly sweet. 

The question of sweetness is a 
confused one. It is the fashion 
these days to like “dry” drinks— 
a contradiction in terms. There is 
no reason to assume that all culti- 
vated palates like the same thing. 
There is nothing to be ashamed 
of in favoring sweet drinks. In 
fact, it will save a little on the 
liquor budget. 


Dry vs. sweet 


The French undoubtedly thought 
they were smart when they labeled 
the driest Champagne Brut, a 
slightly sweeter one Extra Dry 
(or Extra Sec), and an even 
sweeter one Dry (or Sec). That 
way they have salvaged the pride 
of the purchaser who has preten- 
sions to, but little liking for, dry 
drinks. And that way they have 
confused a lot of people. Unfor-

should be ordered at least two months ahead of the great day. 


Most stationers require four weeks for delivery of the engraved 
sheets, though they can usually supply envelopes earlier, allow- 
ing more time for addressing. It is customary to mail invitations 
about three weeks before the wedding, in the hope that accept- 
ances and refusals will arrive promptly. As catering arrange- 
ments or club or restaurant reservations for the post-ceremony 
party must be made well in advance, only a rude guest delays 
reply. If young friends make the mistake of telephoning last- 
minute acceptances, the bride’s mother is justified in saying she 
is sorry but it’s too late. 

Although they are not mailed until the wedding day or shortly 
afterward, announcements are ordered along with the invitations. 
So are calling cards. These no longer live up to their name in 
most communities but are fine as gift enclosures. A Mr.-and-Mrs. 
calling-card plate—‘Mr. and Mrs. Carl Edward Beekman”— 
is doubly or triply valuable, as the “Mr. and” may be blocked 
out and the rest of the plate used for the bride’s own calling 
cards and informals. 

The wise bride-to-be who plans to write her thank-you’s for 
wedding presents as they come along lays in an ample supply 
of note paper or formal cards for the purpose. If she owns a 
maiden-name or monogram die, this is her last chance to use it. 

What should a bride have in her letter-paper trousseau? That 
is almost like asking what she should have in her house. There 
is no universal answer. It depends—on her taste, on how much 
she can spend, on her social circumstances. 

Basics are side-folded white or creamy letter sheets, required 
for responses to formal invitations. for letters of condolence, 
and correct for all other handwritten correspondence: cards that 
slip flat into their envelopes. or small notes or informals with a 
top fold for thank-you’s and other brief messages. including 
cocktail and dinner-party invitations: single sheets for type- 
written letters, plain for household business. either delicately

THE POTPOURE! 


How to capture fragrances for year-round pleasure 


By KATHLEEN 


The ambrosia of nighttime gar- 
dens. the muskiness of spices 
from the East, the perfumed 
scents from spring blossoms, the 
woodsy aromas of a shady glen, 
Shakespeare’s “perfumed tincture 
of roses” can be captured and 
savored for years in potpourris 
you. create. Preserved in’ hand- 
some crystal jars and china bowls, 
these fragrant mixtures enhance 
your own home or earmark gifts 
with your personal stamp. Start 
now and continue through sum- 
mer and early fall to cull the 
ingredients from your garden. By 
following these directions. you can 
bottle spring and summer scents 
to freshen stark winter days. 

Essential to all potpourris are 
predominant bouquets, necessary 
fixatives or tinctures, and a choice 
of additives to intensify the fra- 
grance. 

Bouquets 

The dominant fragrance in a 
potpourri can be one perfume 
such as ro-e or lavender, or a 
combination of garden scents, of 
floral and spice aromas, or of 
woodsy root and leaf mixtures. 
Most potpourris will contain 
roses and/or lavender, the best 
flowers for holding their fra- 
ecances when dried. Other good 
blooms are lemon verbena and 
rose geranium. Heady scents of 
hyacinth, violet, jasmine, and 
lilac unfortunately are lost when 
the petals are dried, but they 
supply the needed color. 

The leaves of plants in the mint 
family (including rosemary and 
sweet marjoram). of lemon. ver- 
bena, and of rose geranium are 
particularly fragrant when dried. 

Spices from the kitchen shelf 
are also excellent ingredients. 
While it is possible to use ready- 
ground spices, it is better to 
freshly grind or mill whole spices 
for a more pungent aroma. Suit- 
able for inclusion are allspice. 
bay, cinnamon, cloves, nutmeg, 
mace, ginger, tarragon. thyme, 
coriander, and crushed vanilla 


bean. 
Fixatives 


Fixatives—aromatic substances 
that retain the bouquet’s fra- 


erance by preventing the evapora- 


FREDRICK 


tion of volatile scents—are neces- 
sary to give a deeper, lingering 
note to your potpourri. Most 
homemade blends contain vegeta- 
ble fixatives rather than animal 
(civet. ambergris, musk), be- 
cause they are easier to obtain 
and much less expensive. Any 
good pharmacy has them. 

Most widely used is orris root, 
the root of the Florentine iris, 
This vegetable fixative comes in 
either root form, to be ground by 
you, or in powdered form. (If you 
are using a crystal container, try 
to use a ground fixative, since the 
powder will coat the inside of 
the glass.) Orris root has an 
afhnity for lavender, so if you 
put lavender flowers or leaves in 
your potpourri, use orris root as 
the fixative. Lavender is at its 
sweetest in July and August, when 
its buds are about to open. Com- 
bined with clove in a potpourri, 
orris root takes on the role of a 
fragrance. 

Another good fixative is gum 
benzoin, the resin from the ben- 
zoin tree (Styrax benzoin). Some 
recipes call for a combination of 
orris root and gum benzoin. 

All fixatives have a concen- 
trated fragrance and are to be 
used sparingly. Usually one ounce 
of fixative is enough for two 


quarts of petals. 
Additives 


Since your aim is a delicate 
blending of aromas, adding a few 
drops of fragrant oils such as 
patchouli, eucalyptus. orange 
flower. or jasmine will balance 
and enhance the bouquet. Vetiver 
or santal is excellent in a rose 
potpourri. Add no more than a 
hint of the oil; too much will 
counteract the existing scent. 
Your local pharmacy has oils in 
the prescription department. 

Citrus peel may be grated or 
cut fine and added to the mixture. 
It is easier to handle the rinds 


after they have dried for a day.

other colorful garden flowers. 
Though minus their perfume when 
dried, these petals add interest to 
a glass-jar potpourri and allow 
you to carry out any color scheme 
from a patriotic red, white. and 
blue to a complete rainbow spec- 
trum. You might even want to 
dry whole flowers and glue them 
face out to the inside of the glass 
jar. For an imperceptible glue, 
use a dab of egg white to hold the 
flowers in place. To preserve the 
whole flower, put a layer of fine 
sand, borax, or sugar into a box. 
Gently place the flowers face 
down, and then cover them with 
sand, borax, or sugar. Keep the 
box in a warm, dry place until 
the flowers are dried (about two 
weeks). Then remove them and 
dust them off with a feather 
brush. They are ready to brighten 
your potpourri. 


Dry method 

Potpourris can be prepared by 
either a dry or a moist method. 
We prefer the dry method (the 
petals must become “dry” as corn- 
flakes) to the moist (coarse salt 
is layered with the petals until a 
“moist” cake is formed). The 
former allows the flowers to retain 
their color and is less compli- 
cated than the quicker moist 
method. 

In the early morning. after the 
dew has disappeared, select from 
your garden the newly opened 
roses and other flowers for your 
potpourri. Remove the petals and 
spread them to dry on a screen, 
newspaper, or taut cheesecloth. 
Put them in a warm, dry, sunless 
spot (try the furnace room), 
where the air will circulate 
around them. thus hastening the 
drying. This process will take 
about ten days. The “chip dry” 
petals are then ready to be com- 
bined with dried leaves, spices, 
fixatives. oils. and other ingredi- 
ents. If you want to gather petals 
throughout the summer and make 
your potpourri in the fall, simply 
store the dried petals in airtight 
containers in a dark place until 
you are ready to use them. Keep 
the various flowers in separate, 
labeled jars for easy identifica- 
tion. 

Mix the dried petals with the 
other ingredients called for in the 
recipes. Allow the mixture to mel- 
low for about six weeks in a 
tightly covered container in a 
dark spot. By then your potpourri 
will be ready to be transferred

into rose jars or crystal bottles. 


jars will remain for years 
permeate and freshen any room.

Recipes 


We suggest these recipes for 
making potpourris to serve merely 
as guides in creating your own 
blends. You will find it much 
more rewarding to experiment 





with flowers, herbs, and spices 
from your own garden and kitch- 
en. Unlike cooking recipes. these 
allow you to change the quanti- 
ties or add another ingredient 
without spoiling the total effect. 
Let your nose be your guide in 


preparing the blend. 
Rose Potpourri 


2 quarts mixed red and pink rose 
petals 

1 pint lemon verbena leaves 

Handful of rosemary leaves : 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 

| tablespoons ground orris root 

1 tablespoons mixed crushed spices 
(cinnamon, ginger, clove, 
nutmeg) 


5 drops of oil (vetiver or santal) 


Prepare rose petals according to 
dry method (above) and place in 
large mixing bowl with dried 
lemon verbena and rosemary 
leaves. Mix by tossing lightly. 
Blend orange peel with orris root 
and crushed spices. Mix with con- 
tents of mixing bowl. Add drops 
of oil and place in airtight con- 
tainer for mellowing _ period. 
Shake gently before opening and 
transfer to more decorative con- 


tainers.

People, Places, Pleasures

Widely known for her daily interview program on New York’s 
WOXR, Miss MacDonald is well acquainted with—and an 
acute observer of/—the many worlds of esthetics, entertain- 
ment, travel, and the home. In this column of comment she 
will deal with the ideas and personalities of these worlds. 


A HOUSE DIVIDED: We have city living, we have suburban living, 
and then we have John Moore of San Angelo. Texas. who lives 
in his own special way in the clouds. His apartment occupies 
the entire top floor of the River Club in San Angelo and offers 
sweeping views of the Texas countryside in four directions. He 
also has the entire ground floor, which divides into a gun room. 
a trophy room, and an area for various collectors’ items. Aside 
from his hunting trophies, sent home from every corner of the 
world, he is proudest of ‘his collection of duck stamps. The 
collection is complete: It includes every U.S. duck stamp that 
has been issued as well as the original art work from which 
the stamp was processed. Each work of graphic art has been 
framed (about 34 in all) with the tiny stamp set in a border 





inside the frame—an idea for other collectors of small objects 


that are dificult to display. 


FROM THE WHITE HOUSE: The huge fireplace in John Moore’s 
trophy room is the special product of a Texan’s initiative. When, 
in remodeling the White House. President Truman had a section 
of the building torn down. he suggested, in his peculiarly Ameri- 
can way, that anyone who wanted some of the original White 
House bricks could come and get them. John Moore took him 
at his word. Forevermore, the bricks in his fireplace can be 
described as “once a part of our White House.” He likes that. 
Who wouldn't? 


TO THE WHITE HOUSE: Another kind of change comes to 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue periodically. Each President is repre- 
sented there by his portrait, and now the portrait of John Fitz- 
gerald Kennedy is to be painted by Gardner Cox, commissioned 
by the White House Historical Association. This makes it the 
official portrait. Gardner Cox. who more than once met and 
talked to the late President (both Harvard men). does not take 
the responsibility lightly. He has studied thousands of photo- 
eraphs trying to sharpen his eye and his conviction to the defini- 
tive Kennedy face and manner and spirit. He comes well 
equipped. having done distinguished portraits of Justices Earl 
Warren. Felix Frankfurter. and John Marshall Harlan, as well 
as Secretary of State Dean Rusk. NASA’s James Webb. U.N. 
Ambassador Arthur Goldberg. and the late great poet, Robert 
Frost. 


CULTURAL ISLAND: Boston started out something very like an 
island, considering the perils of scrambling over the narrow 
and spiny Roxbury Neck. that tenuous connection with the main- 
land. And its growing literary eminence (Emerson. Thoreau, 
Longfellow, Thomas Baily Aldrich) created an atmosphere of 
cultural insularity. though even here there were connections 
with Philadelphia, Richmond-Baltimore, and sometimes New 
York. 

Change comes even to Boston. Consider Lili Swann Saarinen 
(Cambridge, but let’s not quibble), whose stunning sculpture 
(20 by 14 feet!) at Kennedy Airport illustrates for interconti- 
nental travelers the theme: “The air ocean unites all people!” 
Nothing insular about the theme or the sculpture. 

Other noninsular Bostonians are Grace and James Roy, who

rejoice in their splendid house at 18 Louisburg Square, one of 
the most handsome and historic squares in America. A solitary 
bachelor named Blackstone was the first colonist to know Beacon 
Hill, and it is said that his rose garden covered what is now 
the Square. No roses have been disturbed by the Roys, however. 
Major alterations have been made in the rear of the house. pro- 
viding two terraces looking toward the setting sun. 


URBAN ISLAND: Certain names suggest urbanity—Lauren Bacall 
and her husband, Jason Robards, Jr.; Giora Novak, the painter 
and sculptor; Peter Fink. the photographer; Ward Bennett, the 
interior designer; Mrs. Edward R. Murrow—what possible tie 
could bind together the names of these disparate Manhattanites ? 
They may or may not know each other, but they live together on 
a man-made island. Where Beacon Hill looks down upon Boston 
with some aloofness, the colonists of this city island look about 
with a similarly remote attitude. The answer is The Dakota, 
situated on the edge of Central Park at One West 72nd Street. 
An island? There is a moat at this nine-story castle. Entrance 
is gained through an inner court that is shut off at midnight by 
huge iron gates. Surely the sophisticates and urbane do not 
always get home by midnight! Later than that, they ring a bell, 
and presumably shift from foot to foot until a faithful porter 
arises and scans them carefully through the grillwork. 


ANTIQUE ISLANDS: Cruising in the seas of antiquity is a current 
enthusiasm of exploring travelers. One of the first was George 
Staff, president of Pacific Mills. discovering the excitement 
of following the wake of the Hellenic pirates of 3,000 vears 
ago. Others who have taken up the hunt: Betsy Palmer of 
television, Nan Robertson of The New York Times Washington 
Bureau, and her husband, Stanley Levy of CBS-TV News. Their 
word: Fly to Athens, where a charter boat awaits, complete witn 
skipper, cabin boy, galley chef, and provisions. 


AH, WILDERNESS! If islands urban have their importance, so do 
islands farouche. Such a preserve is Isle Royale National Park 
in Michigan, raising itself out of Lake Superior, the largest 
hody of fresh water in the world. Isle Royale is one of the great 
archipelagoes—50 miles long and nine miles wide, embracing 
200 islands. a 500,000-acre wilderness retreat with 30 inland 
lakes. There are no automobiles, no roads: a wilderness para- 
dise for campers and hikers, all those fascinated by nature un- 
touched and unspoiled. 


AH, CIVILIZATION: If, as some say, education has been going 
the wrong way during our recent winters, it has been staging a 
comeback during our recent summers. At Rensselaerville, New 
York. the Early American college idea is revived each July. “A 
scholar at one end of the log, and a learner at the other,” is 
the way this summertime education is described by Dr. Everett 
Clinchy, president of The Institute on Man and Science.

From the kitchen of our food editor 


come helpful answers to some of the common 


but often puzzling questions in cookery

i; there any way to whip cream without splashing it all over the 
place? Not entirely. But try placing the bowl of cream (or what- 
ever 1S apt to splash ) in the sink. Then beat, holding the beater 
straight up in the center of the bowl until cream begins to thick- 
en. This will not eliminate the problem altogether, but it mini- 


mizes it. 


i hat is birch beer? The Encyclopedia of Food says, “A summer 
beverage made from the fermented sap of the sweet, or black, 
birch tree.” A very old. nonalcoholic, mildly sweet drink, it is 
reminiscent of root beer, which is similar in that it is made 
from roots, barks, and herbs. Birch beer is not, so far as we have 
been able to determine, available on the open market, but it is 
served at New York’s Zum Zum (in the Pan American Build- 
ing and the brand-new Zum-Zum at 74 Broad Street), two fas- 
cinating, worth-visiting, unique restaurants specializing in won- 
derful German sausages, sturdy breads, traditional garnishes, 
and both hell (light) and dunkel (dark) beer. 


’ 
Should all broiling be done at the high broil point? No. Broil- 
ing is fastest at that position, but unless the meat is all of the 
same thickness, there is a very real possibility of overcooking 
the thin part and undercooking the thick (chicken is a good 
example). Also, the surface can cook too quickly, and the in- 
side of the meat may be quite raw (steak, for example). With 
eas, the broiling is done with the oven door closed, and in mod- 
ern stoves there is a range of temperatures which the cook 
should Jearn to use as she uses the oven. The best guide is, ebvi- 
ously, the use-and-care book that comes with the stove, but 
common sense can play an important role, too. With electric 
stoves, the broiling is done with the door ajar. Here, the broil- 
ing pan must be moved up and down, as the case may be, to 
arrive at different temperatures. The manufacturers of electric 
ranges suggest one to three inches from the heating unit for rare 
meat: three to five for medium rare: and six inches for well 
done. All foods to be broiled should be brought to room tem- 


perature before broiling. 


Dione a table wine (dry red or white) be served after the main 
course has been removed? At a formal dinner, no. But, en 
famille, it is quite normal, perfectly permissible and, certainly, 
comfortable to continue drinking the same wine right through 


the dessert. 


Wis is it necessary to “hang” angel cakes until cold? The 
American Institute of Baking tells us. “Delicate air cakes, such 
as the angel, sponge, and chiffon must hang until cool to allow 
the cake structure to become firm, so the cake won’t collapse.” 
They also say, “The varied instructions for the removal of cakes 
from pans are based on the time it takes the cakes to firm up 


during the cooling process.” 
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What does bake “blind” mean? This is an old cooking term eee e \ CI } after 


rarely found in modern cookbooks.

Is an entrée the main dish or the beginning of a meal? Entrée 
means entrance. In both American and English dictionaries, the 
meaning in cookery is given as “A dish served between the chief 
courses or before the roast. Hence, a meat dish not classed as a 
roast, or a meat substitute, especially one served as the chief 
course.” Time, however, has changed the rules, and we now 
generally refer to the main course as the entrée. 


Wrat is the correct way to open a bottle of wine? First, cut 
around the capsule at the ridge, half an inch below the mouth 
of the bottle. Wipe around the mouth carefully with a clean 
linen napkin. Then position the tip of the corkscrew dead cen- 
ter of the cork and twist it through. With a “wing” corkscrew, 
use the same technique, allowing the wings to rise, then squeeze 
the two wings together to lift the cork. 


Wrat is kohlrabi? A variety of cabbage, also called cabbage- 
turnip, with a turniplike root growing just above the ground. 
The young leaves are often eaten as greens but the root is the 
better part. It resembles turnip in flavor but has a more delicate 
grain. It is at its best when young and small—two to three 
inches in diameter. To cook, cut into small pieces and boil in 
salted water until just tender when pierced with the point of a 
small, sharp knife.

The 
tradition did not die. Cincinnati held its 45th May 
Festival in 1965, with Stanislaw Skrowaczewski and 
Robert Shaw conducting. Festivals are biennial, the

Hidden in this shaded grove of live-oak trees is a remarkably 
original house that extends outdoor living in a new direction: up to 
the roof. Reached by an outside stairway cantilevered up the 18-foot- 
high house wall, the roof has an enormous tiled deck high in the 
Texas treetops for bathing under the sun, dreaming under the stars. 
Inside the limestone-thick walls are cool, vaulted recesses, richly 
ornamented by the arts and crafts of nearby Mexico. The house was 
designed by Architect Roger Rasbach as a home for Robert Tobin

Right: Through the front doors of 
the Tobin house. the view is across 
the narrow gallery to the arbor-en- 
closed atrium ‘on the far side.

The iron reinforcements are 
from an earlier age. The intricately 
carved wood is in striking contrast to 
the huge. roll-aside glass wall in the 
rear.

Behind and below these double doors is an amazing house. It 
piles itself against a hillside on four levels. Its smallness 
(1.800 square feet) only magnifies its charms and brings its 
magnificent treasures into. startling focus.

The court- 
yard holds a lovely swimming pool, a tall pine rises by the 
curve of the stair, the view stretches over Beverly Hills to the 
Pacific. And inside, Renaissance bronzes, ormolu, Meissen, 
Bristol, opaline are easily at home with Empire, Louis Seize 
and Quinze pieces. A Corot, a Matisse. a Houdon, and an 
Apollo attend in splendid harmony.

Here, two inside areas are arranged to 
add next-to-nature dining, almost alfresco. 
Facing the Italian hunt table in the break- 
fast room, left, a piece of textured iron 
sculpture brought from Israel tops a mass 
of plants and a rock collection gathered bit 
by bit from here, there, and everywhere. Be- 
yond, a wild wooded slope and clipped 
terraces lead down to the swimming pool. 

The indoor dining room, right, has a 14- 
foot cherry table narrow enough to foster 
crosswise conversation. At smaller parties 
places are laid only at the ends and along 
one side for the view’s sake. South Ameri- 
can note in the setup. the silver and glass 
wine glasses from Peru.

\ view of the sea was not enough. This house, built in 1959, was 


recently remodeled to create a quiet, sheltered garden outlook on 
the side away from the shore. A five-foot brick wall, bounding drive- 
way, street, and side property line, was built to enclose a terrace 
for dining and a formal-garden view from the first floor and the 
bedroom balconies above. The wall is of the same brick as the house 
and so appears to be an extension. For privacy, the house walls 
themselves were extended to the roof edge (photo opposite) to 
shield windows and balconies from nearby high buildings. A shallow 
conservatory was added outside the master bathroom. In other 
changes, two bedrooms gained sitting rooms, as five bedrooms were 
reduced to three, and a new room was set aside solely for television. 
The garden design is by Thomas Church. Architects for the original 


house and for the remodeling: Wurster, Bernardi and Emmons.

The cool, shimmering aspic ... The suave, elegant mousse 
By HELEN McCULLY 


Aside from the fact that aspics and mousses make summer meals cool and 
beautiful, one of their appealing characteristics is that they can—indeed, 
must—be prepared ahead. This automatically precludes last-minute cooking, 
a godsend if you happen to be giving a summer party, trying to prepare food 
when the temperature might soar. A godsend in any event. The ten recipes 
here, balanced between aspics and mousses, between savory and sweet, derive 
from the haute cuisine, but they are not so haute that you have to take a day 
off to study the recipe. They are all comparatively easy—some of them mere 
child’s play. Our two photographed recipes are presented below. The other 
eight start on page 162. For those who would like to explore this type of 
cookery in depth, you will find on page 164 all you will ever need to know 


about gelatin and the art of gelatin cookery. A special article on interesting 


Shrimp in Aspic 
3 eans (414-ounce size) shrimp 
2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 
14 cup dry sherry, vermouth, or 
Madeira 
3 cups concentrated chicken broth* 
1, cup tarragon vinegar 
2 egg whites 
Pimientos 
Truffles 


Parsley or watercress 


Drain the liquid from the shrimp into a 
measuring cup. and reserve. Refrigerate 
the drained shrimp. Sprinkle the gelatin 
over the wine to soften. Set aside. 

“Cook 6 cups of chicken broth (your 
own or canned) with 2 ribs of celery, 2 
sliced carrots. 1 medium onion sliced and 
stuck with 2 whole cloves, few sprigs of 
parsley. thick slice of lemon, 1 bay leaf. 
1% teaspoon thyme, 14 teaspoon ground 
allspice or 6 whole allspice, crushed. and 
2 teaspoons of salt. Bring to a boil, then 
reduce until there are 3 cups left. Skim 
off any scum that rises to the surface. 
Strain. 

To the strained broth. add the reserved 
shrimp liquid. the wine-gelatin mixture. 


and the tarragon vinegar. Bring to a boil.

then add 2 slightly beaten egg whites and 
the crushed egg shells. Simmer about 15-20 
minutes or until a heavy. sediment-filled 
crust forms on top and the broth is clear 
underneath. Take off the heat. skim the 
top. Strain broth through several thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth wrung out in cold 
water. 

Cover the bottom of a l-quart mold with 
al g-inch layer of the aspic and refrigerate 
until almost set and surface feels sticky to 
your finger. Cool the remainder until it 
will fall in liquid lumps from a spoon, 
When the aspic in the mold is of the right 
consistency (it takes a very short time), 
make a design on the surface with whole 
shrimp. pimiento, and truffles cut in fancy 
shapes and. if you like. leaves of parsley 
or watercress. Spoon enough of the aspic 
over the arrangement to cover it com- 
pletely. Refrigerate again until it reaches 
the sticky stage. Mix the remaining drained 
shrimp into remainder of the aspic. and 
spoon it into the mold.

Jazz and folk music

The season now opens with the 
annual Newport Jazz Festival. A 
few weeks later the Folk Festi- 
val takes over. Buffy Sainte-Ma- 
rie, Odetta, John Hurt. Jean 
Ritchie, Pete Seeger, Theodore 
Bikel, Peter, Paul and Mary, 
Josh White, and Joan Baez are 
just some of the names that at- 
tract an attendance of up to 
76.000.

attractions have been 


and a hot debate between purists 
and radicals over the introduc- 
tion by Bob Dylan of folk rock. 
Newport is swinging as it has 
never swung before. And vut of 
it all have come some of the best 
performances anyone with an ear 
could ever hope for.

And in the summer 
of 1967, after the Center’s new 
Metropolitan Opera House has 
opened, New York will have a 
truly colossal international festi- 
val. Opera and instrumental per- 
formances, standard as well as 
newly commissioned —composi- 
tions, and troupes of artists from 
all over the globe will be heard. 
Performances will be given in 
every one of the culture center's 
impressive halls. 

New York is by no means the 
only city offering the comforts of 
musical retreat to its inhabitants. 
Philadelphia, Washington, Hous- 
ton, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Lou- 
is, Anchorage, and San Francis- 
co have also become aware of the 
advantages of having festivals in

Last year, 


fine musicians took their music 
to Europe and the Middle East. 
“It is time,” said Pablo Casals, 
who himself makes a pilgrimage 
each year from Puerto Rico to 
Marlboro, “that America brought 
culture to the Europeans.” 

A rural lakefront estate in Ka- 
tonah, New York, is the scene of 
the intimate Caramoor Festival. 
Caramoor might have been envi- 
sioned as a_ potential American 
Glyndebourne by its founders, 
Mrs. Lucie Bigelow Rosen and 
her husband, the late Walter T. 
Rosen, when 21 years ago they 
first sponsored chamber concerts 
in the music room of their splen- 
did mansion. 

\ Spanish-style courtyard built 
around 


architectural elements 


brought from Europe by Mr. 
Rosen inspired a production of 
The Abduction From the Sera- 
glio a few years later, and the 
young festival went out of doors 
for the first of many operas. In a 
little while the performances 
moved to a more spacious area 
of the estate’s gardens, amid 
Greek and Roman columns and 
cedar trees. A Venetian Theater 
was built thereafter. 

The programming at Caramoor 
reflects the personal taste of Mrs. 
Rosen, who is herself a musician. 
Monteverdi, Handel. Purcell, Mo- 
zart, Orff, Sibelius, Mahler, Del- 
ius, and Gluck are among the 
composers she favors. Under her 
watchful eye, performances now 
move to that part of the estate— 
music room, courtyard, or the- 
ater—that seems most suited to 
them. 

Opera flourishes also in the 
Southwest, in a ghost town in 
Colorado. Central City was once 
the most successful gold-mining 
community in the state. Just be- 
fore the gold ran out, an $18,000 
opera house was built, and a few 
years after that the town was on 
its way to being deserted. 

Decades later, when the struc-

ture was donated to the Univer- 
sity of Denver, the Opera House 
was put into use as a summer 
theater. It reopened on July 16, 
1932 with a one-week 
tion of a straight play, Camille, 


produc- 


starring Lillian Gish. The audi- 
ence came dressed in the fash- 
ions of 1878, the year the Opera 
House had made its debut. Opera 
finally came on stage again in the 
following season. 

The season has since grown to 
five weeks, with two or three op- 
eras in revolving repertory, add- 
ing up to more than 40 perform- 
ances. Central City has been the 
scene of several world premieres 
of specially commissioned operas 
based on episodes of local his- 
tory. The most notable of these 
is Douglas Moore’s and John La- 
touche’s The Ballad of Baby Doe. 

The Lake George Opera Festi- 
val at Glens Falls, New York, is 
a more recent annual event. The 
New York State Council on the 
Arts and the Martha Baird 
Rockefeller Foundation have 
joined with private contributors 
to finance activities here that in- 
clude a complete apprentice pro- 
gram in all phases of opera pro- 
duction, 


Opera in New Mexico 

The opera festival at Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, offers eight weeks 
of performances in a_ stunning 
new theater that protects the au- 
dience and the performers from 
the unpredictable elements while 
affording marvelous views of the 
surrounding desert landscape. It 
was at Santa Fe that the Amer- 
ican premieres of Alban Berg’s 
Lulu and of Richard Strauss’s 
Daphne took place. More conser- 
vative fare, such as Butterfly and 
Figaro, is presented as well. 

A festival known affectionately 
as the Zoo Opera has been a fea- 
ture of a pavilion in Cincinnati's 
Gardens for 
half a century. Here the reper-

toire focuses on such popular 
works as Aida, Carmen, La Forza 
del Destino, La Bohéme, Il Trova- 
tore, Rigoletto, and The Tales of 
Hoffmann. The beasts in the back- 
ground, charmed by the music, 
are always on their best behav- 
lor. 

In a park where the St. Louis 
World’s Fair once stood, the out- 
door Municipal Theater has been 
serving light opera and musicals 
since 1919. That long-ago first 
season opened with Reginald de 
Koyen’s operetta Robin Hood, in 
which the show-stopper was a 
song called “Oh, Promise Me.” 


St. Louis has been committed to 


happy summer seasons ever 
since.

1 5-pound chicken 

1 large onion, cut in two 

2 cloves 

2 carrots, quartered 

2 or 3 celery ribs, coarsely 
chopped 

2 teaspoons salt

Place the chicken in a large, 
heavy kettle with the onion stuck 
with the cloves.

How to cook with unflavored 
gelatin 


Unflavored gelatin must be soft- 


ened, then dissolved, before it can 


be used. The key word is “sprin- 
kle,” because if the granules are 
dumped in a lump onto the liquid,

to soften the gelatin first. because 
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the sugar “dilutes” the grains. 
Simply mix the sugar thoroughly 
with the gelatin, then add the hot 
liquid specified in the recipe and 
stir until dissolved. B: Combine 
the sugar and gelatin with the 
other ingredients and heat, stir- 


ring until dissolved. 


3. By adding a hot liquid. Sprin- 
kle the granules over cold liquid 
to soften, add the boiling liquid. 
and stir until dissolved. 


4. Over boiling water. Stir in the 
gelatin-liquid mixture constantly 
over boiling water until dissolved. 
This method is especially useful 
when the stove does not have con- 
trolled low-surface heat. 


How much gelatin to use 


One envelope unflavored gelatin 
will “gel” 2 cups of liquid. If sugar 
is an ingredient, it should be 
counted as part of the total liquid 
because when dissolved, it lique- 
fies. One cup of sugar, dissolved 
equals 1 cup of liquid. If a less 
firm jelly is wanted  (jellied 
soups, for example), allow 1 en- 
velope for each 3 cups of liquid: 
if a firmer jelly is called for (for 
lining a mold, for example), allow 
1 envelope to 11% cups of liquid. 

It’s 


however, aspic or jelly, whether 


important to remember, 
used to glaze or to mold, should 
be clear, limpid, well flavored, 
and firm enough to hold its shape 
—hbut still soft enough to melt in 
your mouth. It is impossible to 
chew a perfect aspic. 


When to add solid ingredients 


The basic jelly is chilled in the 
refrigerator until it reaches the 
consistency of raw egg whites. At 
this point the jelly has enough 
body to keep the solids in suspen- 
sion, yet it is still soft enough 
to allow them to be folded in. It 
the jelly mixture should become 
too firm, melt it down over boiling 
water or direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly, and start again. 


Cookery that calls for unflavored 
gelatin 
1. Clear molded jellies (tomato 
aspic, for example) ; or clear jel- 
lies molded with meat, fish, fowl, 
or vegetables; or clear jellies 
molded with 
frozen fruits. And, of course, jel- 


lied dishes in which the natural

gelatin was not adequate and un- 
flavored gelatin has been added. 

The term jelly (gelée in French) 
is used whether it is in liquid or 
jeilied form. Originally, aspic re- 
ferred to a decorated dish coated 
or molded in jelly. Today, it is 
used interchangeably with jelly. 


2. Whips. Fluffy gelatin desserts 
based on clear, unflavored gelatin 
mixed with fresh fruit juices, 
sweetened, then beaten with a ro- 
tary or electric beater or a whip 
(fouet) until approximately dou- 
ble in volume, It is then spooned 
into individual serving dishes 
and refrigerated until firm. It is 
never unmolded. A very old recipe 
idea that appeals to children, in- 
valids, and should to dieters. 

3. Sponges, also called “snows.” 
With these, unbeaten egg whites 
are added to the sweetened, fresh 
fruit flavored gelatin base, once 
the original mixture has reached 
the raw-egg-white stage (see 


“When to solid 


above). Like whips, it is

ents,”

whites to the basic gelatin mix- 
ture triples the volume. Sponges 
can be molded in a decorative 
mold and turned out to be chilled 
in individual serving dishes. 


4. Chiffons. This 


old familiars as chiffon pie and

Spanish cream as well as main 
dishes. Here. whole eggs are gen- 
erally used, and the secret in mak- 
ing them successfully lies in the 
ege whites, which are beaten until 
they form stiff peaks. “Wet” but 
not dry. Then sugar is beaten into 
the stiff whites to make a very 
firm, shiny meringue. Combined 


with sugar, the whites can be 
folded more evenly and_ thor- 


oughly into the gelatin mixture. 
5. Mousses, 
Charlottes.

gives the dishes a suave, rich 


texture. The gelatin acts as a 
stabilizer, which encases the air 


beaten into the eggs or cream. 


How to glaze a mold 


This calls for a firmer jelly than 
that used merely for decoration. 
The proportions are 1 envelope 
of unflavored gelatin for each 11% 
cups of liquid. 

Place a very small amount of 
melted jelly (aspic) in a_ bowl 
and stir over cracked ice until you 
feel the jelly starting to coat the 
spoon and the bottom of the bowl. 
At this point, the jelly becomes 
very syrupy. It happens quickly, 
which is why it is best to work 
with a small amount at a time 
and to work swiftly. Holding the 
mold on ice, spoon some jelly 
into it, then turn the mold so the 
jelly runs around the sides and 
covers the bottom. When almost 
firm, repeat three or four times 
until the mold is completely lined 


with a “shell” of jelly. Chill until 


it is almost set and feels sticky 
to the finger. Arrange any deco- 
rations on the bottom and sides 
of the mold, dipping them first in 
the jelly so they will adhere, Chill 
again to the sticky stage. Fill with 
the mixture, which should be as 
cold as the lined mold. 


How to unmold jelly 


First, rinse the serving plate in 
cold water. (This makes it easier 
to slide the mold into the center 
of the plate in case you missed it). 
Once the mold is in place, wipe 
the serving plate dry. 

Dip the mold briefly into warm. 
not hot, water just to the level of 
the gelatin, then loosen around 
the edge with the tip of a small 
knife. Wipe the

mold. Invert. Give it a good 
shake, holding the mold tightly 
in place. If this doesn’t work, re- 
peat the operation. Another way: 
Wring a cloth out in very hot 
water and wrap around the bot- 
tom of the inverted mold, taking 
care not to apply the heat too 
long or the shape may be ruined.

If savory, it is obviously 
used for savory dishes; if sweet, 
it can be used to decorate dessert 
mousses, molded ice creams, even 
cakes and cookies.
